1. (i). No person shall sell by retail or offer for sale by retail any

(ii). Such District Officer or other person is in these rules referred to 
as the licensing authority. 


2. Every application for a licence to retail spirituous liquors or toddy 
for consumption on the premises of the vendor shall be in writing, ad- 
dressed to the licensing authority, and shall state the period for which such 
licence is required. 


8. If the licensing authority sees fit to issue a licence, such licence 
shall be in the form provided in the schedule hereto and may be for any 
period not exceeding one year.

1. In these Rules the expression “District Officer” includes in 
Districts where there is no District Officer such person as the Resident 
may, by notification in the Guzette, appoint in that behalf; and the ex- 
pression “Farm Shop” includes any shop maintained by or under licence 
from the Farmer for the sale of spirituous Hquors. 


2. The Farmer may licence any person to manufacture spirituous 
liquors from rice, sugar and ragi for any period not extending beyond 
the term of the Farm Contract.

His reason for taking 
this step is, in his own words, that he feels that 33 years’ service in the 
climate of the Malay Peninsula must shake any constitution, and that he 
wishes to retire before he becomes a burden to the Colony whose interests 
he has endeavoured to serve. 


2. In the circumstances, I have felt bound to accept his resignation, 
though I need hardly say that I have done so with the very greatest regret 
—a regret which will, | am sure, be shared by the people of the Colony 
and the Federated Malay States for whose interests he has done so much 
during his 33 years of loyal and successful service. 


3. Sir Frank Swettenham’s unrivalled acquaintance with the affairs 
of the Malay Peninsula and his intimate knowledge of the character of the 
native people now under the protection of Great Britain qualified him in a 
unique degree for the high position to which His Majesty was pleased 
to appoint him, and his retirement will be a very serious loss to the Colony 
and to the States with which he has so long been connected.

1. The Acting Resident addresses the Council in a few words expres- 
sive of his satisfaction at being once again present to take part in their 
deliberations. He reminds the members that it is now more than ten years 
since he last sat among them when acting in the office of Secretary to 
Government, and he desires to assure His Highness and the Council 
that whatever additional experience he may have gained during that 
period will be placed unreservedly at the service of His Highness and 
of the State which it is at the present time his privilege to administer.

2. In this Enactment unless the context otherwise requires :— Interpretation. 


“Officer” means a person holding a commission as Officer in a 
‘Volunteer Corps. 


“Commandant” means the Officer holding the highest rank in a 
Volunteer Corps. 


“ Divisional Commander” means the Officer subordinate to the Com- 
mandant who holds the next highest rank in the corps within the State. 


oa “Volunteer” means a member of a Volunteer Corps not being an 
cer. 


_ .“ Appointments” includes accoutrements and equipments of every 
Kind, other than clothing. 


“Rules of the corps” includes rules of any division thereof. 


PART I. 
ORGANISATION OF VOLUNTEER CORPS. 


8. (i). It shall be lawful for the Resident-General to accept the Resident- 
services of any persons desiring to become members of a Volunteer General may 
Corps under this Enactment and offering their services, and on such pare ere x 
acceptance being notified in the Gazette the proposed corps shall be sa 
deemed lawfully constituted under this Enactment. 


_ i). Any such corps shall be designated by such title and shall con- 

sist of such divisions as the Resident-General shall by regulation direct 
and may be attached to the Malay States Guides or any detachment 
thereof in such manner and for such periods as the Resident-General 
shall by regulation direct.

4, The Officers shall be commissioned by the High Commissioner, 
upon the recommendations of the Resident - General, and such commission 
shall not be deemed vacated by the death or retirement from office of the 
High Commissioner by whom the same was issued. 


5. (i). Subject as hereinafter mentioned any Volunteer may, except 
when on active service, quit his corps on complying with the following 
conditions :— 


(a). Giving to his Divisional Commander 14 days’ notice, in 
writing, of his intention to quit the corps and paying to the corps the 
sum of $25 if he quits it before completing one year’s service, or the sum 
of $10 if he quits it after completing one year’s and before completing 
two years’ service ; 


(b). Delivering up in good order (fair wear and tear only excepted) 
all arms, clothing and appointments, being public property or property 
of the corps or division, issued to him ; and 


(c). Paying all money due or becoming due by him under the 
regulations or rules of the corps either before or at the time or by reason 
of his quitting it, 
and thereupon he shall be struck out of the muster roll of the corps by 
the Commandant. 


(ii). If any Volunteer gives such notice and the Commandant refuses 
to strike him out of the muster roll and the Volunteer considers himself 
aggrieved thereby, the Volunteer may appeal to a Magistrate, who shall 
hear and determine the appeal and may for the purposes thereof 
administer oaths and examine any person as a witness, and if it appears 
to such Magistrate that the arms, clothing and appointments issued to 
the Volunteer, being public property or property of the corps or division, 
have been delivered up in good order (fair wear and tear only excepted) 
and that he has paid, or is ready to pay, sufficient compensation for any 
damage that such articles may have sustained and that all moneys due 
or becoming due by him under this Enactment or under regulations or 
rules‘ of the corps, either before or at the time of or by reason of his 
quitting it, have been paid, such Magistrate may order the Commandant 
forth-vith to strike such Volunteer out of the muster roll of the corps and 
such determination shall be binding on all persons. 


(iii). Nothing in this section contained shall authorise any Volunteer 
to obtain his discharge, except with the consent of the Resident- General, 
before the expiration of any period of service for which he may have, by 
writing, engaged to serve. 


6. Whenever any Volunteers are on active service or are under- 
going drill, exercise, or inspection, or voluntarily doing any duty together 
with His Majesty’s regular forces, they and their Officers shall, subject 
to regulations under this Enactment, be under the command of the 
Officers of His Majesty’s regular forces, provided always that the volun- 
teers shall, when the circumstances of the service admit, be led by their 
own Officers under such command. 


7. So long as the Volunteer Corps shall be attached to the Malay 
States Guides it shall be the duty of the Commandant of the Malay

States Guides to inspect, at least once a year, every unit of the Volun- 
teer Corps, wherever stationed, and to report as to its efficiency to the 
Resident - General. 


8. The Resident-General may, by regulations, declare what is 
requisite to entitle a Volunteer to be deemed efficient, by defining for 
that purpose the number of drills to be attended by the Volunteer and 
the course of instruction and training to be gone through by him, and 
the degree of proficiency in drill and instruction to be attained by him 
and by the corps or any part thereof to which he belongs, such profi- 
ciency to be estimated by the inspecting Officer at the annual inspection 
of the corps or otherwise as prescribed. 


9. The Resident-General may disband or discontinue the services 
of any Volunteer Corps or any part thereof whenever it seems to him 
expedient to do so. 


10. (i). The Resident-General may at any time assemble a Court 
of Enquiry, composed of members of the Volunteer Corps, to enquire 
into any matter relative to such corps or any part thereof or to any 
Officer or Volunteer, and to record the facts and circumstances ascertained 
on such enquiry, and, if required, to report on the same for his 
information. 


(ii). The Commandant or the Divisional Commander may at any 
time assemble a Court of Enquiry, composed either of Officers and 
Volunteers belonging to the corps or of such Officers or of such Volun- 
teers, to enquire into any matter relative to the corps or any part 
thereof or any Volunteer not being an Officer, and to record the facts and 
circumstances ascertained on such enquiry, and, if required, to report 
on the same for the information and assistance of the Commandant or 
Divisional Commander. 


11. The Resident-General may from time to time by notification 
in the Gazette make regulations respecting anything in this Enactment 
directed or authorised to be done or provided by regulations and also 
such other regulations as may seem fit (not being inconsistent with 
any of the provisions of this Enactment) respecting :— 


(a). The appointment, promotion and rank of Officers ; 
(b). The assembling and proceedings of Courts of Enquiry ; 


(c). Generally the execution of this Enactment and the general 
government and discipline of the Volunteer Force ; 


Provided always, that when a General Committee shall have been 
constituted in accordance with any rules made under the provisions of 
Section 19 hereof, any regulations that may from time to time be in 
force under this section shall not be varied or rescinded except after 
reference to such General Committee. 


PART II. 


ACTIVE SERVICE. 


12, (i). In case of great national or local emergency or in case of 
actual or apprehended invasion of or attack on the Federated Malay 
States the Resident-General may call out any Volunteer Corps or any 
division thereof for active service.

(ii). Every Officer and Volunteer belonging to any corps or division 
so called out shall be bound to assemble at such place and perform such 
service as may be directed by the Resident - General. 


(iii). Every such Officer and Volunteer from the time of his corps or 
division being so called out shall, for the purposes of this Enactment, be 
deemed to be on active service. If any such Officer or Volunteer not 
incapacitated by infirmity for service refuses or neglects so to assemble 
he shall be deemed a deserter. 


(iv). The period of such service shall continue so long as the 
Resident-General shall consider necessary and shall end only by order 
of the Resident-General. 


Av). Nothing in this Enactment shall render any Officer or Volunteer 
liable to serve or proceed on duty, without his consent, beyond the limits 
of the Federated Malay States. 


13, All persons enrolled in any Volunteer Corps, when called out on 
active service by the Resident-General, shall be entitled to pay and 
allowances in such manner and after such rates and conditions and to 
be quartered or billeted in like manner in every respect and under and 
subject to the same regulations as His Majesty’s forces, so far as the 
same shall, by the Resident-General, be deemed applicable to the Volun- 
teer Corps. 


14, All persons enrolled and who shall, when called out on active 
service, leave families unable to support themselves, shall during the 
period of their absence on active service be entitled to relief for their 
wives and families, and it shall be lawful for the Resident-General to fix 
the amount of such relief. 


15. Whenever any person enrolled as aforesaid shall be called out 


on active service away from his place of residence, he shall be entitled 
to receive, if willing to do so, his travelling expenses from and to such 
place of residence, and it shall be lawful for the Resident -General to fix 
the rate and amount of such expenses. 


16, All Officers and Volunteers who shall have received wounds or 
injuries on active service, and the widows and families of all such Officers 
and Volunteers who may have been killed or have died, within twelve 
months after having been wounded, of wounds received during such 
active service, or have died within twelve months from illness directly 
traceable to fatigue or exposure incident to such active service, shall be 
entitled to such pensions or gratuities as shall be fixed by the Resident- 
General, provided that no pension or gratuity under this section shall 
exceed the sum of $1,000 per annum. 


PART III. 


DISCIPLINE. 


17. The discipline of Officers and Volunteers when they are not on 
active service or undergoing drill, exercise, training or inspection together 
with, or voluntarily doing any duty together with, His Majesty’s regular 
forces, or any part thereof, or with the Malay States Guides, shall be 
maintained as follows :— 


[ Fes. 12° 
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(i). The Commandant of a Volunteer Corps may, subject to such 
appeal to the Resident-General as hereinafter mentioned, discharge 
from the corps any Volunteer and strike him out of the muster roll 
either for disobedience of orders by him while doing any duty with the 
corps or any division thereof or for neglect of duty or misconduct by 
him as a member of the corps or for other sufficient cause, the existence 
and sufficiency of such causes, respectively, to be judged of by the 
Commandant or in case of appeal by the Resident-General. 


(ii). Any Volunteer so discharged shall, nevertheless, be liable to 
deliver up in good order (fair wear and tear only excepted) all arms, 
clothing and appointments, being public property or property of the corps 
or division, issued to him and pay all moneys due or becoming due by 
him under this Enactment or under regulations or rules of the corps 
either before or at the time or by reason of his discharge, but any Volun- 
teer who feels aggrieved by such discharge may appeal to the Resident- 
General within a reasonable time after such discharge, and the Resident- 
General may cancel or confirm such discharge or give such other directions 
with reference thereto as to him may seem just and proper, and such 
determination shall be binding on all persons. 


(iii). If any such Officer or Volunteer, as aforesaid, while :— 


(a). He is on the line of march or on duty with the corps to which 
he belongs or any part thereof, or 


(b). He is engaged in any exercise or drill with such corps or any 
part thereof, or 


(c). He is wearing the clothing or accoutrements of such corps and 
is going to or returning from any place of exercise, drill, or assembly of 
such corps, or is otherwise on duty, disobeys any lawful order of any 
Officer under whose command he then is, or is guilty of misconduct, the 
senior Officer present in command of the corps may order the offender if 
an Officer into arrest, and if not an Officer into the custody of any Volun- 
teer belonging to the corps, provided that the offender be not kept in such 
arrest or custody longer than during such time as the corps, or such part 
thereof as aforesaid, then remains on march or duty or continues engaged 
in any such exercise or drill as aforesaid, or otherwise on duty, and for 
the purposes of this provision any such Officer or Volunteer while going to 
or returning from any place of exercise, drill or assembly of his corps 
shall be deemed to be on duty so long as he continues to wear the 
clothing or accoutrements of such corps. 


(iv). Every such arrest shall be forthwith reported to the Comman- 
dant or to such other Officer as may be prescribed. 


_18. (i). The discipline of Officers and Volunteers when they are on 
active service or are undergoing drill, exercise, training or inspection 
together with, or are voluntarily doing any duty together with, the Malay 
States Guides or His Majesty’s regular forces, or any part thereof, shall 
be maintained as follows :— 


The provisions of the Imperial Act 44 and 45 Victoria Chapter 58 
and of any other Imperial Act for the time being amending the same 
shall, so far as the same are consistent with the provisions of this 
Enactment, apply to all Officers and Volunteers, with the following 
modifications only :-—

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(a). That no Officer or Volunteer shall for any offence against such 
Act or Acts be subject to the penalty of death ; 


(b). That no sentence of a Court Martial for the trial of an Officer 
or Volunteer shall be carried into execution unless confirmed by the 
Resident - General. 


(ii). Nothing in this section contained shall be deemed to limit or 
derogate from the power given by Section 177 of the said Imperial Act 
to the General Officer Commanding His Majesty’s Forces, with which 
the corps is serving, cf making such exceptions or modifications as in the 
same section are referred to. 


PART IV. 
RULES AND PROPERTY OF CORPS. 
Power for 19. (i). The members of a Volunteer Corps or of any division thereof 
corps tomake may, from time to time, make rules for the management of the property, 
rules. finances and civil affairs of the corps or of such division, respectively, but 


no such rules shall have effect unless and until they have been approved 
by the Resident-General and such approval has been notified by the 
Resident - General to the Commandant to be by him forthwith communi- 
cated to the corps or division, whereupon the ‘rules so approved shall be 
published in the Gazette and shall thereupon be binding upon all members 
of the corps expressed to be subject thereto. 


(ii). A copy of the rules in print or writing, or partly in print and 
partly in writing, certified under the hand of the Commandant as a true 
copy of the rules whereof such approval has been notified as aforesaid, 
shall be conclusive evidence of the rules of the corps or of any division 
thereof. 


Vesting of 20. All moneys subscribed by or to or for the use of any division of 
property in a Volunteer Corps and all effects belonging to any such division or 
Divisenal. lawfully used by it not being the property of any individual member 
* thereof and the exclusive right to sue for and recover current subscrip- 
tions, arrears of subscriptions and other moneys due to such division 
shall vest in the Divisional Commander for the time being and his 
successors in office, with power for him and his successors to sue, to 
make contracts and conveyances and to do all other lawful things 
relating thereto, and any civil or criminal proceedings taken by virtue of 
this section by the Divisional Commander shall not be discontinued or 
abated by his death, resignation or removal from office, but may be 
carried on by and in the name of his successor in office. 


Volunteers 21. If any person fails to deliver up in good order (fair wear and 
failing to give tear excepted) any arms, clothing or appointments, which he is liable 
ka sate under this Enactment or any regulations or rules made hereunder to 
tara to deliver up, he shall be liable to pay to the Divisional Commander the 
lo so to pay . , . 

value thereof, Value thereof, as such value shall be determined by a General Committee 


constituted in accordance with the rules made under this Enactment. 


Recovery of 22. If any person belonging or having belonged to a Volunteer 
subscriptions Corps neglects or refuses to pay anything subscribed or undertaken to 
and fines. be paid by him towards any of the funds or expenses of such corps or 


any division thereof or due under the rules of the corps and actually 
payable by him or to pay any fine incurred by him under the rules of 
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the corps, such money or fine shall (without prejudice to any other 
remedy) be recoverable from him with costs at any time within 18 months 
after the same becomes due and payable in manner hereinafter mentioned 
and when recovered shall be applied as part of the general fund of the 
corps or of the division to which the same was payable. 


PART V. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 


23, Any money or fine recoverable under this Enactment or under 
any regulation or rule duly made hereunder may be recovered in a 
summary way in any Civil Court, notwithstanding that the amount 
may be in excess of the ordinary jurisdiction of such Court. 


24, The Commandant or the Divisional Commander may appear 
in any Civil Court or before any Magistrate or Magistrates by any 
member of the corps authorised by him in writing under bis hand. 


25. The Resident-General may exempt from municipal taxation 
any horse kept for the purposes of this Enactment. 


26. It shall be lawful for the Government Treasurer in any Dis- 
trict to pay to the Divisional Commander for the purposes of the 
division such sum in each year as shall be fixed by the Resident - 
General not exceeding $25 for every efficient member of such division 
who holds a certificate of proficiency in accordance with any regulations 
made under Section 8 and is certified by the Divisional Commander 
to have attended not less than the prescribed number of drills or 
parades within the year, but no such payment shall be made unless 
the Commandant of the Malay States Guides shall have certified that 
the division has been inspected by him during that year and is in a state 
of efficiency. : 


27. Every member of a Volunteer Corps shall on his admission, or 
as soon afterwards as may be, take the oath set forth in the Second 
Schedule to this Enactment to be administered by a Magistrate or by 
an Officer of the corps who has taken such oath. 


28. Whoever assaults or resists or abets within the meaning of the 
Penal Code any person in assaulting or resisting any member of the 
corps in the discharge of his duty as such member shall be punishable, 
on conviction before a Magistrate, with fine not exceeding $100, or 
with imprisonment for any term not exceeding six months, or with both.

MALAY STATES VOLUNTEER RIFLES. 


REGULATIONS MADE BY THE RESIDENT-GENERAL 
UNDER SECTION 11 OF “THE VOLUNTEER ENAC 
MENT, 1904.” 


1. The object of the corps is to assist in the permanent defence of 
the Federated Malay States against foreign invasion and in the suppres- 
sion of local disturbances. 


2. The corps shall be called the “Malay States Volunteer Rifles” 
and shall consist of original members whose services have been ac- 
cepted by the Resident-General under the provisions of “The Volun- 
teer Enactment, 1904,” or of any previous Enactment empowering 
him in that behalf and of other members duly elected by ballot in 
accordance with rules in force under any such Enactment. 


3. The corps shall be attached for purposes of organisation to the 
Malay States Guides until further order; provided that questions of 
seniority and command shall be regulated as follows : — 


(a), Officers of the Malay States Volunteer Rifles shall rank with, 
but junior to, all Officers of the Malay States Guides of the same rank ; 


(b). Non-commissioned Officers and men of the Malay States Volun- 
teer Rifles shall take orders only from their own Officers or Non-Commis- 
sioned Officers or from European Officers of the Malay States Guides ; 
provided always that for purposes of instruction native Officers and 
non-commissioned Officers of the Malay States Guides may be placed 
in command of any body of the Malay States Volunteer Rifles either 
on parade or manwuvre at the discretion of the Officer Commanding 
such parade ; 


(c). On any mixed parade of the Malay States Guides and the Malay 
States Volunteer Rifles the senior Officer of the Malay States Guides 
present may, if he think fit, assume command of the parade. 


4. Previous to enrolment, members shall have been passed by a 
qualified Surgeon as physically fit for duty as soldiers. 


5. The commissions of the Officers of the corps will be issued by the 
High Commissioner upon the recommendations of the Resident -Ceneral. 


6. Non-Commissioned Officers shall be appointed or promoted by 
the Divisional Commander subject to the approval of the Commandant ; 
provided that no member shall be so appointed or promoted until he has 
passed such qualifying examination as may be fixed from time to time by 
the Commandant. 
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7. All appointments and promotions of commissioned Officers shall Gazette. 
be published in the Guzette and shall take effect from the date of such 
publication. 

8. All members of the corps serving within the State shall consti- Division com- 
tute one division which shall be divided into companies; and each panics and 
company shall be sub-divided into sections under the command of a *°H?® 
Sergeant or other Non-commissioned Officer. 


9. The duties of Sergeants in command of sections, assisted by the Duties of Non. 


commissioned. 


other Non -commissioned Officers of those sections, shall be as follows :— Outicers. 


(a). They shall keep a nominal roll of their sections ; 


(b). They shall take steps to see that each member of their respective 
sections carries out the prescribed number of drills each year with the 
least possible delay ; 

(c). They shall use every endeavour to maintain their sections in 
a good state of discipline and efficiency. 


10. Members shall take the oath prescribed by Section 27 of the Enrolment.

11. Uniform (except mess uniform) and appointments shall be Uniform.

12. Uniform, when supplied, shall be worn at all parades when so Wearing of 
notified in company orders.

13. No member shall take his arms or appointments beyond the Taking arms 
limits of the Federated Malay States except with the permission of beyond the 
the Resident-General communicated through the Commandant.

14. No member will be classed as efficient until he has completed Qualifications 
the following course or obtained a certificate of proficiency from the for efficiency. 
Commandant :— 

(a). For recruits — 

(i). Thirty squad and company drills ; 


(ii). Musketry Table (a), Army Musketry Regulations, or such part 
thereof as the Commandant may consider necessary ; 


(iii). Attendance at the annual inspection unless leave of absence has 
n obtained from the Divisional Commander. 


(0). For trained Volunteers : second year — 

(i). Attendance, twenty drills, 

(ii). Musketry Table (b), Musketry Regulations ; 
(iii). Annual inspection as above. 
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(c). Third and subsequent years — 

(i). Attendance, fifteen drills ; 

(ii). Musketry Table (b), Musketry Regulations ; 
(iii). Annual inspection as above. 


Every recruit must obtain a certificate of proficiency in drill from the 
Adjutant, and if unable to do so after attending the number of drills 
herein prescribed, he must continue to attend extra drills until he 
obtain such certificate. Should any member, owing to exceptional 
circumstances, not have performed the exact distribution of drills as 
given above but have attended an equal or greater aggregate number of 
drills, it shall be within the discretion of the Divisional Commander, 
with the sanction of the Inspecting Officer, to return him as efficient. 


15. Free return passes shall be issued to Officers and Volunteers 
travelling on any part of the Federated Malay States Railways for the 
immediate purpose of attending drills or, mancuvres, and all transport 
expenses actually and necessarily incurred by Officers or Volunteers 
residing outside the limits of any town and travelling for the immediate 
purpose of attending any drills or manceuvres in such town shall be 
recoverable at any District Treasury on the certificate of the Divisional 
Commander. 


16. All possible inducement and encouragement shall be provided 
for the acquirement of additional training, counting towards extra effi- 
ciency, in army signalling and musketry and machine-gun drill. 


17. (i). Every member shall attend the annual inspection parade 
of his division, unless he have previously obtained written leave of 
absence from the Divisional Commander. In case of sickness a medical 
certificate must accompany the application for such leave. 


(ii). No capitation grant shall accrue due in respect of any member 
absent from such parade (even though holding a certificate of profi- 
ciency) unless he has duly obtained leave of absence or has left the 
State and is borne on the Reserve List. 


18. The Divisional Commander, or such Officer or Officers as he may 
depute, shall fix the time and place for parades, drills and rifle exercise. 


19. Members joining before 1st October in any year will be required 
to become efficient by 31st March of the following year. Those joining 
after lst October who fuil to become efficient by 31st March of the 
following year shall not be liable for loss of capitation grant and their 
drills will be credited to them for the following year. 


20. In accordance with the terms of enrolment members will be 
required to serve for not less than two years, complying with the require- 
ments for efficiency or making good to their division any loss of capita- 
tion grant for which they have become liable for both years; subject, 
however, to termination of service by removal from the Federated Malay 
States, ill-health or other reason satisfactory to the Resident-General, 
failing which they must make good all losses which the division may 
incur by any termination of their service. 
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21. Any member who having already served two years is on the 
effective muster roll of his division on a date within three months before 
the date of the annual inspection, and resigns before such latter date 
without good and sufficient reason, to be approved by the Divisional 
Commander, shall be liable to the division for any loss of capitation 
grant that may be thereby incurred. In like manner all members whu 
fail to carry out the provisions of any regulations made by the Resident - 
General under the provisions of “The Volunteer Enactment, 1904.” 
shall be liable to ther division for any loss of capitation grant resulting 
therefrom. 


22. Any member leaving or being transferred from the State in 
which he was enrolled, may be attached to any company or section of 
the Malay States Volunteer Rifles in any other State, if possible in 
the same rank as he held in the corps of the State in which he last 
served, and should he return he may rejoin his original company or 
section. If there be no vacancy on the establishment, any member so 
returning shall be made a supernumerary. 


23. Members temporarily leaving the Federated Malay States for 
more than three months or residing in places where, in the opinion of 
the Divisional Commander, it is impossible for them to become efficient, 
may be given leave of absence by the Divisional Commander, but such 
members will be struck off the strength of their sections during the 
periud of such absence.

No. 154—-RULES MADE UNDER SECTION 2 OF THE ABOVE ENACTMENT, 
BY THE ACTING JUDICIAL COMMISSIONER, WITH THE APPROVAL OF 
THE SULTAN IN COUNCIL, ON THE 7ra DAY OF JANUARY, 1904, 
FOR FIXING TABLES OF FEES AND COSTS TO BE CHARGEABLE BY 
ADVOCATES AND SOLICITORS FOR WORK DONE BY THEM IN THE 
COURTS OF 'T'HE SENIOR MAGISTRATE, OF MAGISTRATES OF THE 
FIRST CLASS AND OF MAGISTRATES OF THE SECOND CLASS. 


1. In these Rules the expression “ Advocate” includes any persons 
admitted to practise in the Courts of the Federated Malay States, and 
shall mean and include the legal representative of any Advocate deceased. 


The expression “ Taxing Officer” shall mean the Registrar of Courts 
for the State. 


2. When an order for taxation is made the costs shall be taxed by 
the Taxing Officer in accordance with the Second Schedule to these Rules. 
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5. Upon the taxation of the bill the certificate of the Taxing Officer, 
unless set aside, shall be conclusive as to the amount thereof, and the 
Advocate may, on the expiration of four days, if there is no application for 
review, apply for execution. 


!, Any party dissatisfied with the bill of costs as certified by the 
Taxing Officer may apply within four days to the Court of the Senior 
Magistrate to have the same reviewed, and the Court may confirm or vary 
the same and may make such further orders as to the costs of the applica- 
tion as it may think fit. 


5. The fees set forth in the First Schedule are those which Advocates 
shall be entitled to charge for work done by them in Courts of Magistrates 
of the First and Second Class, and those in the Second Schedule are those 
which Advocates shall be entitled to charge for work done by them in the 
Court of the Senior Magistrate. 


6. Fees for more than one Advocate shall not be allowed unless the 
Court shall at the hearing so certify. 


7. No fees for attendances upon the client are to be allowed except 
for obtaining his instructions upon matters arising in the cause beyond 
the ordinary discretion of the Advocate and not relating to matters of 
procedure. 


8. Bills of costs are to be copied on foolscap paper bookwise, with 
separate columns for fees and for costs out of pocket and two extra 
columns for additions or deductions made by the Taxing Officer. Dates 
must be furnished for each item. One copy is to be made for the 
Taxing Officer and left with him on obtaining an appointment to tax, 
and one copy for the party against whom the bill is made, which copy 
shall be served on such party by the party drawing up the bill. 


9. Not less than 48 hours’ notice of taxation shall be given to 
the party or parties except by consent. 


10. When the taxation is finished the Taxing Officer, after making 
the necessary additions and deductions, shall proceed to make his cer- 
tificate for the amount of costs allowed, by writing the words “Taxed 
at ” at the foot of the bill over his signature. 


11. In all other matters arising on taxation not dealt with in these 
rules the decision of the Taxing Officer shall, subject to an appeal to 
the Senior Magistrate as aforesaid, be final. 


THE FIRST SCHEDULE. 
On the hearing of suit :— 
When not more than half of a day is occupied a sum not exceeding $25. 
When a whole day is occupied a sum not exceeding $50. 


Nore A.—The maximum sums set down above are to be allowed in general only where, 
in the opinion of the Judge, the case has involved such questions of law as require previous 
searching of authorities or where the facts have required unusual investigation. In no case 
shall the sum awarded for Advocate’s fees exceed ten per centum of the amount of the decree. 


Nore B.—The hearing of a suit may be assumed to occupy a whole day, where the 
Court is situated more than five miles by road or ten miles by railway from the Advocate’s 
usual place of business, and in such cases a sum, which shall in no case exceed $10, may be 
allowed for expenses in addition to the Advocate’s fee.

With reference to the request which you made to me verbally, I hasten to inform you 
that the Regulations for certificates of origin for sugar imported into the Kingdom are those 
that have been continuously in force for certificates of origin required by the Royal Customs 


for other merchandise; they were extended to sugar after the 1st September, the date on 
which the Convention of Brussels came into force. 


These Regulations are published as the Second Appendix to the existing Italian Customs 
Tariff, and are now well known to commerce.

DECREE OF THE ?7tx OCTOBER, 1903, CONTAINING INSTRUCTIONS 
CONCERNING THE MANNER OF DETERMINING THE PLACE OF 
ORIGIN OF SUGAR. 


We, Wituermina, by the Grace of God Queen of the Netherlands, Princess of Orange- 
Nassau, etc., etc., etc. 3 


On the proposal of our Minister of Finances, of the 19th August, 1903, No. 81, Import 
Duties and Excise ; 


With reference to the Convention, concerning the taxation of sugar, ratified by the law 
of the 12th January, 1903, (“ Staatsblad,” No. 18), and also to Article XVI of the law of the 
24th July, 1903, (“ Staatsblad,” No. 248), containing further Regulations concerning the 
excise duty upon sugar ; 

Haring heard the Council of State (advice of the 14th September, 1903, No. 15) ; 


With reference to the further report of our Minister aforesaid, of the 2nd October, 1903, 
No. 9, Import Duties and Excise ; 


Have decreed, and do decree : 


Article 1.—Sugar which is imported into this country, whatever its destination may be, 
must be accompanied by a certificate of origin, except in the case provided for in the following 
Article. 


Article 2—No certificate is required for sugar which passes through this Realm in 
transit, provided such transit be effected in accordance with Cap. 4 or 5 of the Royal 
Decree of the 26th March, 1872, (“ Staatsblad,” No. 19), as that Decree appears after the 
amendments and supplement thereto made by the Royal Decree of the 12th March, 1876, 
(“Staatsblad,” No. 53). 


_ Article 8.—The certificate must be issued in the country of origin, or in the country 
in which the sugar is treated, by the Revenue Officers appointed by the Government of 
that country for that purpose. 


Article 4.— The certificate must contain a statement of — 
(a). The sort and quantity of the sugar ; 
(b). The sort, number, and the marks of the packages ; 
(c). The country of origin, and that of destination of the sugar; 
(d). The manner of transport (railway or ship). 


The certificate is valid for the period determined by the officer who issued it, but not for 
more than one year, the time during which the sugar is kept in bond not being reckoned. 


Article 5.—The certificate of origin of sugar treated in a State which is not a party to the 
Convention must, in addition to the above, state that the sugar does not come from a factory 
in which is treated sugar which would be liable to a special tax on importation into this 
country. 
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Article 6.—The certificates become invalid if, during transport, the sugar has been tran” 
shipped in a country which gives bounties. 


Our Minister of Finances may grant exemption from this Regulation in case of force 
majeure, or when the identity of the sugar coming from a State which is a party to the 
Convention, even though it pass through a State which gives bounties, is sufficiently 
established. 


Article 7—This Decree shall come into operation on the second day following the date on 
which it is placed in the “ Staatsblad” and in the “ Staatscourant.” 


Our Minister of Finances is charged with the execution of this Decree, which shall be 
placed simultaneously in the “ Staatsblad” and in the “ Staatscourant,” and a copy whereof 
shall be sent to the Council of State.

I have the honour to enclose a report on the possible commercial uses of the seeds of 
Hevea brasiliensia (the Para Rubber tree) which has been made at the instance of the Govern- 
ment of the Straits Settlements, and to ask that you will be good enough to transmit this to 
the Government at Singapore. 


It will be seen that important commercial uses are indicated for these seeds which are at 
present a waste product. 


I trust that the further action suggested in the Report may be taken to put the seeds on 
the English market. The Imperial Institute is taking steps to bring them under the notice 
of brokers and merchants, and will be glad to be of any further assistance to the Govern- 
ment of the Straits Settlements in the matter.

REPORT ON THE CONSTITUENTS OF THE SEEDS OF HEVEA BRASILIENSIS AND 
THEIR COMMERCIAL USES BY PROFESSOR WYNDHAM R. DUNSTAN, ™A., ¥.B.S., 
DIRECTOR. 


A consignment of the seed of the Para Rubber tree (Hevea brasiliensis) was forwarded 
to the Imperial Institute by the Assistant Superintendent of Forests and Gardens, Penang, 
at the request of the Superintendent of Government Playtations, Selangor, and is referred to 
in a letter dated 16th October, 1902. 
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A sample of decorticated Para Rubber. seeds was subsequently sent to the Imperial 
Institute by Mr. L. Wray, Curator of the Perak Museum, Straits Settlements, together with 
a covering letter dated 15th February, 1903, and a third sample, consisting of meal prepared 
from these seeds by a loval planter, was forwarded to the Imperial Institute by the Acting 
Superintendent of Forests and. Gardens, Penang, together with a. letter dated 17th April, 
1903. 


In the letters accompanying these samples it was stated that large areas in the Straits 
Settlements and the Malay Native States have now been planted with Hevea brasiliensis, and 
that in a few years large supplies of this seed will be available. It was therefore considered 
desirable that the seed should be examined in order to determine its commercial value and to 
ascertain especially to what purposes the oil and meal prepared from it could be applied. It 
is suggested in the letter dated 16th October, 1902, that the oil might be used in the prepara- 
tion of varnish and that the residue might be used as a cattle food. 


CHEMICAL EXAMINATION OF SEEDS. 


These samples have been submitted to chemical examination in the Scientific and 
Technical Department of the Imperial Institute with the following results :— 


The kernels constitute about 50 per cent by weight of the whole seeds. On extraction 
with light petroleum, they yielded 42°3 per cent of oil (Spec‘men A), whilst the whole seed 
(husk and kernel ground together) furnished 20 per cent of oil (Specimen B). 


The oil obtained from the kernels alone is clear, of a light yellow colour, and has an 
odour somewhat resembling that of linseed oil. It belongs to the class of drying oils and 
yields a clear, transparent film, when allowed to dry. by exposure to air. . The husks contain a 
solid fat, which has a high saponification number and a low iodine value, but since the 
amount of this solid fat in the husks is very small it makes but little difference to the proper- 
ties of the oil obtained from kernel and husks ground together. The following table gives 
the constants found for both specimens of the oil, those of linseed oil being added for 
comparison.

On saponification with Caustic Soda, Para Rubber seed oil yields a rather soft soap of 
a yellowish colour. It was found that the time required for the complete saponification of 
this oil is about half as much again as-that required in the case of olive oil. 


Ezamination of Para Rubber Seed Meal. 


The sample consisted of about seven pounds of finely ground meal of a pale buff colour ;. 
it was free from husk and possessed the pleasant odour characteristic of oil meals. The 
results of its chemical examination in the Scientific and Technical Department of the 
Imperial Institute are as follows:— 


Extraction.and Examination of the Oil: 


On extraction with light petroleum, the meal yielded 36:1 per cent of an oil which had a 
slightly acid odour, and, on standing, solidified as a soft crystalline, yellow mass. It 
furnished the following constants : —

When heated, the oil began to melt at 19° (. and was a clear = igi at 28°C. It had 


very marked drying properties and yielded a solid, transparent film. On saponification with 
Caustic Soda, the oil furnished a rather soft soap of a yellowish colour. 


In the following table, the constants and properties of the oil extracted from this sample 
-of meal are contrasted with those of the oil obtained from the freshly crushed decorticated 
seeds ; the constants of linseed oil are again added for comparison.

It will be observed that the oil extracted from the meal was solid whereas that obtained 
from the freshly ground seed was a liquid. This difference is due to the large proportion 
(65°6 per cent) of free fatty acide present in the former, whilst the latter contained only 5:4 
per cent of free acids. The cause of this difference in the two oils has been investigated and 
it has been found that after the seed has been crushed the oil gradually undergoes decom- 
position, owing to the action of a Hydrolytic enzyme contained in the seed, which will be 
made the subject of special study. 


Analysis of the Meal.

The ash was found to contain 30°3 per cent of phosphoric acid (calculated as P. 2 O. 5) 
present in the form of phosphates, which is equivalent to 1:07 per cent of phosphoric acid in 
the meal. 


The results of this examination of the Para Rubber seed meal indicate that the material 
thus prepared could neither be used as a fodder owing to the presence in it of large quantities 
of free fatty acids nor for the expression of Para Rubber seed oil since the latter has been 
largely decomposed. It is probable, however, that if the oil were expressed from the decorti- 
cared seeds, the residual cake could be utilised as a feeding material, as is shewn by the 
following comparison between the calculated composition of such a cake and the composition 
of some commercial feeding cakes :—

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These figures shew that a cake prepared from the Para Rubber seed meal would compare 
favourably with other cakes as a cattle food, and that it contains a particularly low propor- 
tion of indigestible matter (fibre). 


Commercial Valuation. 


Specimens of both the seeds and oil have been submitted to leading brokers. They 
report that the oil could probably be used as a substitute for linseed vil and would be 
worth at present about £20 per ton, but that oil merchants would not take it up unless they 
first had an opportunity of testing it in bulk. The brokers consider that it would be more 
profitable to ship the seeds themselves to this country, as is done in the case of most other 
oil seeds. They value the decorticated seeds at £10 to £12 per ton, and add that they would 
be prepared to take two or three tons at the lower price in order to introduce them into the 
market. 


The Para Rubber seed meal was not commercially valued, since in its present condition it 
could not be utilised in any way. It may be stated, however, that a Para Rubber seed cake of 
the composition already given should be almost as valuable as linseed cake, which at present 
sells from £5.15 to £6.15 per ton. 


The results of this investigation lead to the conclusion that the seed of the Para Rubber 
tree is a valuable economic produce and is likely to become of considerable commercial 
importance. The oil could probably be employed for the purposes to which linseed oil is 
applied, whilst the residual cake would be of value as a cattle food. It must be pointed out, 
however, that the oil should be expressed from the kernels before these have been ground, and 
for this reason the seeds should if possible be docorticated and the kernels exported 
unground.

NEUTRALITY PROCLAMATION. 


No. 196.— His Highness the Sultan of Perak, being fully determined to 
observe the duties of neutrality during the existing state of war between 
His Imperial Majesty the Tsar of All the Russias and His Imperial Majesty 
the Emperor of Japan, and being moreovcr resolved to prevent as far as 
possible the use of the harbours, ports, coasts and waters of the State in aid 
of the warlike purposes of either belligerent, has commanded that the 
following Rules be published, which are to be treated and enforced as His 
Highness’s orders and directions. 


These Rules are to be put in force forthwith after the date of this 
Notification and are to be obeyed by all persons within the State and it: 
dependencies. 

RULES REFERRED TO. 


1. During the continuance of the present state of war, all ships of war of eithe 
belligerent are prohibited from making use of any port or roadstead in the State of Perak, az 
a station or place or resort for any warlike purpose, or for the purpose of obtaining any 
facilities for warlike equipment ; and no ship of war of either belligerent ghall hereafter be 
permitted to sail out of or leave any port, roadstead or waters subject to the jurisdiction of 
the State, from which any vessel of the other belligerent (whether the same shall be a ship of 
war or a merchant ship) shall have previously departed, until after the expiration of at least 
twenty-four hours from the departure of such last mentioned vessel beyond the jurisdiction 
of the State. 


2. If any ship of war of either billigerent shall, after the time when this Order shall be 
first notified and put in force in this State, enter any port, roadstead or waters of the 
State, such vessel shall be required to depart and to put to sea within twenty-four 
hours after her entrance into such port, roadstead or waters, except in case of stress of 
weather or of her requiring provisions or things necessary for the subsistence of her 
crew, or repairs; in any of which cases the authorities of the port, or of the nearest 
port (as the case may be), shall require her to put to sea as soon as possible after the 
expiration of such period of twenty-four hours, without permitting her to take in supplies 
beyond what may be necessary for her immediate use; and no such vessel which may 
have been allowed to remain within the waters of the State for the purpose of repair 
shall continue in any such port, roadstead or waters for a longer period than twenty-four 
hours after her necessary repairs shall have been completed. 
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Provided, nevertheless, that in all cases in which there shall be any vessel (whether 
ship of war or merchant ship) of the said belligerent parties in the same port, roadstead 
or waters within the State, there shall be an interval of not less than twenty-four hours 
between the departure therefrom of any such vessel (whether a ship of war or a merchant 
ship) of the one belligerent, and the subsequent departure therefrom of any ship of war 
of the other belligerent ; and the time hereby limited for the departure of such ship of 
war respectively shall always, in case of necessity, be extended, so far as may be requisite for 
giving effect to this proviso, but no further or otherwise. 


3. No ship of war of either belligerent shall, hereafter be permitted, while in any 
port, roadstead or waters ,of the State, to take in supplies, except provisions and such 
other things as may be requisite for the subsistence of her crew, and except so much 
coal only as may be sufficient to carry such vessel to the nearest port of her own country, 
or to some nearer named neutral destination, and no coal shall again be supplied to 
any such ship of war in the same or any other port, roadstead or waters of the State 
without special permission, until after the expiration of three months from the time 
when such coal may have been last supplied to her within the waters of the State as 
aforesaid. 


4. Armed ships of either belligerent are interdicted from carrying prizes made by 
them into the ports, harbours, roadsteads or waters of the State. 


5. No coal shall hereafter be supplied to any ship of war of either belligerent while 
in any port, roadstead or waters of the State except on the written authorization of the 
Harbour Master or officer in charge of the port, specifying the amount of coal which may be 
supplied. 


6. Before issuing any authorization for the supply of coal to any ship of war of either 
belligerent the Harbour Master or officer in charge of the port shall obtain a written declara- 
tion, duly signed by the officer commanding such ship of war, stating the destination to 
which such ship is proceeding and the amount of coal already on board. 


In order that the above Rules may be duly carried out and respected, 
it is hereby notified that no ship of war of either of the belligerent parties 
above-mentioned will be permitted to receive from any person or body 
corporate any commodity, including also stores and necessaries, without, 
permission first obtained in writing from the Harbour Master or officer in 
charge of the port. :

CONSTITUTION OF THE FUND AND RULES FOR ITS MANAGEMENT. 


No. 45.—A.- Fund. shall be constituted-to be called “The Federated 
Malay States Railways Servants’ Benefit Fund,” hereinafter referred to 
as “The Fund.” 


2. The Fund shall consist of all amounts recovered by way of penalty 
from officials employed on the Government railways for breach of by-laws 
made under Section 72 of the Railway Enactment, 1903, and of such other 
amounts as may from time to time be placed by the Government or other- 
wise to credit of the Fund. 


3. The Fund shall be deposited in the Government Savings Bank 
at Kuala Lumpur in the name of the General Manager of the Federated 
Malay States Government Railways. 


4. The Fund may be utilised for the purpose of assisting the widow, 
wife or family of any Government Railway official killed or injured whilst 
performing his duty as such railway official, or of assisting any Government. 
Railway official who may be temporarily incapacitated from the performance 
of his duty as such railway official; and such assistance shall, if and so 
far as the state of the Fund admit thereof, take the form of a monthly 
allowance. 


5. There may also be made from the Fund any payments which 
in the opinion of the Committee having the control thereof are in the 
interests of Railway servants and may fairly be charged against the Fund, 
te as payments on account of prizes for the best kept stations and 
the like. 


6. The control of the Fund with power to make payments therefrom 
at discretion shall be vested in a Committee of four persons, that is to 
say the General Manager, the Chief Accountant and Auditor, a Divisional 
Engineer to be selected by the General Manager and the Traffic Manager. 
The General Manager shall be ex-officio Chairman and besides being 
entitled to vote in the first instance shall also have a casting vote. At any 
meeting of the Committee three shall form a quorum. 
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7. No amount shall be withdrawn from the Fund except on an 
authority signed by the General Manager and countersigned by the Chief 
Accountant and Auditor. 


8. The accounts of the Fund, wherein shall be shewn every amount 
placed to credit thereof and every amount withdrawn therefrom, shall 
be kept by the Chief Accountant and Auditor and shall be audited twice 
annually by the Financial Commissioner.

MEMORANDUM ON COMMERCIAL RELATIONS WITH THE 
BRITISH EMPIRE. 


The “ Reichsanzeiger” of this evening publishes the text of the law, recently passed by 
the Reichstag, which authorised the Bundesrath to grant most-favoured-nation treatment to 
the British Empire up to the 3lst of December, 1905, a translation of which has already been 
forwarded, 


Below that law the formal Notification of the Bundesrath is now published which, in the 
present instance, does not even mention by name any country as exempted from the benefits 
of such treatment, but it provides that the same conditions, as prevailed in the last similar 
Notification of June 11th, 1901, shall continue to be in force after December 31st, 1908, 
until further notice. A copy and translation of this Notification are enclosed herewith. 


It will be remembered that the Notification of 1901 excluded Canada from the privilege 
of most-favoured-nation treatment. Under the wording of the new Notification, therefore, 
the Dominion of Canada still continues to be exempted as before. 


No action is taken, at present, to exempt the imports from the Cape and New Zealand 
from the benefits of most-favoured-nation treatment in view of the preferences recently 
accorded by those countries to goods imported from Great Britain.

No. 377.—Referring to the Neutrality declaration of His Highness 
the Sultan of Perak, published under Notification No. 196 on the 18th 
February, 1904, and the Rules thereunder, the following Proclamation 
by His Majesty The King-Emperor, together with a letter from the 
Foreign Office embodying the Rules for the observance of the duties 
of Neutrality during the existing state of war between Russia and 
Japan, are published for general information. 


llth February, 1904. 
By the KING. 
A PROCLAMATION, 
EDWARD, RB. & I. 


Wuereas WE are happily at peace with all Sovereigns, Powers, and States: 


Anp Wuereas a state of war unhappily exists between His Majesty The Emperor of all 
the Russias and His Majesty the Emperor of Japan, and between their respective subjects, 
and others inhabiting within their countries, territories, or dominions : 


Anp WuHeEeeas WE are on terms of friendship and amicable intercourse with each of 
these Powers, and with their several subjects, and others inhabiting within their countries, 
territories, or dominions : 


Axp WuHezeas great numbers of Our loyal subjects reside and carry on commerce, and 
possess property and establishments, and enjoy various rights and privileges, within the 
dominions of each of the aforesaid Powers, protected by the faith of treaties between Us 
and each of the aforesaid Powers : 


_Axp Wuereas We, being desirous of preserving to Our subjects the blessings of peace, 
which they now happily enjoy, are firmly purposed and determined to maintain a strict and 
impartial neutrality im the said state of war unhappily existing between the aforesaid Powers : 


_ We, Tuererore, have thought fit, by and with the advice of Our Privy Council, to 
issue this Our Royal Proclamation : 


Anp We do hereby strictly charge and command all Our loving subjects to govern 
themselves accordingly, and to observe a strict neutrality in and during the aforesaid 
war, and to abstain from violating or contravening either the laws and statutes of the 
realm in this behalf, or the law of nations in relation thereto, as they will answer to 
the contrary at their peril : 
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Anp Wuereas in and by a certain Statute made and passed in a Session of Parliament 
holden in the 33rd and 34th year of the reign of Her late Majesty Queen Victoria, intituled 
« An Act to Regulate the conduct of Her Majesty’s Subjects during the existence of Hostilities 
between Foreign States with which Her Majesty is at Peace,” it is, among other things, 
declared and enacted as follows :— 


“This Act shall extend to all the dominions of Her Majesty, including the adjacent 
territorial waters :—” 
“Tllegal Enlistment. 


“Tf any person, without the licence of Her Majesty, being a British subject, within or 
without Her Majesty’s dominions, accepts or agrees to accept any commission or engagement 
in the Military or Naval Service of any foreign State at war with any foreign State at peace 
with Her Majesty, and in this Act referred to as a friendly State, or, whether a British subject 
or not, within Her Majesty’s dominions, induces any other person to accept or agree to accept 
any comission or engagement in the Military or Naval Service of any such foreign State as 
aforesaid :— 


“He shall be guilty of an offence against this Act, and shall be punishable by fine 
and imprisonment, or either of such punishments, at the discretion of the Court 
before which the offender is convicted; and imprisonment, if awarded, may be 
either with or without hard labour. 


“Tf any person without the licence of Her Majesty, being a British subject, quits or 
goes on board any ship with a view of quitting Her Majesty’s dominions, with intent to 
accept any commission or engagement in the Military or Naval Service of any foreign State 
at war with a friendly State, or, whether a British subject or not, within Her Majesty’s 
dominions, induces any other person to quit or to go on board any ship with a view of 
quitting Her Majesty’s dominions with the like intent :—- 


“ He shall be guilty of an offence against this Act, and shall be punishable by fine and 
imprisonment, or either of such punishments, at the discretion of the Court before 
which the offender is convicted ; and imprisonment, if awarded, may be either with 
or without hard labour. 


“Tf any person induces any other person to quit Her Majesty’s dominions or to embark 
on any ship within Her Majesty’s dominions under a misrepresentation or false representa- 
tion of the service in which such person is to be engaged, with the intent or in order that 
such person may accept, or agree to accept, any commission or engagement in the Military or 
Naval Service of any foreign State at war with a friendly State :— 


“He shall be guilty of an offence against this Act, and shall be punishable by fine and 
imprisonment, or cither of such punishments, at the discretion of the Court before 
which the offender is convicted; and imprisonment, if awarded, may be with or 
without hard labour. 


“Tf the Master or Owner of any ship, without the licence of Her Majesty, knowingly 
either takes on board, or engages to take on board, or has on board such ship within Her 
Majesty’s dominions any of the following persons, in this Act referred to as illegally enlisted 
persons, that is to say :— 


“(1). Any person who, being a British subject within or without the dominions of Her 
Majesty, has, without the licence of Her Majesty, accepted, or agreed to accept, 
any commission or engagement in the Military or Naval Service of any foreign 
State at war with any friendly State: 


“(2). Any person, being a British subject, who without the licence of Her Majesty 
is about to quit Her Majesty’s dominions with intent to accept any commission or 
engagement in the Military or Naval Service of any foreign State at war with a 
friendly State : 


“ (3), Any person who has been induced to embark under a misrepresentation or false 
representation of the service in which such person is to be engaged, with the intent 
or in order that such person may accept or agree to accept any commission or 
engagement in the Military or Naval Service of any foreign State at war with 
a friendly State.” 


“Such Master or Owner shall be guilty of an offence against this Act, and the following 
consequences shall ensue; that is to say :— 


“(1). The offender shall be punishable by fine and imprisonment, or either of such 
punishments, at the discretion of the Court before which the offender is convicted ; 
aud imprisonment, if awarded, may be either with or without hard labour: and

“ (2). Such ship shall be detained until the trial and conviction or acquittal of the Master 
or Owner, and until all penalties inflicted on the Master or Owner have been paid, 
or the Master or Owner has given security for the payment of such penalties to the 
satisfaction of two Justices of the Peace, or other Magistrate or Mayistrates having 
the authority of two Justices of the Peace: and 


“ (3). All illegally enlisted persons shall immediately on the discovery of the offence be 
taken on shore, and shall not be allowed to return to the ship.” 


IMegal Ship-building and legal Expeditions. 


“If any person within Her Majesty’s dominions, without the licence of Her Majesty, 
does any of the following acts; that is to say :— 


“(1). Builds or agrees to build, or causes to be built any ship with intent or knowledge, 
or having reasonable cause to believe that the same shall or will be employed in the 
Military or Naval Service of any foreign State at war with any friendly State: or 


“ (2). Issues or delivers any commission for any ship with intent or knowledge, or hav- 
ing reasonable cause to believe that the same shall or will be employed in the Milit- 
ary or Naval Service of any foreign State at war with any friendly State: or 


“ (8). Equips any ship with intent or knowledge, or having reasonable cause to believe 
that the same shall or will be employed in the Military or Naval Service of any 
foreign State at war with any friendly State: or 


“(4). Despatches, or causes or allows to be despatched, any ship with intent or knowledge, 
or having reasonable cause to believe that the same shall or will be employed in the 
Military or Naval Service of any foreign State at war with any friendly State: 


“Such person shall be deemed to have committed an offence against this Act, and the 
following consequences shall ensue : 


“(1). The offender shall be punishable by fine and imprisonment, or either of such 
punishments, at the discretion of the Court before which the offender is convicted, 
and imprisonment, if awarded, may be either with or without hard labour. 


(2). The ship in respect of which any such offence is committed, and her equipment, 
shall be forfeited to Her Majesty :” 


“Provided that a person building, causing to be built, or equipping a ship in any of the 
cases aforesaid, in pursuance of a contract made before the commencement of such war as 
aforesaid, shall not be liable to any of the penalties imposed by this section in respect of 
such building or equipping if he satisfies the conditions following (that is to say) :— 


“(1). If forthwith upon a proclamation of neutrality being issued by Her Majesty he 
gives notice to the Secretary of State that he is so building, causing to be built, or 
equipping such ship, and furnishes such particulars of the contract and of any 
matters relating to, or done, or to be done under the contract as may be required 
by the Secretary of State : 


“ (2). If he gives such security, and takes and permits to be taken such other measures, 
if any, as the Secretary of Siate may prescribe for ensuring that such ship shall not 
be despatched, delivered, or removed without the licence of Her Majesty until the 
termination of such war as aforesaid.” 


“Where any ship is built by order of or on behalf of any foreign State when at war 
with a friendly State, or is delivered to or to the order of such foreign State, or any person 
who to the knowledge of the person building is an agent of such foreign State, or is paid for 
by such foreign State or such agent, and is employed in the Military or Naval Service of 
such foreign State, such ship shall, until the contrary is Proved. be deemed to have been 
built with a view to being so employed, and the burden shall lie on the builder of such ship 
of proving that he did not know that the ship was intended to be so employed in the Military 
or Naval Service of such foreign State. 


“If any person within the dominions of Her Majesty, and without the licence of 
Her Majesty :— 


“ By adding to the number of the guns, or by changing those on board for other guns, 
or by the addition of any equipment for war, increases or augments, or procures to be 
increased or auginented, or is knowingly concerned in increasing or augmenting the warlike 
force of any ship which at the time of her being within the dominions of Her Majesty was a 
ship in the Military or Naval Service of any foreign State at war with any friendly State :— 
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“Such person shall be guilty of an offence against this Act, and shall be punishable by 
fine and impnsonment, or either of such punishments, at the discretion of the 
Court before which the offender is convicted; and imprisonment, if awarded, may 
be either with or without hard labour. 


“Tf any person within the limits of Her Majesty’s dominions, and without the licence 
of Her Majesty :— 


“Prepares or fits out any Naval or Military expedition to proceed against the 
dominions of any friendly State, the following consequences shall ensue :— 


“(1). Every person engaged in such preparation or fitting out, or assisting therein, or, 
employed in any capacity in such expedition shall be guilty of an offence against 
this Act, and shall be punishable by fine and imprisonment, or either of such 
punishments, at the discretion of the Court before which the offender is convicted ; 
and imprisonment, if awarded, may be either with or without hard labour. 


“ (2). All ships, and their equipments, and all arms and munitions of war, used in or 
forming part of such expedition, shall be forfeited to Her Majesty. 


“Any person who aids, abets, counsels, or procures the commission of any offence 
against this Act shall be liable to be tried and punished as a principal offender.” 


Anp Wuereas by the said Act it is further provided that ships built, commissioned, 
equipped, or despatched in contravention of the said Act, may be condemned and forfeited 
by judgment of the Court of Admiralty ; and that if the Secretary of State or Chief Execu- 
tive Authority is satisfied that there is a reasonable and probable cause for believing that a 
ship within Our dominions has been or is being built, commissioned, or equipped, contrary 
to the said Act, and is about to be taken beyond the limits of such dominions or that a ship 
is about to be despatched contrary to the Act, such Secretary of State or Chief Executive 
Authority shall have power to issue a warrant authorising the seizure and search of such 
ship and her detention until she has been cither condemned or released by process of law. 
Awnp Wuereas certain powers of seizure and detention are conferred by the said Act on certain 
Local Authorities ; 


Now, in order that none of our subjects may unwarily render themselves liable to the 
penalties imposed by the said Statute, we do hereby strictly command that no person or 
persons whatsoever do commit any act, matter, or thing whatsoever contrary to the provi- 
sions of the said Statute, upon pain of the several penalties by the said Statute imposed and 
of our high displeasure. 


Awnp We do hereby further warn and admonish all our loving subjects, and all persons 
whatsoever entitled to our protection, to observe towards each of the aforesaid Powers, their 
subjects and territories, and towards all belligerents whatsoever with whom We are at peace 
ee cunes of neutrality ; and to respect in all and each of them the exercise of belligerent 
rights. 


Anp WE neresy further warn all Our loving subjects, and all persons whatsoever entitled 
to Our protection, that if any of them shall presume, in contempt of this Our royal proclama- 
tion, and of Our high displeasure, to do any acts in derogation of their duty as subjects of 
# neutral Power in a war between other Powers, or in violation or contravention of the law 
of nations in that behalf, as more especially by breaking, or endeavouring to break, any 
blockade lawfully and actually established by or on behalf of either of the said Powers, or 
by carrying ofticers, soldiers, despatches, arms, ammunition, military stores or materials, 
or any article or articles considered and deemed to be contraband of war according to the 
law or modern usages of nations, for the use or service of either of the said Powers, that 
all persons so offending, together with their ships and goods, will rightfully incur and be 


fey table to hostile capture, and to the penalties denounced by the law of nations in that 
alf. 


Anp WE do hereby give notice that all Our subjects and persons entitled to Our protection 
who may misconduct themselves in the premises will do so at their peril, and of their own 
wrong; and that they will in no wise obtain any protection from Us against such capture or 
auch peal as aforesaid, but will, on the contrary, incur Our high displeasure by such 
misconduct. 


Given at Our Covrr at Buckingham Palace, this 11th day of February, in the year 
of our Lord 1904, and in the fourth year of Our Reign.

His Majesty being fully determined to observe the duties of neutrality during the 
tisting state of war between Russia and Japan; being, moreover, resulved to prevent, as far 
ble, the use of His Majesty’s harbours, ports, and coasts, and the waters within His 
jesty’s territorial jurisdiction in aid of the warlike purposes of cither belligerent, has 
commanded me to communicate to your Lordships, for your guidance, the following Rules, 
which are to be treated and enforced as His Majesty's orders and directions :-— 


Rule 1.—During the continuance of the present state of war, all ships of war of either 
belligerent are prohibited from making use of any port or roadstead in the United Kingdom, 
the Isle of Man, or the Channel Islands, or in any of His Majesty’s Colonies or foreign Posses- 
sious or Dependencies, or of any waters subject to the territorial jurisdiction of the British 
Crown, as a station or place of resort fur any warlike purpose, or for the purpose of obtaining 
any facilities for warlike equipment; and no ship of war of either belligerent shall hereafter 
be permitted to leave any such port, road-stead, or waters from which any vessel of the 
other belligerent (whether the same shall be a ship of war or a merchant ship) shall have 
previously departed until after the expiration of at least 24 hours from the departure of such 
last-mentioned vessel beyond the territorial jurisdiction of His Majesty. 


Rule 2.—If there is now in any such port, roadstead, or waters subject to the territorial 
jurisdiction of the British Crown any ship of war of cither belligerent, such ship of war shall 
leave such port, roadstead, or waters within such time not less than 24 hours as shall be 
reasonable, having regard to all the circumstances and the condition of such ship as to 
Tefairs, provisions, or things necessary for the subsistence of her crew; and if after the date 
hereof any ship of war of either belligerent shall enter any such port, roadstead, or waters, 
subject to the territorial jurisdiction of the British Crown, such ship shall depart and put to 
sea within 24 hours after her entrance into any such port, roadstead, or waters, except in case 
of stress of weather, or of her requiring provisions or things necessary for the subsistence of 
her crew, or repairs; in either of which cases the authorities of the port, or of the nearest 
port (as the case may be), shall require her to put to sea as soon as possible after the expira- 
tion of such period of 24 hours, without permitting her to take in supplies beyond what may 
be necessary for her immediate use; and no such vessel which may have been allowed to 
remain within British waters for the purpose of repair shall continue in any such port, 
roulstead, or waters, for a longer period than 24 hours after her necessary repairs shall 
have been completed. Provided, nevertheless, that in all cases in which there shall be any 
vessels (whether ships of war or merchant ships) of both the said belligerent parties in the 
same port, roadstead, or waters within the territorial jurisdiction of His Majesty, there shall 
lean interval of not less than 24 hours between the departure therefrom of any such vessel 
(whether 4 ship of war or merchant ship) of the one belligerent, and the subsequent depar- 
ture therefrom of any ship of war of the other belligerent; and the time hereby limited for 
the departure of such ships of war respectively shall always, in case of necessity. be extended 
& far as may be requisite for giving effect to this proviso, but no further or otherwise. 


Rule 3. --No ship of war of either belligerent shall hereafter be permitted, while in any 
sich port, roadstead, or waters subject to the territorial jurisdiction of His Majesty, to take 
u any supplies, except provisions and such other things as may be requisite for the sub- 
&-steuve of her crew, and except so much coal only as may be sufticient to carry such vessel to 
the nearest port of her own country or to some nearer named neutral destination, and no coal 
shall ayain be supplied to any such ship of war in the same or any other port, roadstead, or 
Waters subject to the territorial jurisdiction of His Majesty, without special permission, until 
after the expiration of three months from the time when such coal way have been last 
supplied to her within British waters as aforesaid. 


Rule 4.—Armed ships of either belligerent are interdicted from carrying prizes made 
bv them into the ports, harbours, roadsteads, or waters of the United Kingdom, the Isle 
of Man, the Channel Islands, or any of His Majesty’s Colonies or Possessions abroad. 


The Governor or other chief authority of each of His Majesty’s Territories or Possessions 
leroud the seas shall forthwith notify and publish the above Rules.

ORDER UNDER SECTION 77 OF THE RULES UNDER 
THE QUARANTINE AND PREVENTION OF 
DISEASE ENACTMENT, 18 OF 1903. 


No. 878.—Whereas it appears to the Acting Resident that a conta- 
gious and infectious disease, viz., Rinderpest, exists amongst cattle at Parit 
Buntar, in the District of Krian: 


It is hereby ordered that, with the following exceptions, no movement 
of cattle into, out of or within the area contained on the north by Boundary 
Road; east, the Krian river; south, Canal Road to Simpang Lima police 
station; thence in a straight line to the police station at Parit Megat Aris 
until its junction with the Coast Road, and west the Coast Road, will be 
permitted until further orders.

Exception (a).—Cattle may pass through that area by train, but may 
not be’ taken from, or sent to, any station within that area. 


Exception (b).—Cattle that have not been actually exposed to infection 
may be permitted to work in carts within that area under the permit 
system. The permit, which must bear the number of the cart and a 
description of the cattle, must be carried on the person of the driver. 


Exception (c).—Cattle may be brought from a non-infected area by 
train, or otherwise, for the purpose of slaughter for human food, on the 
written authority of the Health Officer.

His Highness speaks of the good services performed by the late Datoh 
Sri Maharaja Lela Abubakar at the time of the Perak war and afterwards, 
and says that his son, Muhammad Osman, a well educated lad in the 
Government service, whose ancestors have always been devoted to the 
Sultan of Perak, will be installed as Sri Maharaja Lela at the Astana 
Nagara to-morrow. 


Having referred to the late Datoh Panglima Kinta Muhammad Usuf, 
a popular and strong minded Chief, who accompanied the Sultan to 
England in 1902, His Highness mentions that his successor in the Council, 
Datoh Stia Bijaya di Raja, worked for the late Sultan first as a Clerk; he 
was then made a Bentara with the title of Raja di Bongsu, and afterwards 
was appointed one of the Orang Besar- Di-Lapan. 


His Highness refers to Datoh Panglima Besar, Haji Abdul Raof, as 
a Chief who has always rendered much assistance to the Government. He 
accompanied the late Sir William Maxwell to Acheen in connection with 
the “ Nisero” case, and is a son of a former Panglima Besar, who was also 
a Member of the State Council.

94, Save as aforesaid, no creditor is to have a right of priority 
over another.

95. Debts of every description must be paid before any legacy. 


96. If the estate of the deceased is subject to any contingent lia- 
bilities, an executor or administrator is not bound to pay any legacy 
without a sufficient indemnity to meet the liabilities whenever they 
may become due. 


97. If the assets, after payment of debts, necessary expenses and 
specific legacies, are not sufficient to pay all the general legacies in 
full, the latter shall abate or be diminished in equal proportions ; 


And, in the absence of any direction to the contrary in the will, 
the executor has no right to pay one legatee in preference to another, 
nor to retain any money on account of a legacy to himself or to any 
person for whom he is a trustee. 


98. Where there is a specific legacy, and the assets are sufficient 
for the payment of debts and necessary expenses, the thing specified 
must be delivered to the legatee without any abatement. 


99. Where there is a demonstrative legacy, and the assets are suf- 
ficient for the payment of debts and necessary expenses, the legatee 
has a preferential claim for payment of his Jegacy out of the fund from 
which the legacy is directed to be paid until such fund is exhausted, 
and if, after the fund is exhausted, part of the legacy still remains 
unpaid, he is entitled to rank for the remainder against the general 
assets as for a legacy of the amount of such unpaid remainder. 


100. If the assets are not sufficient to answer the debts and the 
specific legacies, an abatement shall be made from the latter rateably 
in proportion to their respective amounts.

A has bequeathed to B a diamond ring, valued at $500, and to C a horse, 
valued at $1,000.

Illustrations. 


(a). A bequeaths his flock of sheep to B. Between the death of A and 
dclivery by his executor the sheep are shorn, orsome of the ewes produce lambs. 
The wool and lambs are the property of B. 


(b). A beqneaths his municipal securities to B, but postpones the delivery 
of them till the death of C. The interest which falls due between the death of 
A and the death of C belongs to B, and must, unless he is a minor, be paid 
to him as it is received. 


(c). The testator hequeaths all his four per cent Indian Government pro- 
misgory notes to A when he shall complete the age of 21. A, if he complete that 
age, is entitled to reccive the notes, but the interest which accrues in respect of 
them between the testator’s death and A’s completing 21, forms part of the 
residue.

TIS HEREBY enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council as

1. (i). This Enactment may be cited as “The Mineral Ores Short title 
ctment, 1904,” and shall come into force upon the publication and com- 
Teof in the Gazette. mencement.

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(ii). Upon the coming into force of this Enactment the Enactments 
mentioned in Schedule A shall be repealed to the extent specified in 
the third column of the said schedule. 


2. In this Enactment - 


“Treat” with its grammatical variations and cognate expressions 
means to subject to any process whereby chemical change takes place 
in the substance subjected thereto ; 


“Land Officer” includes any officer of the Land or Mines 
Departments. 


“Mineral orc” does not include gold. 


8. On and after the commencement of this Enactment it shall 
not be lawful for any person, unless duly licensed in that behalf — 


(i). To purchase any mineral ore ; 


(ii). To keep any factory or place for the purpose of smelting or 
otherwise treating mineral ore ; 


(iii). To keep any house, store, shop or place for the purpose of 
purchasing or storing therein any mineral ore other than such as has 
been raised from land in his own occupation. 


Provided that every licence to purchase mineral ore shall include 
the right to keep a house, store, shop or place for the purchase or 
storage thereof, and that every licence to keep a factory or place for the 
purpose of smelting or otherwise treating mineral ore shall include all 
rights conveyed by a licence to purchase mineral ore. 


4, (i). Such licence may be issued by the Warden of Mines upon 
application and payment of a fee of $10 and shall be substantially in 
the form of Schedule B with such variations as may be necessary, but 
no such licence shall be issued until the applicant therefor shall have 
made a deposit of $200, to be returned as hereinafter provided ; such 
deposit shall be either by cash paid into the Treasury or by delivery at 
the Treasury of a Bank receipt evidencing the payment of the said 
amount to the credit of the Government with such Bank; interest 
allowed by the Bank on any such amount shall be payable to the 
depositor. 


(ii). Every such licence shall expire on the 31st day of December 
of the year in respect of which it is issued and shall be valid only for 
the place and purpose specified therein.

MEDICAL EXAMINATION OF EMIGRANTS IN INDIA. 


_, No. 477,—The following instructions for Medical Officers examining 
intending emigrants for the Straits Settlements and Federated Malay 
States have received the approval of the Surgeon-General with the 
adras Government, and are printed for general information :— 


1. The emigrant should be free from contagious disease in a fit 
state of health to undertake a sea voyage and thereafter to perform 600 
days field labour. 


2. Age—The emigrant should be between the ages of 16 and 45. 


. & Caste and Occupation.—Fakirs, Brahmins and Beggars should be 
rejected. 
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4. Hernia, Hte—Cases of hernia, hydrocele and enlarged testicle 
should be rejected. 


5. Hye.—Cases of ophthalmia or of diseased eyelids, cataract, double 
or single, and of spots on the cornea should be rejected. 


6. Stature.—Short stature or slimness is not an objection if the 
emigrant be wiry and strong and able to handle agricultural implements 
well. 


7. Leprosy, Epilepsy— Any signs of leprosy, epilepsy, insanity, vari- 
cose veins in any part of the body, ulcers on legs or feet and syphilis in any 
form are sufficient to justify rejection. 


8. AMinors.—Minors whether male or female under 16 years of age 
cannot emigrate except when accompanying their parents and must there- 
fore be rejected. 


9. Single Women.—Single women who are pregnant or with infant in 
arms should not be accepted. 


10. Anemia, Fever—Intending emigrants suffering from anaemia or 
malarial fever should not be accepted. 


11. Labourers are required not only for heavy and trying labour, 
eg. labour on sugar estates, railway and road construction, but also 
for lighter labour, ¢.g., coconut or coffee estates, or under less trying 
conditions, e.g., light labour on a sugar estate. Emigrants fit only for 
light work may be accepted if otherwise healthy. 


12. The Medical Officer should understand that while no candidate 
should be passed unless there is a reasonable certainty that they will 
be able to perform their contracts, it is on the other hand most desirable 
that no men should be rejected ‘about whom such reasonable certainty 
exists.

N.B.—Nothing in these Rules is to be taken as preventing those on duty in the 
hospital from at once admitting any case requiring immediate treatment.

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“ Notification published 10th February, Contraband of War divided into two classes :— 


“ First Class.— Military weapons, ammunition, explosives, and materials, including lead, 
saltpetre, sulphur, etc., and machinery for making them, uniforms, naval and military, 
military accoutrements, armour plated machinery, and materials for construction or equip- 
ment of ships of war, and all other goods which, though not coming under this list, are 
intended solely for use in war. Above-mentioned articles will be regarded as Contraband of 
War when passing through or destined for enemy’s army, navy or territory. 


Second Class.— Provisions, drinks, horses, harness, fodder, vehicles, coal, timber, coins, 
gold and silver bullion, and materials for construction of telegraphs, telephones, railways. 
Above- mentioned articles will be regarded as Contraband of War when destined for enemy’s 
army or navy, or in such cases where, being goods arriving at enemy’s territory, there is 
reason to believe they are intended for use of enemy’s army or navy. Exception has been 
made as regards articles manifestly intended for use of vessel carrying them.

| with Japan. 
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RUSSIA. 


(Translation.) 


Aw Order of His Majesty the Emperor, communicated to the Senate by the Minister 
of Justice, approving the Rules which the Imperial Government will enforce during the 
war with Japan. : 


His Majesty the Emperor was graciously pleased, on the 14th February, 1904, to 
write in his own hand upon the original, “ Let it be so.” 


RvuLeEs WHICH THE IMPERIAL GOVERNMENT WILL ENFORCE DURING THE WAR WITH JAPAN. 


1. Japanese subjects are authorised to continue, under the protection of Russian 
law, to reside and to follow peaceful callings in the Russian Empire, except in the 
territories forming part of the Imperial Lieutenancy in the Far East. 


2. Japanese merchant vessels which, at the time of the declaration of war, happened 
to be in Russian ports and harbours, are authorised to remain there before putting to 
sea with cargoes not being articles contraband of war, for such period as may be 
necessary in proportion to their loading requirements, but which shall in no case exceed 
48 hours, counting from the moment that the present declaration is published by the 
local authorities. 


3. Subjects of neutral States may continue without hindrance their commercial 
relations with Russian ports and towns, provided that they conform to the laws of the 
Empire, and to the principles of the law of nations. 


4, The military authorities are bound to take all aitieantt measures to secure freedom 
for the lawful trade of neutrals so far as is compatible with warlike operations. 


5. The following Rules are to be observed with regard to neutral commerce :— 

(i). The neutral flag covers enemy’s goods, with the exception of contraband of war. 

(ii). Neutral goods, with the exception of contraband of war, may not be seized under the 
enemy’s flag. 


(iii). Blockade, in order to be binding, must be effective, that is to say, it must be main- 
tained by a force really sufficient to prevent acccss to the enemy’s coast. 


6. The following articles are deemed to be contraband of war :— 


(i). Small arms of every kind, and guns, mounted or in sections, as well as armour- 
plates. 


. Gi). Ammunition for fire-arms, such as projectiles, shell- fuses, bullets, priming, cartrid- 
ges, cartridge -cases, powder, saltpetre, sulphur. 


(iii). Explosives and materials for causing explosions, such as torpedoes, dynamite, 
pyroxyline, various explosive substances, wire conductors, and everything used tu explode 
mines and torpedoes. 


(iv). Artillery engineering and camp equipment, such as gun carriages, ammunition 
waggons, boxes or packages of cartridges, field kitchens and forges, instrument waggons, 
pontoons, bridge trestles, barbed wire, harness, etc. 


(v). Articles of military equipment and clothing such as bandoliers, cartridge boxes, 
knapsacks, straps, cuirasses, entrenching tools, drums, pots and pans, saddles, harness, 
‘completed parts of military uniforms, tents, etc. 


__ (vi). Vessels bound for an enemy’s port, even if under a neutral commercial flag, if 
it is apparent from their construction, interior fittings, and other indications that they 
have been built for warlike purposes, and are proceeding to an enemy’s port in order to be 
sold or handed over to the enemy. 


(vii). Boilers and every kind of naval machinery, mounted or unmounted. 


(viii). Every kind of fuel, such as coal, naphtha, alcohol, and other similar materials.

(ix). Articles and material for the installation of telegraphs, telephones, or for the con- 
struction of railroads. 


(x). Generally, everything intended for warfare by sea or land, as well as rice, provisions 
and horses, beasts of burden and others which may be used for a warlike purpose, if they are 
transported on the account of or are destined for the enemy. 


7. The following acts, forbidden to neutrals, are assimilated to contraband of war. 
The transport of the enemy’s troops, of his despatches and correspondence, the supply of 
transports and war-ships to the enemy. Neutral vessels captured in the act of carrying 
contraband of this nature may, according to circumstances, be seized, and even confiscated. 


8. The Imperial Government reserves to itself the right to depart from the above- 
mentioned Regulations in regard to an enemy or neutral State which, on its side, does 
not observe them, as well as to take the necessary measures in accordance with the 
special circumstances of each specific case. 


9. The detailed Regulations which the military authorities are bound to observe 
during naval warfare are set forth in the “Réglement” relating to prizes sanctioned by 
His Majesty the Emperor on the 27th March, 1895, as well as in the special instructions 
approved by the Admiralty Council on the 20th September, 1900, relating to stoppage, 
visit, capture, transport, and delivery of captured vessels and goods. 


10. In addition, the military authorities are bound to conform to the following Inter- 
National Agreements signed by Russia :— 


(i). The Geneva Convention of the 10th (22nd) August, 1864, for the amelioration 
of the condition of the wounded in time of war. 


(ii). The Declaration of St. Petersburgh of the 29th November (11th December), 1868, 
respecting the prohibition of the use of explosive projectiles. 


(iii), Agreement signed at the International Peace Conference at The Hague, the 
1th (29th) July, 1899, and ratified by His Majesty the Emperor the 6th May, 1900. 


(2). Convention with respect to the laws and customs of war by land. 


_ (b). Convention for adapting to maritime warfare the principles of the Geneva Conven- 
tion of the 10th (22nd) August, 1864. 


_(c). Declaration relating to the prohibition of the use, for a period of five years, of 
Projectiles and explosives dropped from balloons or by means of other similar new methods. 


_. (a). Declaration relating to the prohibition of the use of projectiles which are only 
intended to spread asphyxiating or noxious fumes. 


. (e). Declaration relative to the prohibition of the use of bullets which expand or flatten 
easily in the human body, such as bullets with hard casing, of which the casing does not 
entirely cover the core, or is provided with notches.

An Ordinance to provide for the Surrender of Fugitive Criminals 
from the Territory of each of the Malay States— Perak, Selangor, 
Pahang and Negri Sembilan.

Preamble \ HEREAS persons who have committed certain crimes or offences 
: within the Territory of either of the Malay States— Perak, 


Selangor, Pahang or Negri Sembilan—may escape to the Colony and 
it is expedient to provide for the apprehension of such fugitive 
criminals from justice and for their surrender to the Government of 
such States, respectively, in order that they may be dealt with accord- 
ing to law: Be it enacted hy the Governor of Hongkong, with the 
advice and consent of the Leyislative Council thereof, as follows :— 


Short title, 1. This Ordinance may be cited as The Malay States (Fugitive 
Criminals) Surrender Ordinance, 1903. 

Interpreta- 2. In the interpretation of this Ordinance and the schedules 

tion, thereto, the following expressions shall, unless repugnant to or incon- 


sistent: with the context, have the meaning hereinafter assigned to 
them, viz :— 
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“ Surrender crime” means any crime or offence which if commit- 
ted in the Colony would be one of the crimes or offences mentioned in 
the First Schedule hereto. 


“ Fugitive criminal” means any person aceuse:l or convicted of a 
surrender crime committed within the jurisdiction of either of the 
Malay States — Perak, Selangor, Pahang or Negri Sembilan—who is 
or is suspected of being in the Colony of Hongkong. 


_ “British Resident” means any person for the time being lawfully 
discharging the duties of the office of British Resident.

An Ordinance to provide for the Surrender of Fugitive Criminals 
from the Federated Malay States. 


EVERARD IM THURN. 


Preamble. Gaerne persons who have committed certain crimes or offences 
within the Federated Malay States may escape to this Island, 

and it is expedient to provide for the apprehension of such fugitive 

criminals from justice, and for their surrender to the Government of 

the Federated Malay States in order that they may be dealt with 

according to law: Be it therefore enacted by the Governor of Ceylon, 


by and with the advice and consent of the Legislative Council thereof, 
as follows :— 


Short title. 1, This Ordinance may be cited as “The Federated Malay 
States (Fugitive Criminals’) Ordinance, 1903.”

2. In the interpretation of this Ordinance and the schedules 
thereto the following expressions shall, unless repugnant to or incon- 
sistent with the context, have the meaning hereinafter assigned to 
them, viz.: 


“British Resident” means any person for the time being lawfully 
discharging the duties of the office of British Resident in Perak, or 
Selangor, or Pahang, or Negri Sembilan. 


“Federated Malay States” means the States of Perak, Selangor, 
Pahang and Negri Sembilan. 


“Surrender offence” means any offence which if committed in 
itd would be one of the offences mentioned in the First Schedule 
ereto. 


“Fugitive criminal” means any person accused or convicted of a 
surrender offence committed within the jurisdiction of the Federated 
Malay States, who is or is suspected of being in Ceylon. 


The surrender offences mentioned in the First Schedule to this 
Ordinance shall be construed according to the law in force in Ceylon 
at the date of the alleged surrender offence. 


Provided always that the Governor in Council may from time to 
time, by order to be published in the Government Gazette, declare that 
any offence specified in such order and not included in the First 
Schedule hereto shall form part thereof, and from and after the 
date of the publication of such order the offence specified therein 
shall come within the operation of this Ordinance as if the same had 
been originally included in the said schedule; and further that the 
Governor in Council may at any time, by order to be published in the 
Government Gazette, declare that any offence specified in the First 
Schedule hereto, or which may hereafter be added to the said schedule 
as hereinbefore provided, shall no longer form part thereof, and from 
and after the date of the publication of such order such offence shall 
cease to come within the operation of this Ordinance, 


8. The following restrictions shall be observed with respect to 
the surrender of fugitive criminals : 


_ (i). A fugitive criminal shall not be surrendered if the offence 
in respect of which his surrender is demanded is one of a political 
character, or if he prove to the satisfaction of the Police Magistrate or 
of a Judge of the Supreme Court, if brought before the Court on a writ 
of habeus corpus, or of the Governor, that the requisition for his 
surrender has in fact been made with a view to try or punish him for 
a crime or offence of a political character, or for a crime or offence 
which is not a surrender offence. 


(ii). A fugitive criminal who has been accused of a crime or offence 
in Ceylon not being the surrender offence for which his surrender is 
demanded, or who is undergoing sentence under any conviction in the 
Island, shall not be surrendered until after he has been discharged, 
whether by acquittal or on expiration of his sentence or otherwise. 


4, Every fugitive criminal shall be liable to be apprehended and 
surrendered in manner provided by this Ordinance, whether the 
surrender offence in respect of which the surrender is demanded was

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committed before or after the passing of this Ordinance, and whether 
there is or is not any concurrent jurisdiction in any Court in Ceylon 
over that crime. 


5. Whenever the requisition for the surrender of a fugitive 
criminal is made to the Governor by a British Resident, the Governor 
may, by order under his hand and seal, signify to a Police Magistrate 
that such requisition has been made, and require him to issue his 
warrant for the apprehension of the fugitive criminal. 


6. A Police Magistrate, on receipt of the said order, shall issue 
his warrant for the apprehension of the fugitive criminal, or, if the 
fugitive criminal be already in custody, shall issue his order to all 
necessary persons to bring the fugitive criminal before him to be dealt 
with according to this Ordinance. 


7. A Police Magistrate may also issue his warrant for the 
apprehension of a fugitive criminal on such information or complaint 
as would, in his opinion, justify the issue of a warrant if the alleged 
surrendered offence had been committed in Ceylon. 


A fugitive criminal apprehended on a warrant so issued shall be 
discharged by the Police Magistrate, unless the Police Magistrate, 
within such time as, with reference to the circumstances of the case, 
he shall think reasonable, receives from the Governor an order signify- 
ing that a requisition has been made for the surrender of such fugitive 
criminal. 


8. When a fugitive criminal is brought before a Police Magis- 
trate, he shall hear the case in the same manner, and have the same 
jurisdiction and powers, as nearly as may be, as if the prisoner were 

rought before him charged with an indictable offence committed in 
Ceylon. 


Provided always that — 


(i). Copies of depositions signed or taken before any Judge or 
other competent Magistrate having authority in the Federated Malay 
States to take cognizance of the crime charged, and authenticated in 
manner hereinafter provided, may be received in evidence of crimina- 
lity of such fugitive criminal. 


(ii). In the case of a person convicted in any of the Federated 
Malay States of a surrender offence a copy of the conviction, authenti- 
cated in manner hereinafter provided, may be received in evidence, 
and shall, where the Police Magistrate is satisfied that such person is 
according to the law of that State unlawfully at large, justify such 
Police Magistrate in committing such person to prison to await the 
further order of the Governor without re-opening the case. 


(iii). In every case proof of the identity of the fugitive criminal 
must be given to the satisfaction of the Police Magistrate. 


(iv). Warrants of arrest and copics of depositions, signed or taken 
before any such Judge or other competent Magistrate as aforesaid, and 
copies of convictions shall be received in evidence, if the warrant of 
arrest purports to be signed by such Judge or Magistra‘e, and if the 
copies of depositions purport to be certified under the hand of such 
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Judge or Magistrate to be true copies of the original depositions, and 
if the copy of the conviction purport to be certified under the hand and 
official seal of a British Resident to be a true copy of the original 
conviction. The signature of every such Judge or Magistrate and his 
authority to take cognizance of the crime or offence charged shall be 
sufficiently proved if the document purport to be sealed with the 
official seal of a British Resident, and all Courts of Justice in this 
Colony shall for the purpose of this Ordinance take judicial notice of 
such seal, and shall admit the documents so authenticated by it to be 
received in evidence without further proof. 


(v). The warrant of arrest and the copy of the depositions, or, as 
the case may be, the copy of the conviction, shall be read to the 
fugitive criminal, if he so desires, and he shall be asked if he has any 
valid cause to shew why he should not be committed to prison to await 
the order of the Governor. 


The Police Magistrate shall receive any evidence which may be 
tendered to shew that the offence of which the fugitive criminal is 
accused is an offence of a political character or is not a surrender offence. 


9. If at the hearing before a Police Magistrate such evidence is 
produced as would, subject to the provisions of this Ordinance, justify 
the committal of the fugitive criminal for trial at the District or the 
Supreme Court if the surrender offence of which he is accused had 
been committed in Ceylon, and in cases of conviction provided for by 
Section 8, Sub-section (ii), of this Ordinance the Police Magistrate 


shall commit him to prison to await the further order of the Governor, 


but otherwise shall order him to be discharged. 


If the Police Magistrate commits the fugitive criminal to prison, 
he shall thereupon inform the fugitive criminal that he will not be 
surrendered until after the expiration of 15 days from the date of 
such committal, and that he has a right to apply to the Supreme 
Court for a writ of habeas corpus, and such Police Magistrate shall 
forthwith send to the Governor the depositions and other evidence in 
the case, together with a report thereon. 


10. Before ordering a fugitive criminal to be discharged the 
Police Magistrate shall cause notice of his intention to make such 
order to be served on the Attorney - General.

12. (i). Upon the expiration of 15 days from the date of the 
Police Magistrate’s order of committal or if a writ of habeas corpus 
has been issued, and if upon the return to the writ the Supreme

ROYAL VETERINARY COLLEGE. 
POST-GRADUATE COURSE IN VETERINARY PATHOLOGY AND BACTERIOLOGY. 


This course will begin on Monday, 11th January, and end on Friday, 4th March, 1904, 
and a similar course will be held in October and November next. 


These courses will be open only to qualified Veterinary Surgeons and Medical Men. 


The hours of instruction daily (Saturday excepted) will be from 10 to 4 o’clock, with an 
interval of one hour (1 to 2 o'clock). 


These courses will be essentially practical, the object being to afford to each member of 
the class the technical skill necessary to apply bacteriological knowledge in the investigation, 
diagnosis, and treatment of the microparasitic diseases of the domesticated animals, and in 
meat inspection. 


To this end instruction will be given regarding :— 
The general principles of bacteriological research. 
The preparation of culture media and staining re-agents. 
The general principles of vaccination and protective inoculation. 


The preparation of bacterial toxins and vaccius. 


The special bacteriology of the casual organisms of anthrax, quarter-evil, malignant 
cedema, glanders, epizootic lymphanyitis, tuberculosis actinomycosis, tetanus, swine fever, 
swine erysipelas, swine pneumonia, fowl cholera, strangles, discomycosis, suppuration, calf 
diphtheria, ringworm, etc. 


The pathology of Texas fever, Nagana or Tsetse-fly disease, Surra, African Coast fever’ 
African horse sickness, ete. 


Each member of the class must provide for his own use a suitable miscroscope, with a 
zy oil immersion lens, but all the other instruments and accessories necessary for the work 
of the class will be provided by the College.

PENSIONS ORDER IN COUNCIL, 1895. 


ADDITIONAL REGULATIONS MADE BY THE RESIDENT, WITH THE 
APPROVAL OF THE KkESIDENT-GENERAL, ON THE 25rx DAY OF 
MAY, 1904, UNDER SECTION 2 OF THE PENSIONS ORDER IN 
COUNUIL, 1895. 


No. 663.—'The Regulations at present in force under the Pensions 
Order in Council, 1895, shall be amended as follows :— 


Clause J (i) of the said Regulations is amended by inserting after the words “every 
Public Officer” the words “other than the Judicial Commissioner.” 


The following new Clause 1 (a) is added immediately after Clause 1 
of the said Regulations :— 


“1. (a). (i). Subject as aforesaid, every holder of the office of Judicial Commissioner who 
has served as Judicial Commissioner for seven years or upwards shall be entitled on his 
retirement to a pension at the rate of fifteen-sixtieths of his salary with an addition of 
two-sixtieths in respect of each year of such service in excess of seven until twenty- 
nine-sixtieths in respect of each year of such service in excess of fourteen until the maximum 
of forty -sixtieths is reached.” 


“ (ii). A holder of the office of Judicial Commissioner who before being made Judicial 
Commissioner has served the Government of the State in another capacity and who has 
not less than ten years service in the State in all (including his service as Judicial Com- 
missioner) may claim either a pension at the rate of one-thirtieth of his salary as Judicial 
Commissioner for each year of his service as Judicial Commissioner, together with one- 
sixtieth of the salary received by him previous to his becoming Judicial Commissioner 
for each year of his service in that other capacity, with an addition to such service 
which shall bear the same proportion to five years as such service bears to his total 
service in the State, or a pension at ordinary rates in accordance with Clause 1 of these 
Regulations; provided that in no case shall the pension under the former alternative 
exceed the maximum pension which could be claimed under Clause 1 (a) (i), viz, forty- 
sixtieths of his salary as Judicial Commissioner.” : 
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Clauses 8 (i) and 8 (ii) of the said Regulations are amended by inserting after the 
words “every Public Officer” in each of the said Clauses the words “other than the 
Judicial Commissioner ;” and Clause 8 (iii) of the said Regulations is amended by 
inserting after the words “every Officer” the words “other than the Judicial Com- 
missioner.” 


The following new Clause 8 (iv) is added immediately after Clause 8 (iii) 
of the said Regulations :— 


“ (iv). Subject as aforesaid, every holder of the office of Judicial Commissioner who 
is transferred to or from the service of the State from or to the service of the British 
Government or of any British possession and is not entitled to a pension under Clause 1 (a) 
of these Regulations shall, if his aggregate service would have entitled him had it been 
wholly in the State to a pension under that clause, be entitled on his ultimate retirement 
to a pension at the rate of two seven-hundred-and-twentieths of the amount of his 
annual salary at the date of his retirement (if he ultimately retires as Judicial Commissioner) 
or at the date of his being so transferred from the service of the State for each month of his 
service as Judicial Commissioner, together with a pension for his service in any other capacity 
in the State calculated as under Sub-sections (i) or (ii) of this clause.”

CONSTITUTION OF TODDY FARM. 


No. 706.—Under the provisions of Section 3 of “The Revenue Farms 
Enactment, 1902, Amendment Enactment, 1903,” The Resident, with the 
approval of the Resident-General, hereby constitutes a Farm of the exclu- 
sive right in respect of Upper Perak and New Territory during a period of 
18 months from 1st July, 1904, of manufacturing toddy and of licensing 
others to manufacture the same, and of selling and of licensing others to 
sell the same; provided that the Farmer shall not maintain any shop 
for the sale of toddy or issue any licence to sell toddy except with the 
approval of the Government; and provided further that no toddy sold 
by the Farmer or by any person licensed by him shall be consumed on 
the premises of the vendor without a licence in that behalf issued by such 
person as the Resident may from time to time, with the approval of the 
Resident-General, appoint in that behalf.

All the land in the mukim of Durian Sa’batang, in the District of Lower Perak, lying 
between the railway line on the north and Sungei Jelawat on the south, within an area 
bounded on the west by the Perak River, and on the east by a line drawn parallel to and east 
of the Batu Rabit road at a distance of one half mile from it.

FIRST DAY. 
The Council assembles at 11 a.m. 


1. The Resident lays on the table and explains to the Council a draft 
Enactment to provide for the establishment of a Government Officer's 
Guarantee Fund, mentioning that a similar arrangement has been success- 
fully adopted elsewhere. His Highness the Sultan and the Members having 
expressed themselves as being in favour of the proposal, the Enactment is 
passed, becoming No. 10 of 1904. 


2. Three draft Enactments to amend the law relating to labour 
are submitted by the Resident to the Council, after a brief explanation 
of the reasons which render it advisable that the law on the subject 
should be divided into different Enactments. 


The drafts are respectively, 

(i). To amend the law relating to Employers and Labourers. 

(ii). To regulate the employment of Chinese labourers in mines. 
(iii). To regulate the employment of Chinese Agricultural labourers. 


< The Resident, having summarised the differences between the first 
of these drafts and the present law, proceeds to read to the Council, 
section by section, the provisions of -the two drafts rélating to Chinese 
labour. Discussion takes place regarding many of the sections therein 
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contained, the Chinese Members being particularly interested in the 
proposed changes and the reasons therefor. General approval is expressed 
of the provisions contained in the drafts, which are passed, becoming 
respectively, No. 11 of 1904; No. 12 of 1904; No. 13 of 1904. 


3. The Resident submits to the Council a draft Enactment to provide 
for the registration of imports and exports, explaining why it is necessary 
to provide means of obtaining more accurate record of goods brought 
into and removed from the State for the purpose of compiling fuller 
and more accurate returns. The Council being of opinion that the pro- 
posed law will be of advantage to the State, the Enactment is passed, 
becoming No. 14 of 1904. 


4. Unusual interest is excited by the announcement of the Resident 
that the next draft for consideration is that to amend the law relating 
to the protection of certain wild animals and birds. Before commencing to 
explain the contents of the draft to the Council, the Resident summarises 
for their information the circumstances which have led up to its introduc- 
tion, reminding them of the views held by His Highness the Sultan, 
Sir Frank Swettenham and others, upon the preservation of game in 
this country, and points out that those views were somewhat divergent 
from the provisions of the Enactment which was passed two years ago. 
Having explained in general terms the differences which will be found 
in the draft now submitted, the Resident reads to the Council the proposed 
law, line by line, most of the Members taking notes of the interesting 
points, and making enquiry whenever the meaning has not been made 
quite clear to them. 


All the Members having admitted their complete comprehension of 
the draft, His Highness the Sultan invites discussion, stating that he 
has had the advantage of personal acquaintance with the views of Sir 
Frank Swettenham, with which he is aware that the Resident concurs, 
and that personally he sees nothing in the proposed law to which exception 
can reasonably be taken. The Malay Chicfs have no hesitation in admitting 
that the draft meets their views to a much greater extent than they 
had been led to expect. They refer especially to those provisions which 
reserve to the people of the country their ancient right to kill animals 
and birds for food, and in defence of person and property, and they 
express a consensus of opinion to the effect that those provisions which 
give power to declare seasons, and prohibit the killing of game which 
8 Immature or out of season, will help to repair the damage which 
has already been done in some districts by improvident slaughter. His 
Highness the Sultan enquires whether any Member desires to suggest 
any amendment. All declare themselves satisfied, and the draft is accord- 
ingly passed, becoming Enactment No. 15 of 1904. 


The Council adjourns at 4 p.m. until Saturday, May 21st at 10 a.m. 
SECOND DAY. 


The Council assembles at 10 a.m. 


1. A draft Enactment entitled “The Land Enactment, 1903, Amend- 
ment Enactment, 1904,” is considered and passed, becoming No. 16 of 1904. 


2. The Resident submits to the Council a draft Enactment to amend 
the law relating to mining and entitled “The Mining Enactment, 1904,” 
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explaining seriatim the points in which the draft differs from the existing 
law, and the reasons for alteration. This is considered and passed, be- 
coming No. 17 of 1904. 


8. The Council accepts the retirement of Raja Hamza bin Raja 
Ahamat, Penghulu of Asam Kumbang and Kamunting on account of 
ill-health. 


4. The Resident submits to the Council an application by Haji 
Abdulrahman bin Busu, Penghulu Orang Dagang, Krian, for a pension 
on account of old age. His service dates from the 1st January, 1894, 
and it is decided to grant him a pension of $72.75 per annum, being 
the amount for which he is eligible. 


5. The Resident informs the Council that His Excellency the High 
Commissioner has approved the creation of an appointment of Assistant 
Penghulu at Tanjong Malim on a salary of $180 per annum, as recom- 
mended at a meeting of the Council held on the 16th March last. It is 
decided at the desire of His Highness the Sultan to postpone filling the 
appointment until the next meeting in order that the lists may be searched 
for a suitable candidate. 


6. The Council decides upon the following changes of appointments, 
viz — 

(i). Haji Abdulrahmam, Assistant Penghulu, Gopeng, salary $420 per 
annum, to be reduced for unsatisfactory conduct, and to become Penghulu, 


Asam Kumbang and Kamunting, salary $290 per annum, vice Raja Hamza, 
retired. 


(ii). Abdul Hamid, Penghulu, Durian Pipit, salary $291 per annum, to 
be reduced for unsatisfactory conduct, and to become Assistant Penghulu, 
Simpang, salary $180 per annum. 


(iii). Raja Chik bin Imam Paduka Tuan, Assistant Penghulu, Simpang, 
salary $180 per annum, to be Penghulu, Durian Pipit, salary $291 per 
annum, vice Abdul Hamid reduced. 


7. An application by the Assistant Kathi, Upper Perak, for an 
increase of salary recommended by the District Officer on the ground that 
the Assistant Kathi’s jurisdiction now includes the New Territory, is 
considered. The Council does not approve the recommendation as the 
salary was increased in 1901, for the same reason. 


8. The Resident explains that at the last Conference of Residents 
held on the 2nd March, 1904, it was recommended that the Courts Enact- 
ment, 1900, should be amended, and the jurisdiction of penghulus increased. 
The Council supports the Conference and desires that all suits brought by or 
against Malays or other Asiatics in which the value does not exceed $25 
may be heard and determined by the Court of a Penghulu. 


E 9. The Council considers that the Kathis’ Courts should be autho- 
rized to inflict fines up to $25, and that the Assistant Kathis’ Courts and 
Penghulus’ Courts should be empowered to inflict fines not exceeding $14. 


10. The Resident refers to the minutes of the Federal Conference 
held on the 21st July 1903, relating to the use of intoxicating liquors by 
Muhammadans. His Highness the Sultan addresses the Council on the 
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subject and it is recommended that the Kathis and Assistant Kathis should 
be given power to fine Muhammadans for drinking intoxicating liquors in 
public. 


11. His Highness the Sultan addresses the Council regarding the 
subject of appeals from the Kathis’ Courts which was referred to by His 
Highness at the Federal Conference held at Kuala Lumpur, on the 23rd 
July, 1903. It is decided to recommend that appeals from the Kathis’ 
Courts should be to a Court consisting of a Mufti and two Chiefs selected 
by His Highness, one from the Orang Besar Ampat, the other from the 
Orang Besar Di-lapan, sitting with a European Magistrate of the First 
Class. The period in which appeal may be made to be limited to forty 
days. 


The Council adjourns at 12.15 p.m. sine die.

STATE OF PERAK. 


Enactment No. 10 oF 1904. 


An Enactment to provide for the establishment of a Guarantee 
Fund with regard to Securities to be furnished by Government 
Officers. 

[19th May, 1904]. 

H. CONWAY BELFIELD, 

Acting British Resident. 


T IS HEREBY enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council 
as as follows :— 


1. This Enactment may be cited as “The Government Officers’ Short title _ 
Guarantee Fund Enactment, 1904,” and shall come into force upon on 
the lst day of July, 1904. H 


2. In this Enactment unless the context otherwise requires— —_—Interpreta- 
tion. 


“The Fund” means the Government Officers’ Guarantee Fund 
established by this Enactment. 


“The Directors” means the Directors of the Fund appointed 
under this Enactment. 


“ Financial Commissioner ” means the Financial Commissioner of 
the Federated Malay States. 


“Legal Adviser” means the Legal Adviser of the Federated 
Malay States. 


“Treasurer” means the Treasurer of the State in which the 
officer is serving. 


“ Officer” means any person holding an office by whatever tenure 
in the service of the Government who is required to give security for 
the due and faithful discharge of his duties and includes any person 
holding an office in any of the Federal Establishments of the 
Federated Malay States who is required to give such security. 
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No. 10 or 1904. 


ESTABLISHMENT OF FUND. 


8. A Fund, which shall consist of the contributions herein 
directed to be made and the interest accruing thereon, is hereby 
established for the purpose of giving security for the due and faithful 
discharge of their duties by Officers reyuired to give security. 


The Fund shall be called * The Government Officers’ Guarantee 
Fund.” 


ADMINISTRATION OF FUND. 


4. The Fund shall be administered by a Board of not less than 
three nor more than five persons holding offices in the service of the 
Government to be appointed by the Resident-General, and any three 
persons so appointed shall be a quorum. 


Such persons shall respectively hold office during the Resident- 
General’s pleasure and shall be styled “The Directors of the Govern- 
ment Officers’ Guarantee Fund.” 


5. The Treasurer shall collect all sums accruing due to the 
Fund within the State and shall deduct from the salary of each 
Officer serving in the State the amount due to the Fund by such 
Officer. 


6. The Directors may from time to time invest the moneys of 
the Fund in Imperial or Colonial Government bonds, or other securi- 
ties approved by the Resident - General. 


7. No moneys of the Fund shall be appropriated or drawn out 
except on a cheque or order signed by not less than two of the 
Directors. 


-8. The Directors shall prepare annually on or before the 30th 
April of each year for the information of the Resident-General a 
report and statement shewing the financial position of the Fund for 
the year ended the 31st December preceding, which shall be published 
in the Gazette. 


9. The accounts of the Fund shall be audited in January and 
July of each year by the Financial Commissioner, to whom the 
Directors shall submit all such documents relating to the accounts of 
the Fund and supply all such information connected therewith as he 
may require, 


10. The Directors may employ such clerical assistance as may 
he necessary, and the expense thereby incurred, not exceeding ten 
per cent per annum of the amount of the income of the Fund in 
any one year shall be a first charge on the Fund. 


GIVING SECURITY. 


11. Every person appointed or promoted after the coming into 
force of this Enactment to a permanent or acting office in the service 
of the Government, who may be required by the Resident-General or 
by the Resident or by any Enactment, rule or regulation to furnish 
security for the due and faithful discharge of his duties, shall 
furnish such security under this Enactment. 
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GOVERNMENT OFFICERS’ GUARANTEE FUND. 


Provided that the amount of any security or securities to be 
furnished under this Enactment on the credit of the Fund by any 
individual officer shall not exceed the sum of $5,000: 


And provided further that any officer who may prefer to give 
security by the deposit of money in any bank approved by the 
Resident-General shall be exempt from contribution under the pro- 
visions of this Enactment if security is thus furnished within seven 
days of his assuming the duties of an office in respect of which 
security is required. Money deposited in a bank as security under 
the provisions of this section must be deposited in the name of the 
Treasurer. 


And provided further that the Resident-General may exclude 
any office or’class of offices from the operation of this Enactment, and 
in such case it shall be incumbent on the holders of such office or 
class of offices to give security otherwise than under the provisions of 
this Enactment. 


Anv Officer appointed to any office in the service of the Onticers Ae 
Government before the coming into force of this Enactment who is fii may 
required to give security for the due and faithful discharge of his duties give security

may if he so desires give such security by contributing to the Fund. Kot 


(ii). When any officer has before the coming into force of this 
Enactment furnished security by a bond entered into by a surety 
or sureties duly approved by existing regulations, it shall not be 
necessary for him to find another surety or other sureties unless such 
security shall be voided or rendered incomplete or insufficient in the 
opinion of the Resident-General through the death, departure from 
the Federated Malay States or resignation of any of his sureties or by 
any other cause. 

Provided that when any security furnished by any Officer 
appointed to the service of the Government before the coming intu 
force of this Enactment shall le voided or rendered incomplete or 
insufficient as aforesaid, the Offiver who has furnished such security 
shall give security by contributing to the Fund. 


Provided further that the Fund shall be in no way liable to make 
good any amount payable in respect of any act or default of any 
Officer contributing to the Fund under this section done or made 
before the first day in respect of which such Officer makes a payment 
to the Fund. 


18. Any Officer who is performing at one and the same time Oficer 
duties of more than one office in respect of which security is required, holding more 
shall give security and contribute in respect of every such office from offices than 
which he derives additional emolument. oe 

14, (i). Every Officer giving security under this Enactment shall Personal

(ii). Such bond shall be furnished within seven days from the 
date on which such Officer enters upon the duties of tle office in 
respect of which sccurity is required. 

. (iii). No stamp duty shall be charged on a bond furnished under 
this Enactment. :

CONTRIBUTIONS TO FUND. 


15. Every person on first contributing to the Fund shall pay an 
entrance fee of one-half per cent of the amount of the security then 
required from him ; aa in the event of his being subsequently 
required to find security in a larger amount there shall be due from 
him, by way of further entrance fee, a payment of one-half per cent 
of the amount by which the amount of the security which he is last 
required to find exceeds the security or securities upon which he has 
already paid. Provided that in no case shall the total amount paid by 


any person by way of entrance fee exceed the sum of $10 or be less 
than $1. 


16. On the establishment of the Fund a contribution thereto, to 
be fixed by the Resident-General, shall be made from the funds 
of the State such as when added to the aggregate contributions 
from the funds of the other Federated Malay States shall amount 
to $10,000. 


17. (i). Every person who is appointed to an office in the service 
of the Government in respect to which security is required, shall pay 
every year into the Fund an amount equal to one per cent of the 
amount for which security is required. 


(ii). After an officer has contributed to the Fund for five years in 
respect of one office, his future annual contribution shall be an amount 
equal to one-tenth part of one per cent of the amount for which 
security is required to be given by such officer; unless the Directors 
consider that the state of the Fund requires that all officers should 
contribute the full amount. In such case the Directors may, with 
the approval of the Resident-General, require the full contribution 
to be continued or resumed, as the case may be. 


(iii). Whenever the Directors on preparing their annual report 
and statement in accordance with Section 8 consider that in view of 
the financial condition of the Fund the rates at the time in force 
under Sub-sections (i) and (ii) may properly be reduced or ought to 
be raised they shall notify the Resident-General to that effect in their 
report and shall declare the rates which they recommend to be pres- 
cribed in substitution therefor, and such rates shall, on being 
approved by the Resident-General and published in the Gazette, be 
substituted for the rates at the time in force; provided that the rates 
shall at no time exceed those specified in Sub-sections (i) and (ii). 


18. Every Officer permanently appoiuted shall pay each year in 
advance in the month of January the contributions due by him in 
respect of that year. 


19. When an Officer is provisionally appointed, he shall pay the 
same contribution to the Fund as if he were permanently appointed, 
but should the appointment not be confirmed, then, if he be not in 
default, such portion of the contribution paid in advance as is propor- 
tionate to the period of the year during which he has not drawn the 
salary of the office shall be returned to him.

to the satisfaction of the Resident-General. Provided always that 
such further security shall be deemed to be secondary to the security 
of the Fund, and that recourse shall not be had to such further 
security until the security of the Fund has been exhausted. 


DEFAULTING OFFICER. 


22. (i). Where any Officer is found to be in default by not duly Ofticer in 
accounting or by not duly delivering to the Officer or other person default. 
authorised or entitled to receive the same all property which ought 
to be so accounted for or delivered or otherwise, the amount due by 
the Officer in default shall be certified by the Financial Commis- 
sioner and the amount so certified shall be deemed to be due from the 
Fund on account of such Officer’s default subject to appeal as herein- 
after provided by the Officer alleged to be in default or by the Direc- 
tors of the Fund. 


Provided that notification of the Financial Commissioner's certi- 
ficate shall be given to the Directors of the Fund, and when practic- 
able to the Officer alleged to be in default and that the appeal shall be 
made within a month of the receipt of such notification by the Officers 
concerned. 


(ii). If the salary of the Officer found to be in default is payable 
from the funds of the State and docs not exceed £600 or $3,000 per 
annum such appeal shall lie to the Resident, with two Assessors, of 
whom one shall be the Judicial Commissioner or the Legal Adviser 
and the other shall be the Senior Magistrate ; and if the salary of the 
Officer found to be in default is payable from the funds of the State 
and exceeds £600 or $3,000 per annum or is payable from Federal 
Funds such appeal shall lie to the Resident - General, with two Asses- 
sors, of whom one shall be the Judicial Commissioner or the Legal 
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Adviser and the other shall be the Resident, provided that in the case 
of an Officer payable from Federal Funds the Resident shall not sit 
as an Assessor unless such Officer reside within the State. 


Payment of 28. On application made by the Financial Commissioner, and 

amount subject to any decision in an appeal under Section 22, the Directors, if 

certified to be there are sufficient moneys at the credit of the Fund to enable them to 

hee do so, shall pay to the Treasurer from the Fund the amount certified 
as above to be due from the Officer in default unless the amount so 
certified exceeds the amount for which such Officer was required to 
give security ; in which case the Directors shall pay an amount equal 
to the amount for which security was required from such Officer. 


Proceedings - 24. Notwithstanding anything in this Enactment contained and 
against subject to any decision in an appeal under Section 22, it shall be

Fund liable 26. Whenever it is established to the satisfaction of the Resident-

84, (i). If the moneys at the credit of the Income Account are 
not sufficient to pay the claims at any time made on the Fund, the 
Directors shall have recourse to the amounts then standing at the 
credit of the Officers’ Personal Account for the payment of such 
chims, taking and writing off an equal per-centage from the amount 
standing to the credit of each Officer. 


(ii). If the whole of such amount is not sufficient, then the 
Directors shall have recourse to the amount at the credit of the 
Reserve Fund Account as far as may be necessary for the payment of 
such claims.

appearing at his credit when the accounts are next adjusted, after

An Enactment to Amend the Law relating to Employers and 
Labourers. 
[19th Bay, 1904] 


H. CONWAY BELFIELD, 
Acting British Resident. 


T IS HEREBY enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council, 
as follows :— 


1. (i). This Enactment may be cited as “The Labour Enactment, Short;title, 
1904, No. 1 (General),” and shall come into force upon the publica- commence- 


tion thereof in the Guzette. ates 


(ii). Upon the coming into force of this Enactment the Enact- 
ments specified in the schedule hereto shall be repealed to the extent 
mentioned in the third column of the said schedule.

Interpreta- 2. In the interpretation of this Enactment the following expres- 
tion. sions shall, unless repugnant to or inconsistent with the context, 
have the meanings hereinafter assigned to them, viz:— 


“Employer” shall include every person, firm, corporation, or 
company who, or which, enters into an agreement or contract of 
service with any labourer as next hereinafter described, and the 
agent or manager of such person, firm, corporation or company. 


“Labourer” shall mean any person who, being a labourer, 
servant in husbandry, artificer, miner, wood-cutter, public vehicle 
driver, jinrikisha puller, or otherwise engaged in manual labour, 
enters into, or serves under, an agreement or contract to work 
personally with an employer, and shall include domestic or menial 
servants, and the expression “domestic or menial servant” shall 
include private coachmen, grooms, gardeners, water-carriers and other 
house, stable, or garden coolies, and the expression “domestic or 
menial service” shall have a corresponding meaning. 


“ Agreement” shall mean a verbal engagement to labour in 
accordance with the provisions of this Enactment. 


“Continuing Agreement” shall mean an agreement for a term 
not exceeding one calendar month, renewable from time to time 
by the mutual consent of the parties thereto. 


“Contract” shall mean a contract in writing to labour in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this Enactment. 


“Contract Labourer” shall mean a person who is legally bound 
to labour by virtue of a contract as hereinbefore defined. 


“ Parties,” when used with reference to an agreement or contract, 
shall mean the employers and labourers between whom such agree- 
ment or contract is made. 


“Party” shall mean the employer or the labourer, according 
to the context. 


“Property ” shall include all real and personal estate and effects, 
used or employed under or affected by any agreement or contract or 
in any operation thereunder. 


Persons under sixteen years of aye shall be deemed to be under 
age for the purposes of this Enactment, but any person of sixteen 
years of age or over may enter into a contract under this Enactment 
for his or her labour.

That within six weeks from the date of the arrival of the 
labourer in the State the parties to such contract shall have appeared 
together before a Magistrate who, on being satisfied that the contract 
was duly executed, shall have certified the same thereon; provided 
that the employer shall be allowed to appear by his agent.

An Enactment to regulate the employment of Chinese Labourers 
in Mines.

T° IS HEREBY enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council, 
as follows :-- 


[19th May, 1904]. 


1. This Enactment may be cited as “The Labour Enactment, 
1904, No. 2 (Chinese Mining),” and shall come into force upon the 
publication thereof in the Gazette. 


2. In the interpretation of this Enactment and the schedule 
thereto the following expressions shall, unless repugnant to or incon- 
sistent with the context, have the meanings hereinafter assigned to 
them, viz:— 


“Employer” shall include every person, firm, corporation or com- 
any who or which enters into an agreement or contract with any 
labourer as next hereinafter described, and the agent or manager of 

such person, firm, corporation, or company, and shall include a Mining 


Advancer, commonly called Kiu-chu ( we . ) 


“ Labourer ” shall mean any Chinese person employed to labour 
in a mine, and shall include mining mandors, overseers and head- 


men commonly called Nai-cheang- thau (HE F§ BA) Hop-tung-thau 


(& Bi BA) o Haong-kong (4 #8) }) respectively, but shall not 
include domestic servants. 


“Wages ” shall mean hire for time- work, piece - work or contract 
work, but shall not include a share of profits. 


“ Agreement” shall mean a verbal engagement to labour in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this Enactment. 


“Continuing agreement” shall mean an agreement for a term 
not exceeding one calendar month, renewable from time to time by 
the mutual consent of the parties thereto. 


“Contract” shall mean a contract in writing to labour in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this Enactment. 


“Contract labourer” shall mean a person who is legally bound 
to labour by virtue of a contract as hereinbefore defined. 


“Parties” when used with reference to an agreement or contract 
shall mean the employers and labourers between whom such agree- 
ment or contract is made. 


“Party” shall mean the employer or the labourer, according to 
the context. 
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“The Protector” shall mean the officer for the time being per- 
forming the duties of Protector of Chinese and shall include any 
officer performing the duties of Assistant Protector of Chinese and 
any other officer duly authorised in that behalf by the Resident. 
Every officer duly appointed to perform the duties of the Proteetor 
shall, for the purposes of carrying out his duties under this Enact- 
ment, be vested with the powers of a Magistrate of the First Class.

The Court or the Protector, on proof that either party has 
failed to carry out any material obligation imposed upon him either 
by his contract or by this Enactment, or upon proof that either 
party has become permanently incapacitated from fulfilling his con- 
tract, or that the labourer has been grossly neglected or ill-used by 
the employer, shall have power to cancel the same. 


(c). A contract under this Enactment shall only be transfer- 
able or determinable by mutual consent when the parties thereto 
signify such consent before a Magistrate or the Protector. 


(d). Every labourer shall have the right of determining his 
contract upon payment to his employer of the amount of all advances 
made to him or on his behalf, together with all other moneys due and 
owing by him to his employer, and, further, the sum of $2, as smart 
money, for every month, or every thirty days’ work, as the case may 
be, which may remain uncompleted thereunder. 


(ii). Subject to any express provision of law to the contrary, no 
contract under this Enactment made in the Colony our in any of the 
Federated Malay States shall under any circumstances be extended 
so as to have effect after the expiration of two years from the date 
thereof, and no contract made elsewhere shall under any circumstances 
be extended so as to have effect after the expiration of three years from 
the date thereof. 


(iii). Any employer who without reasonable excuse (proof whereof 
shall lie with him) shall refuse to allow a labourer whose contract has 
been determined to leave his service shall be liable, on conviction, to a 
fine not exceeding $100 for each such offence. 


22. The wages of a contract labourer shall, unless otherwise 
stipulated in his contract, become due and payable not later than 
the seventh day of each calendar month, in respect of the month or 
portion of a month last preceding, and at the determination of such 
contract all wages due shall immediately become payable. 


23. In the event of any dispute arising between the parties 
to a contract concerning wages due thereunder or concerning the 
determination of the same, it shall be lawful for the Court or the 
Protector in addition to any other adjudication to order either party 
to forfeit to the other party a sum not exceeding the amount of thirty 
days’ wages.

for a second or subsequent similar offence such labourer shall be 
liable to imprisonment of either description for a term not exceeding 
twelve mioathe 


265. Every contract labourer who shall be guilty of disobedience Misconduct 
of lawful orders, neglect of duty, or carelessness in the custody of by labourer. 
the property of his employer shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine. 
not exceeding $25 and in default to imprisonment of either descrip- 
tion for a term not exceeding one month. 


26. The whole or any portion of any fine recoverable under the Apportion- 
two last preceding sections may be ordered by the Court to be paid ment of fine. 
to the employer. 


27. Tvery contract labourer so convicted shall further be liable Liability ot 
to repay to his employer the amount of any moneys, not exceeding leturer io 2 
$10, which may be proved to have been reasonably expended, whether or his arrest and 
by way of reward or otherwise, in effecting his arrest and securing his “"*'"™ 
conviction. 


28. Every employer who without reasonable excuse, to be allowed Neglect by 
by the Court, wilfully neglects or omits to fulfil an agreement or employer to 
contract shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $50 saa ngree: 
and in default to simple imprisonment for a term not exceeding three aoe 
months, and it shall be lawful for the Court to call upon such em- 
ployer to find forthwith good and sufficient security to the satisfaction 
of the Court for the fulfilment of such contract, and if default be made 
in finding such security the Court may order the contract to be 


cancelled. 


29. The whole or any part of any fine recoverable from the Apportion- 
employer under the last preceding section may be ordered by the ment of fine, 
Court to be paid to the labourer. 


30. (i). No labourer shall be bound to work more than nine hours Hours of 
a day of actual labour; if a labourer works for and at the request of labour. 
his employer more than nine hours in any one day he shall be paid 
for mink extra work at the rate of not less than ten cents per hour. 


(ii). It shall be lawful for a contract labourer to absent himeelf Holidays. 
from work, without any deduction being made from his wages, upon 
two days in each month, and also upon those days customarily observ- 
ed as holidays, provided that the total number of days of such absence 
shall not, except with the consent of the employer, exceed five days in 
any one month. 


(iii). If on any such monthly holidays or any day customarily 
observed as a holiday any such contract labourer does not less than 
half of a day’s work, he stall be credited with half a day’s or a whole 
day’s work, as the case may be. 
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Jraproper 81. If a contract labourer shall have been absent from work 

absence from otherwise than as provided by the last preceding section, it shall 

works be lawful for the employer, subject to any order which may be made 
by the Court or the Protector, on complaint of either party, to deduct 
from the wages of such labourer a sum proportionate to the number 
of days during which he shall have been so absent. 


Lisbourers in 832. No contract labourer shall be entitled to claim wages for 

hospitals. any day on which he shall have been absent from work on account 
of sickness, but such labourer shall be entitled to claim sustenance 
and medical attendance in a Government hospital and the payment 
of hospital fees, if charged by Government, at the expense of his 
employer. 


When the 88. (i). If the absence from work of a contract labourer for any 

reaultiof. period is certified by a Medical Officer to be the direct result of the 

iminiorality: labourer’s intemperance, immorality or wilful misconduct, a Magistrate 
or the Protector may endorse on the contract of such labourer, after 
such enquiry as may be necessary, the period of such absence. 


(ii). It shall be lawful for the employer to deduct from the wages 
of the labourer the amount of any hospital fees paid by the employer 
in respect of the period of such absence. 


Rates of 84. The hospital fees which may become due under Section 32 

hospital shall be paid by the employer at such rate as the Resident may from 

foes. time to time fix by notice in the Gazette, and shall be recoverable from 
the employer in a Civil Court at the suit of the Senior Medical Officer 
in any district, and the certificate of such officer shall be prim facie 
evidence that the amount therein specified is due from the employer.

COMPLAINTS AND ARRESTS. 


Complaint by 36. When any labourer desires to make a complaint to a Court 

labourer. and requests his employer to take him or allow him to go before the 
nearest Magistrate, such employer shall be legally bound to comply 
with such request within a reasonable time thereafter. 


Penalty on 37, Every employer who without reasonable excuse, the proof of 
felusingcom. Which shall lie upon him, neglects or refuses to comply with such 


plianee, request as is in the preceding section mentioned shall be liable, on 
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conviction, to a fine not exceeding $100, and further to a fine not 
exceeding $25 for each day during which such refusal or neglect is 
persisted in. 

38. If the Court before which a labourer is brought or comes Orler by Court, 
under Section 36 is of opinion that the complaint of such labourer is is frivolous. 
frivolous, or made without reasonable cause, it shall be lawful for

(ii). The mode of procedure in any complaint shall be as follows :— 


(iii). The person complaining shall lodge a memorandum in 
writing at the office of the Protector, specifying shortly the subject 
matter of the complaint and the remedy sought to be obtained, or 
he may make his complaint in person at any time or place to the 
Protector, who shall forthwith reduce it to writing. Upon receipt 
of such memorandum or verbal complaint the Protector shall summon 
in writing the party against whose conduct such complaint is made, 
giving notice to him of the nature of the complaint and the time and 
place at which the same will be enquired into, and he shall also 
notify or summon all persons whose interests may be affected by such 
enquiry. 

At the time and place appointed the parties shall attend and 
state their case before the Protector and may call evidence, and the 
Protector having heard such statements and evidence and any other 
evidence which he may deem necessary shall give his decision. 


(iv). If any person interested shall have been duly summoned by 
the Protector to attend at such enquiry and shall have made default 
in so doing, it shall be lawful for the Protector to hear and decide the 
complaint in the absence of such person, notwithstanding that the 
interests of such person may be prejudicially affected by his decision. 


(v). The Protector shall keep a Case Book, in which he shall 
enter notes of the evidence taken and the decisions arrived at in 
each case heard before him, and shall authenticate the same by 
attaching his signature or initials thereto, and the record in such 
Case Book shall be sufficient evidence of the giving of any decision, 
or of the making of any order, and of the terms thereof; and any 
person interested in a dispute, decision or order shall be entitled to 
@ copy of such record upon payment of a fee of $1. 
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(vi). No fees shall be charged by the Protector in respect of pro- 
cesses issued by him under this section and all orders made by the 
Protector shall be enforced by the Court in the same manner as a 
judgment of the Court, and all necessary processes may be served by 
a Court on his behalf. 


(vii). In the event of any person interested being dissatisfied with 
the decision or order of the Protector, he may, within fourteen days 
after such decision or order, file an application to appeal therefrom 
to the Senior Magistrate. 


(viii). Nothing in this section shall limit or affect the jurisdiction 
of any Court which may adjudicate upon any complaipt arising out 
of an agreement or contract made under this Enactment. 


41, Any labourer who wilfully breaks an agreement or contract, 
knowing or having reason to believe that the probable consequences 
of his so doing, either alone or in conjunction with others, will be 
to cause the stoppage of work in or upon any mine in such a manner 
as may be atisnded with serious loss to the owner of the same shall 
be liable, on conviction before the Court of the Senior Magistrate 
or of a Magistrate of the First Class, to a fine not exceeding $100, or 
to imprisonment of either description for a term not exceeding six 
months, and upon a second or subsequent conviction for the same 
offence he shall be liable to a fine not exceeding $200, or to imprison- 
ment of either description for a term not exceeding twelve months. 


42, (i). Any employer having reason to believe that a labourer 
emploved by him has absconded from his service or is absconding 
muy, without first procuring a warrant, and without the assistance 
of any Police Officer (who never-the-less shall be bound to give such 
assistance if called upon to do so), apprehend such labourer wherever 
he may be found and shall thereupon take him to the nearest police 
station : 


(ii). Provided that no labourer found in the service or upon the 
premises of another employer shall be arrested without warrant — 


j (a). Unless the employer desiring to arrest the labourer can 
identify him by producing a photograph of such labourer, duly 
endorsed with the signature and seal of the Protector or of a Magis- 
trate, or 


(6). Unless such labourer is arrested by a Police Officer, or 
(c). Unless such other employer consents. 


(iii). Such other employer not so consenting shall, if so required 
by the employer desiring to arrest any labourer, be legally bound to 
himself arrest him and take him to the nearest police station. Any 
employer who shall wilfully make default in so arresting such labourer 
shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $100. 


43. The officer in charge of the police station shall forthwith 
take down in writing in the Report Book of the station the substance 
of the complaint of the employer, and shall send the labourer without 
delay before the Court, which shall adjudicate upon the complaint. 
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44, In every case in which a labourer shall have been so appre- Return of 
hhended and taken to a police station, if it appears to the Court labourer to 
that such labourer should be returned to perform the remainder of his e™Ployer. 
agreement or contract the Court shall make an order to that. effect ; 
but if it appears to the Court that there was no sufficient reason for 
the apprehension of such labourer, or that such labourer was detained 
an unnecessary lenyth of time through the nevlect or default of the 
original employer, it shall be lawful for the Court to award to such 
labourer, by way of compensation, any sum not exceeding $10 to be 
paid by such emplover, im addition to which compensation the Court 
shall have power to fine such employer any stm not exceeding $50: 
and further, when such labourer shall have been apprehended under 
the provisions of Section 42, Sub-section (ii) or (iii), the Court may 
order compensation not exceeding $25 to be paid by the original em- 
ployer to the employer in whose service the labourer was at the time 
when he was apprehended. 


45. No labourer shall be held to be liable for the amount of any Liability of 
advances made to him or on his behalf, or of any moneys expended labourer for 
on his behalf prior to his arrival in the State, in consideration of his advances. 
engagement to labour within the State, unless he shall have executed, 
either before his arrival in the State, or not later than six weeks there- 
after, a contract acknowledging such liability. 


PART IV. 
PROTECTION OF EMPLOYERS AND LABOURERS. 


46. No remedy under any provision of this Enactment shall be Exemption of 
enforced against any labourer for negiect or refusal to work, or for labourer from 
absence from work, or for absconding, if at the time of tbe alleged Penalty if 
neglect, refusal, absence or absconding his wages shall have remained ““8°S">Paic. 
unpaid for a period exceeding that by this Enactment prescribed, or 
exceeding the period (if any) stipulated in his agreement or contract, 
provided always that at least forty-eight hours before the time of such 
alleged neglect, refusal, absence, or absconding the labourer shall have 
demanded from his employer, or from the person representing such 
employer, the payment of wayes due to him, and such employer or 
representative shall have refused or failed to pay the same. 


47. The advancer to a mine and the employer, if separate persons, Liability for 
shall be’ jointly and severally liable to the labourer for the payment payment of 
of wages due to him, provided that the liability of the advancer shall wages. 
cease if he shall have given reasonable notice to the labourer that 
on a certain day and at a certain time and place he intends to hand 
over his wages to the employer, and shall have so handed them over 
accordingly. 


48. No wages shall become payable to or recoverable by any Periods on 
labourer for or on account of the term of any sentence of imprison- account of 
ment undergone by him, or for or on account of any period spent wenien reece 
by him in going to or returning from prison, or for or on account parable. 
of any period spent by him in going to, attending before, or return- 
ing from a Court in or about a case in which he shall have been 
convicted of an offence, or in respect of which the Court before 
which the case is tried certifies that such attendance was not necessary 
for the ends of public justice. 
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49. (i). Every employer shall forward to the Protector during the 
month of January in each year, if so required by the Protector in 
writing, a return stating the number of labourers employed by him 
during the previous year. 


(ii). Any employer making default in forwarding such retrun shall 
be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $100. 


50. (i). It shall be lawful for the Protector, or any person thereto 
duly authorised by the Resident by notification in the Gazette, to 
require any employer to keep a register in a prescribed form of all 
labourers employed by him. 


(ii). Every employer shall, if so required in writing by the 
Protector or other person so duly authorised, within the first seven 
days of the months of January, April, July and October in each 
year forward to the Protector or such other duly authorised person 
a return yiving the particulars of every death, desertion, dismissal, 
and of the expiration or cancellation of the agreement or contract 
of any labourer in his employment during the three months imme- 
diately preceding the date on which such return became due. 


61. It shall be the duty of every employer to make a report of 
the death of any labourer in his employment to the nearest police 
station or to the Penghulu within twelve hours after such death 
shall have taken place. 


62. Every employer who omits to make the prescribed entries in 
his Register, or to make such report as by the preceding section is 
required, and every employer who omits to forward such returns as 
are by Section 50 prescribed, or omits to give any of the particulars 
required by its provisions, shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine 
not exceeding $100 for every such omission. 


53. Every employer may, on not more than four occasions in 
each year, be required to muster and produce before the Protector 
or the District Officer, at a reasonable place and time, all labourers 
employed by him: provided that. he receives reasonable notice 
beforehand from the Protector or District Officer when such muster 
is to be held. 


54. Every employer who without reasonable excuse, the proof 
of which shall lie upon him, neglects or refuses to comply with any 
requirement made under the provisions of the last preceding section 
shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $200. 


55. The Protector, the Senior Medical Officer for the time being 
in the district, and every Magistrate, and every Officer duly authori- 
sed in writing in that behalf by a Magistrate, shall have power to 
enter at all reasonable times upon any mine, and to put questions 
concerning the labourers there employed to their employer or to any 
person who may be in charge of them, and the employer or such 
person shall be legally bound to answer such questions truly to the 
best of his ability. 


56. The Protector and every Magistrate shall have power to call 
for and inspect all contracts, registers, books of account and other 
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documents concerning any labourers or relating to their employment, 
and any employer who without reasonable excuse, the proof of which 
shall lie upon him, neglects or refuses to produce the same shall be 
liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $200. 


PART V. 
CRIMPING. 


657. Any person who knowingly induces or attempts to induce Crimpiug. 

any labourer under an agreement or contract to abseond from service 
shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $100, or to 
imprisonment of either description for a term not exceeding three 
months, or to both, in respect of every labourer so induced or attemp- 
ted to be induced, and on a second or subsequent conviction for a 
similar offence, committed on a separate occasion, shall be liable 
to a fine not exceeding $200, or to imprisonment of either description 
for a term not exceeding six months, or to both, in respect of every 
labourer so induced or attempted to be induced. 


68. Any person who shall take into his employment any labourer, Employment 
knowing or having reason to believe that such labourer is bound by of absconded 
an agreement or contract to any other employer, and any person who #bourer. 
shall knowingly retain in his employment any labourer after receiving 
due notice that such labourer is so bound, shall be lable, on convic- 
tion, to a fine not exceeding $100, or to impris:vment of either des- 
cription for a term not exceeding three months, or to both. 


69. Any person who shall harbour or conceal any labourer whom Harbouring 
he knows or has reason to believe to have absconded from the service absconded 
of his employer shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding labourer. 
$100, or to imprisonment of either description for a term not exceed- 
ing three months, or to both. 


60. The whole or any portion of any fine recovered under the Apportion- 
three preceding sections may be awarded by the Court to the employer ment of fine.

61. (i). Any person who employs labourers in a mine either as

be so affixed. Provided always :—

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(a). That such notice shall clearly set out the name of the 
employer responsible to the labourers for their wages and other 
emoluments due to them; 


(b). That such notice shall contain no illegal or immoral 
conditions ; 


(c). That no labourer taking service under such notice shall 
be compelled to continue working under its conditions for a longer 
period than six months, notwithstanding any debt that he may owe 
to any person ; 


(d), That all the terms and conditions of every such notice shall 
be approved by the Protector, and that a copy of it certified by the 
employer to be a true copy of the oriyinal notice, and signed by the 
Protector as approved by him, shall be deposited with the Officer 
in charge of the police station nearest to the mine at which such 
notice is affixed. Such copy shall also bear a certificate signed by 
the employer stating the date from which the notice shall have 
been in force and shall be filed by the Officer in charge of the 
police station. 


(ii). Any employer who shall contravene any of the provisions of 
this section shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $500. 


62. (i). Any person who employs labourers in a mine as tribute 
labourers may define the conditions upon which such labourers are 
engaged by affixing in a conspicuous place in such mine a notice in 
the Chinese language setting out the conditions upon which he en- 
gazes such labourers, and, in the absence of any special agreement to 
the contrary, the terms of such notice shall be deemed to be binding 
as a contract under this Enactment, as between such employer and 
such labourers as may enter such employment whilst such notice shall 
continue to be so affixed. Provided always :— 


(a). That such notice shall clearly set out the name of the em- 
ployer responsible to the labourers for the advancing to them of all 
necessary goods and moneys, and the term during which the labourers 
may be required to labour ; 


(6). That such notice shall contain no illegal or immoral con- 
ditions ; 


(c). That no labourer taking service under such notice shall be 
compelled to continue working under its conditions for a longer period 
than twelve months, notwithstanding any debt that he may owe to any 
person ; 


(a). That if at any time the employer shall fail to make due 
and sufficient advances to the labourers of the necessary goods and 
moneys, none of the conditions of the notice shall be enforceable by 
the employer against the labourers, and such labourers shall be at 
liberty to seek another advancer ; 


(ec). That all the terms and conditions of every notice exhibited 
under the provisions of this section shall be approved by the Pro- 
tector, and that a copy of it certified by the employer to be a trye 
copy of the original notice, and signed by the Protector as approved 
by him, shall be deposited with the Officer in charge of the police 
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station nearest to the mine at which such notice is affixed. Such 
copy shall also bear a certificate signed by the employer, stating 
the date from which the notice shall have been in force, and shall 
be filed by the Officer in charge of the police station. 


(ii). Any ener who shall contravene any of the provisions 
of this section shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceed- 
ing $500. 


63, All wages earned by a labourer under such an engagement 
shall become due and payable on a date previously arranged between 
the parties thereto in accordance with the mining custom of the 
place in which such labourer is working, provided that in no case 
shall such date be more than six months later than the date of 
the commencement of such engayement, and provided further that 
in the event of the employer ceasing to provide a proper and suftici- 
ent supply of money and necessaries for the use of the labourer, as 
required by the terms of his engagement, all moneys due from him 
to such labourer shall immediately become payable. 


PART VII. 
OTHER PROVISIONS RESPECTING CONTRACTS. 


64, (i). Whenever any labourer complains to the Court or the 
Protector that he has reasonable grounds for believing that his 
employer, in order to evade payment of his wages, is about to 
leave the State, it shall be lawful for the Court or the Protector 
to summon such employer and direct him to shew cause why he 
should not be required to give security by bond to remain in the 
State till such wages are paid; and if after hearing the evidence 
of such employer the Court or the Protector adjudicate that such 
bond shall be given, it shall be lawful for the Court or the Protec- 
tor to order such employer to give security by bond in a reasonable 
Sum that he will not leave the district or the State (as the Court 
or the Protector may direct) until he satisfies the Court or the Pro- 
tector that all the just claims of his labourers against him for wages 
have been paid or settled. 


(ii). If the employer fails to comply with the terms of such order 
to give security, he shall be detained in the civil prison till arrange- 
Ments are made by the Court or the Protector for settling the claims 
of his labourers by distress or otherwise, provided that such employer 
shall be released at any time on security being furnished, or on his 
ayment, either in whole or in a reasonable part, of all claims of his 

abourers and provided that in no case shall the period of such deten- 
tion exceed three months. 


Gii). The bond to be given by an employer shall be a personal 

md with one or more sureties, and the penalty for breach of the 
bond shall be fixed with due regard to the circumstances of the case 
and the means of the employer. 


(iv). If on, or after, complaint made by any labourer under Sub- 
Section (i) it appears to the Court or the Protector that there is good 
round for believing that the employer complained against has abs- 
Conded or is absconding or is about to abscond, it shall be lawful 
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for the Court or the Protector to issue a warrant for the apprehension 
of such employer, and such employer shall be detained in safe custody 
pending the hearing of the complaint unless he finds good and 
sufficient security to the satisfaction of the Court or the Protector 
for his appearance to answer the complaint, 


(v). If after summoning an employer to appear to shew cause why 
he should not be required to give security by bond to remain in the 
State till the wages of his labourers are paid it shall appear to the 
Court or the Protector after enquiry that the labourer who made 
the application had no reasonable or sufficient grounds for making it, 
; the Court or the Protector may impose a fine of $5 upon such labourer 

and in default of payment sentence him to imprisonment of either 
description for a term not exceeding fourteen days.

SANITATION AND HOSPITALS. 


77. Every employer who has agreed or contracted to provide 
house accommodation for his labourers shall supply and maintain such 
accommodation as shall fulfil all reasonable sanitary requirements. 
Should it appear to the Protector, or to any Mayistrate duly 
authorised by the Resident, that the accommodation provided is likely, 
by reason of its site, construction, size, or otherwise, to endanger the 
health of any labourer or of any other person, it shall be lawful for 
such Protector or Magistrate to serve the employer with an order 
in writing requiring him to remove, alter or enlarge such accommo- 
dation within a reasonable time, to be stated in such order; and such 
order may also, if necessary, declare that no labourer shall be permitted 
to occupy any building the subject of such order, pending such 
removal, alteration, or enlargement, and any employer who shall 
neglect or refuse to comply with such order shall be liable, on 
conviction, to a fine not exceeding $200, and further to a fine not 
exceeding $10 for each day beyond the prescribed time during which 
such removal, alteration, or enlargement remains uncompleted. 


78. Every employer who shall be convicted of housing any 
labourer in a building the state or surroundings of which are in such 
a condition as to endanger the health or safety of such labourer shall 
be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $100. 


79. Should the accommodation upon any mine be insanitary or 
otherwise unsatisfactory, it shall be lawful for the Protector or a 
Magistrate to order that no labourers shall be admitted to such mine 
until the necessary improvement has been effected. 


80. Every employer who is bound to provide house accommoda- 
tion for his labourers shall also be bound to provide for them a 
sufficient quantity of wholesome water. 


81. Should it appear to the Protector, or to a Magistrate, that 
the water provided for the use of the labourers upon any mine is 
insufficient in quantity or unwholesome in quality, it shall be lawful 
for such Protector or Magistrate to serve such employer with an order 
in writing requiring him to increase or improve such supply within a 
reasonable time, to be stated in such order, and such order may also, 
if necessary, declare that the employer shall not permit any labourer 
to use the water which is the subject of such order until such 
improvement has been effected, and any employer who shall neglect 
or refuse to comply with such order shall be liable, on conviction, 
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toa fine not exceeding $200, and further to a fine not exceeding $10 
for each day beyond the prescribed time during which such increase 
or improvement shall remain uncompleted. 


82. In the event of any labourer falling sick and requiring Sick labour- 
medical treatment it shall be the duty of his employer to send him, ers to be sent 
with as little delay as possible, to the nearest Government hospital te hospital. 
for treatment, providing transport if necessary. 


83. Every employer who without reasonable excuse, the proof of Penalty for 
which shall lie upon him, shall fail to send to hospital any such 2on-compli- 
labourer shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $100, or 8% 
to imprisonment of either description for a term not exceeding two 
months, and upon conviction for a second or subsequent similar 
offence, committed within two years from the date of a previous con- 
vietion for such an offence, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 
$500, or to imprisonment of either description for a term not exceed- 
ing six months, or to both. 


84, If it shall appear at any time to the Protector or to a Order for 
Magistrate or to a qualitied Medical Officer of the Government that removal of 
a labourer is suffering from a contagious or infectious disease or that sick labourer, 
it is otherwise desirable that he should be removed and placed under 
medical care, it shall be lawful for such Protector, Magistrate or 
Medical Officer to cause such labourer to be forthwith removed to 
such place as he may direct, and such labourer shall thereupon be 
detained until discharged by an order in writing under the hand of 
a Medical Officer. 


85. It shall be lawful for the Resident, by order in writing, to Hospitals.

a reasonable time, to be stated in such order, and thereafter to 
Inaintain at his own expense, a hospital for the reception of the 
labourers employed for the purposes of such mine, upon such site 
and of such description as shall be approved by the State Surgeon, 
and also to require such owner or employer to employ a duly qualified 
dresser to be approved by the State Surgeon to superintend such 
hospital and to provide him with fit and proper house accommodation 
to the satisfaction of the State Surgeon. 


86. It shall be lawful for the Resident, by order in writing, to Orders by 
fix from time to time the description and quantities of general diets Resident as 
for patients, the number of hospital attendants, together with the *? hospitals. 
description and quantities of drugs and other medical and surgical 
appliances to be kept in stock at any such hospital. 


87. Every owner or employer who neglects or refuses to comply Penalty for 
with any such order as is mentioned in the two last preceding sections non-com- 
shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding $100, and further Pliance. 
to a fine not exceeding $10 for each day beyond the prescribed time 
during which he shall have failed to comply with the same.

ABSTRACT OF CHINESE MINING LABOUR LAW. 


1. A verbal agreement is deemed to be for one month and to 
be renewed frum month to month until it is determined by either 
party giving a mouth’s notice or paying to the other party a month’s 
Wages. 


2. (a). The Manager of any mine may post a notice in Chinese 
on his mine stating the terms under which labourers are to work on 
time, piece or contract work, and whoever signs such notice is held 
to be the employer and such notice shall be deemed to be a contract 
between the person who signs it as employer and the labourer who 
Commences work on such mine; such notice shall state clearly who 
is responsible for the wages of the labourer. No labourer working 
Under such a contract shall be compelled to work for more than six 
Months notwithstanding any debt he owes to any person. 


(b). Tribute labourers may make an agreement with any person 
to advance to them, and he is to be regarded as the employer; such 
Agreement must be in writing in Chinese and be signed by the em- 
Ployer and be suspended in the kongsi, and it shall be deemed to be 
& contract between the employer and the tribute labourers. Tribute 

-bourers and the employer may fix how long the contract is to last 
and the employer must state this clearly in the notice, but under no 
Circumstances may an employer compel a tribute labourer to work 
4gainst. his. will under such an agreement for more than twelve 


——s 
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months notwithstanding any debts which may be due from such 
tribute labourer to such employer. If at any time the employer 
shall fail to advance the necessary goods and moneys, none of the 
conditions of the notice shall be enforceable by the employer against 
the labourers ; and the labourers shall be at liberty to take a new 
advancer. 


(c). All such notices must first be approved by the Protector, 
and a copy, certified by him as approved by him, be deposited with 
the officer in charge of the nearest police station to the mine. 


The mining labour law set out above in paragraphs (a) and (b) 
is voluntary, and not compulsory. If employer and labourer prefer to 
work on other conditions than those set out above it is open to them to 
make them. But employer and labourer must remember that verbal 
agreements only last for one month, and cannot bind either party to 
any term longer than thirty days. If therefore, employer or labourer 
wish to work on terms other than those stated above in paragraphs 
(a) and (b) for more than a month, they should make a written 
contract and have it signed by both parties before the Protector or 
Magistrate. Such contract, however, will not be valid if-it contains 
anything contrary to the provisions of this Enactment. 


3. No written contract made before a Magistrate or the Protector 
may be for more than three hundred and sixty days’ work or “Kung” 


or for a longer period of time than twelve months, if made in 
ger p 


the Colony or Federated Malay States, nor for a longer period than 
two years, or for more than seven hundred and twenty days’ work if 
made elsewhere. 


4. No time during which a labourer is in prison or absent 
without leave counts towards completion of contract and the labourer 
must work off such days. 


But under no other circumstances can a labourer be detained 
under one and the same written contract for a longer period than two 
ears in the case of a contract made in the Colony or the Federated 
Malay States; nor for a longer period than three years in the case 


-of a contract made elsewhere. 


5. An employer cannot dismiss a labourer under written contract 


nor transfer him to another employer unless such labourer express 
his willingness before a Mayistrate or the Protector. 


6. An employer may himself arrest a labourer and take him 
before a Magistrate to complain against him. 


_ 7% If a labourer absconds his employer may himself arrest 
him anywhere if he is in a public place, and take him before 
a Magistrate. 


If he is in another employer’s house or service the employer 
may himself arrest him without warrant if he has a photograph 
of such labourer, endorsed by a Magistrate or the Protector, or 
if the other employer consents to his being arrested. If such other 
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employer refuses to arrest the labourer the employer demanding the 
arrest of the absconded labourer may insist on the other employer 
arresting him and taking him before the Court. If the other employer 
refuses to do this he may be fined a sum not exceeding $100 by 
the Mayistrate. An absconding labourer can always be arrested 
without warrant by his employer if he takes a Police Officer with 
him to effect such arrest. 


A Magistrate may order a labourer to pay any sum not exceed- 
ing $10 to his employer fur the cost of his arrest. 


8. Every employer who neglects or omits to fulfil an agreement 
or contract is liable to a fine of $50 or, in default, to three months’ 
simple imprisonment. 


Every labourer on a written contract who neglects or omits to 
carry out his contract, or who refuses to work, or who absconds, is 
liable to a fine of 850, or to six months’ imprisonment, or to both, 
and for a subsequent similar offence to twelve months’ imprisonment. 
Every labourer on a verbal agreement who refuses to work, disobeys 
orders, or damages the property of his employer, is liable to a fine 
of $10, or to imprisonment not exceeding six weeks for a first offence, 
and for a second or subsequent similar offence to a fine not exceeding 
$25 or, in default, to imprisonment for a term not exceeding three 
months. 


9. If any labourer is absent from work through idleness or 
sickness due to immorality or misconduct he gets no wages for the 
period of such absence. 


All contract labourers who work by the day or month are entitled 
to have two holidays a month, namely on the first and fifteenth of 
each Chinese moon. They are also entitled to holidays on customary 
festivals without deduction from wages. 


All contract labourers who have agreed to do so many days’ work 
or “ Kung” ( x ) are entitled to stop work on the first and fifteenth 


of every Chinese moon, and on the chief Chinese festivals, provided 
that the total number of days of their absence shall not exceed five 
days in any one month. 


Such labourers are not to be credited with wages on such days. 


10. All labourers under written contract are entitled to food and 
medical attendance from their employers free while absent from work 
owing to sickness. 


Labourers on verbal agreements are not entitled to food and 
medical attendance from their employers. 


Every employer is bound to send any of his labourers falling ill 
to the nearest Government hospital under penalty of a fine of $100. 


11. Every employer is bound to take any labourer wishing to make 
a complaint before a Magistrate, under penalty of a fine of $100. 
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If the Court finds the complaint of the labourer te be frivolous 
the labourer may be fined up to $10 and this fine may be given to the 
employer as compensation. 


12. The Protector, or“a Magistrate, may order employers who 
provide houses for their coolies to improve them if unhealthy, and 
the employer is liable to a fine of $200 for non-compliance. ° 


18. If the house accommodation is unhealthy, insufficient or 
unsafe for the labourers the Protector or Magistrate may forbid the 
employer to put labourers in such buildings. 


14, The Protector or a Magistrate may order an employer who 
provides house accommodation for his labourers to provide wholesome 
water for them, or to improve existing sources, under penalty of a fine 
of $200. 


15. No employer shall prosecute a labourer for absconding, idle- 
ness, or refusal to work, if the wages of such labourer have become 
overdue to him, under the terms of his agreement or contract, or under 
the provisions of the law, and the employer shall have refused to pay 
the same on demand. 


16. If a labourer has received advances outside the State in 
consideration of an engagement to work in the State, and did not 
before entering the State sign a contract acknowledging such advan- 
ces, he must sign such a contract within six weeks of his arrival in 
the State. 


17. No contract under this Enactment is valid unless it has been 
duly certified by a Magistrate or the Protector or some other person 
appointed by the Resident for that purpose. 


18. The Protector or any Magistrate, and any officer authorised 
in writing by a Magistrate, may enter upon any mine. 


19. If the Protector or any Magistrate of the First Class is 
satisfied that a labourer has been ill-used by his employer he may 
cancel his contract. 


20. No employer need pay wages to a labourer for any period 
of imprisonment undergone by him or for any time spent by him 
in travelling to or from prison or to or from a Court about a case 
in which he is convicted. 


21. If any labourer is convicted of an offence and is impri- 
soned the employer may apply to the officer of the prison to have 
such labourer returned to him on expiration of his sentence and 
can send a person to receive him, or have such labourer returned 
by a police escort (at the employer's expense) to the place where 
he is employed. No fine or imprisonment terminates the verbal 
agreement or written contract of a labourer. 


_ 22. Under no circumstances may an employer make one labourer 
liable for the offences or debts of another labourer.

T IS HEREBY enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council 
as follows :— 


1. This Enactment may be cited as “The Registration of Short title 
Imports and Exports Enactment, 1904,” and shall come into force ena 
upon the publication thereof in the Gazette. é 


2. It shall be lawful for the Resident, with the approval of the Rules. 
Resident-General, to make Rules for the registration of all goods 
imported into and exported from the State, and for the issue of certifi- 
cates relating to goods so imported or exported, and such Rules shall 
be published in the Gazette, and shall, at the expiration of 30 days 
after such publication, have the same force and effect as if contained 
in this Enactment, and every person guilty of a breach of or non- 
compliance with any Rule so made and published, and any person 
wilfully making any false or misleading statement, written or verbal, 
with respect to any of the matters dealt with by this Enactment or by 
the Rules published thereunder shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine 
not exceeding $100. 


8. It shall be lawful for the Resident, with the approval of the Appointment 
Resident- General, from time to time, by notification in the Gazette, to of Registrar. 
appoint, by name or office, a Registrar, or Registrars, of Imports and 
Exports, for the purposes of this Enactment, and to revoke any such 
appointment.

States or is exported from the State to any place outside the 
Federated Malay States, the Registrar of Imports and Exports shall, 
if possible, enter in his Register the following particulars :—

13. Whenever any such sugar as aforesaid is exported from any Granting 
place in the State to any place outside the Federated Malay States aaa 
the Officer in charge of the Customs at the place at which such sugar ° pitas 
is exported from the State shall on demand, if satisfied as to the Bee 
country of origin, production or manufacture of such sugar and as to 
the other required particulars, issue to the exporter a certificate of 


©rigin indicating the following particulars :— 
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(a). The quality and quantity of the sugar. 
(b). The number and description of the packages. 
(c). The origin as well as the destination of the sugar. 


(d). The method of transport (whether by rail, sea, etc.), giving 
the name of the ship or railway. 


(e). For what length of time the certificate is available, the 
maximum period being fixed at one year exclusive of detention in 
customs warehouses. 


For sugar produced in countries not parties to the Brussels Con- 
vention, the certificates must further state whether the consignment 
proceeds from a factory which does not refine sugar which in 
accordance with the terms of the Brussels Convention is either liable 
to a special import duty or the importation of which is entirely 
prohibited. 


14. Whenever any such sugar as aforesaid is imported into the 
State from any place outside the Federated Malay States, the Officer 
in charge of the Customs at the place at which such sugar is imported 
into the State shall require from the importer a certificate of the 
origin of such sugar issued by the proper fiscal authority of the 
country of origin or manufacture, indicating the particulars above 
mentioned. 


The expression “importer” in this Rule includes the consignee 
or his agent and also the master of the vessel in which any sugar is 
imported. 


15. Where sugar which has been imported into any of the 
Federated Malay States from a place outside the said States is after- 
wards exported from the State whether in a changed condition or 
after re-packing or otherwise, no certificate of origin shall be issued 
in respect. of such sugar by the Officer in charge of the Customs 
unless and until the certificate of origin under which such sugar was 
imported has been produced and given up to such Officer.

An Enactment to Amend the Law relating to the Protection of 
Wild Animals and Birds. 
(19th May, 1904]. 
H. CONWAY BELFIELD, 
Acting British Resident. 


ti IS HEREBY enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council 
as follows :— 


Bi 1. (i). This Enactment may be cited as “The Wild Animals and Short title, 
irds Protection Enactment, 1904,” and shall come into force three and com- 
months after the publication thereof in the Gazette. mencement. 


Gi). Upon tke coming into force of this Enactment the Enactment Repeal. 
Specified in the First Schedule shall he repealed to the extent mentioned 
2 the third column thereof. 


2. In this Enactment unless the context otherwise requires— Interpretation 


“* Big game” means any animal included from time to time in the 
Second Schedule ; 


Scheay? - ’* means any animal included from time to time in the Third 


“* Wild bird” includes all birds found wild within the State other 
Sch those included from time to time in the Fourth, Fifth and Sixth 
“ed .ules ; 
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“Shoot ” includes to shoot at with any gun or blow-pipe, or to kill, 
wound, snare, net, or take by means of any contrivance. 


Offences. 8. Subject as hereinafter provided, it shall not be lawful for any 
person— 


(a). To shoot any female elephant or female sambur deer ; 
(b). To shoot any immature big game or deer ; 


(c). To shoot any big game or wild bird or any bird included from 
time to time in the Fourth Schedule or any snipe unless he be duly 
licensed in that behalf in accordance with the provisions of this 
Enactment ; provided that no licence shall be required in the case of 
His Highness the Sultan, the High Commissioner, the Resident-General 
or the Resident. 


(d). To procure or instigate any other person not duly licensed in 
that behalf to shoot any big game or wild bird or any bird included 
from time to time in the Fourth Schedule, or any snipe; 


(e). To snare, net or take by means of any contrivance, or to 
procure or instigate any other person to snare, net or take by means 
of any contrivance any deer or any bird included from time to time in 
the Fourth Schedule, or any snipe; provided that no native of the 
State who shall snare, net or take any deer or any such bird as is in 
this sub-section referred to shall be deemed to have committed an 
offence under this sub-section if he prove that such deer or bird 
was snared, netted or taken in order to serve as food for himself 
or his family and was used for that and for no other purpose; 


(f). To expose or offer for sale or have in his possession, alive or 
dead, any big yame, deer or bird or any part thereof unless the same 
shall have be: lawfully taken, as to which the burden of proof 
shall be upon uch person. 


Licence to 4. (i). Licences to shoot big game or wild birds shall only be 
shoot big a issued by the Resident and shall be substantially in the form of 
See pee wi the Seventh and Eighth Schedules, respectively, and it shall be in 


the absolute discretion of the Resident to grant or refuse such licences, 
for every such Hcence a fee shall be payable at the rate prescribed 
from time to time under Section 11, provided that the Resident may 
reduce or remit the fee prescribed for a licence to shoot wild birds 
in any case where he is satisfied that such licence is intended to be 
used only in the interests of science. 


(ii). The term of a licence under this Enactment to shoot big 
game or wild birds shall not exceed six months; on the expiration 
or other determination of any such licence a further licence may, 
in the discretion of the Resident, be granted to the holder thereof. 


(iii). Notwithstanding anything contained in Sub-sections (i) and 
(ii), any holder of a licence to shoot big game who shall on the 
expiration thereof certify in writing to the satisfaction of the Resident 
that he has not killed, wounded, taken or fired at any big game during 
the period of such licence shall be entitled, on application, to a further 
licence free of charge to shoot such big game as are specified in the 
expired licence or, at his option, to a refund of the fee paid by him in 
respect of the expired licence. 
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5. (i). Licences under this Enactment to shoot birds included 
fromm time to time in the Fourth Schedule and snipe shall be substan- 
tially in the form of the Ninth Schedule and may be obtained on 
application made verbally or in writing to the principal Police Officer 
of any district and payment of the prescribed fee; provided that in 
any place where such principal Police Officer is below the rank of 
Inspector every such licence shall be countersigned by the District 
Officer. 


(ii). 'The term of any such licence shall not exceed one year. 


6. (i). Every licence under this Enactment, unless it be otherwise 
expressly stated therein, shall be valid throughout the State. 


Gi). In no case shall a licence be transferable. 


7. Subject to any express limitations therein contained every 
licence to shoot wild birds, or birds included from time to time in 
the Fourth Schedule or snipe, issued and in force in any other of 
the Federated Malay States shall have the same effect as if it had 
been issued under this Enactment; and, subject as aforesaid, every 
licence to shoot big game issued and in force in any other of the 
Federated Malay States shall, if it be endorsed by the Resident, have 
the same effect as if it had been issued under this Enactment. 


8. (i). The Resident may require any person anplying for a licence 
to shoot big game or wild birds to deposit in the ‘lreasury a sum not 
exceeding $500; and if any person who has made such deposit as 
aforesaid shall commit any breach of the terms of any licence to 
shoot big game or to shoot wild birds issued to him or of the pro- 
visions of this Enactment, the whole of such deposit or such part 
thereof as the Resident may direct may, by order of the Resident, be 
forfeited to the Government, without prejudice to any penalty to 
Which such person may be otherwise liable.

Shoots any bird during the iod of any close season 
declared for such bird under Section 11, $5 in respect of every 
such bird so shot ; 


(n). Contravenes the provisions of Section 18, $25 ; 

(0). Contravenes the provisions of Section 14, $250; 

(p). Fails to surrender a cancelled licence on demand, $25 ; 

(q). Shoots without due authority in a reserve created under 
Section 18, $500. 


(ii). In every case where an animal or bird is unlawfully shot or 
taken, the hea |. carcase, feet, skin, tusk, horns of such animal, or the 
plumage of su-h bird, shall be liable to forfeiture by order of a 
Magistrate. 


(iii). If any person, being bound by the provisions of this Enactment 
to make a report of big game or of wild birds shot, shall, without 
reasonable excuse, fail to make such report no licence to shoot big game 
or wild birds shall in future be issued to such person. 


Reward to 20. The Court before which any conviction under this Enactment 
informers. is had may direct that any sum not exceeding one half of any fine 
actually recovered shall be paid to the informer.

91. (i). Every officer duly appointed to exercise the powers of 
Warden shall be vested by virtue of such appointment with the powers 
of a Magistrate of the First Class for the purpose of compelling the 
attendance of witnesses, of maintaining order in his Court and other- 
wise of carrying into effect the provisions of this Enactment.

OF THE RESIDENT-GENERAL, ON THE 181 DAY OF 
JUNE, 1904, UNDER THE PROVISIONS OF SECTION 
124 OF “THE MINING ENACTMENT, 1904.” 


INTRODUCTORY. 


1, (i). These rules may be cited as “The Mining Rules, 1904,” 
and shall come into force on the Ist July. 1904. 


(ii). In these rules the expression “ the Enactment” means “ The 
Mining Enactment, 1904. 


PREMIA, RENTS AND FEES. 


2. Subject to any special instructions by the Resident given 
with the sanction of the Resident-General in exceptional cases, the 
premia, rents and fees to be charged under the Enactment shall be as 
follows :-—

5. In further addition to the prescribed survey fees the Govern- 
ment, in cases where mining lands lie at a considerable distance from 
any surveyed lands, reserves the right to charge the whole or part of 
the cost of the connections necessary to fix the mining lands in their 
correct position on the district map at a rate not exceeding 80 cents 
per chain of traverse run. 
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SERVICE OF NOTICES, 


6. The service of all notices or other processes issued under the 
provisions of the Enactment, or of any rules made thereunder, may be 
effected as follows :— 


(i). Service may be effected by delivering or tendering a copy of 
the document to be served, authenticated by the seal of the issuing 
officer, either to the person to whom it is addressed or to any adult 
member of his family (other than a servant) residing with him, and 
obtaining the signature of the person to whom such copy is delivered 
or tendered to an acknowledgment of service endorsed upon the origi- 
nal document or written in a book to be kept for that purpose. 


(ii). If the person to whom such copy is delivered or tendered is 
unwilling or unable to sign the acknowledgment, or if the serving officer 
is unable to find any proper person on whom to effect personal service, 
service may be effected by affixing a copy of the document to be served 
ke peoneenole position upon the land (if any) which is affected, and 

yy also— 


(a). Affixing a copy thereof upon the house or place of business 
of the person to be served if such can be found within the State, or 


(b). Affixing a copy thereof or a notice containing full particulars 
thereof at the mosque, penghulu’s halei, market or other common place 
of resort in the town or village or kampong in which the person to he 
served usually resides or last resided.

ALIENATION.

REGISTRATION. 


8. Where the Collector requires for record a true copy of any 
instrument presented to him and a duly certified copy thereof is not

9. Revocation of an original power of attorney, filed in any Land 
Office, may be by delivery to the Collector of a notice substantially in 
the form of Schedule I hereto.

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SALE OF CHARGED LAND.

(ii). Every auction shall be conducted under the conditions of sale 
prescribed for the conduct of auctions of State land so far as the same 
may be applicable. 


15. The date of the sale shall be wholly in the discretion of the 
Collector, who may if he see fit postpone it at any time. 


16. The Collector shall cause such public notice to be given of the 
sale as he may in the interest of the parties or of either of them think 
advisable. Any expense incurred in so doing shall be part of the cost 
of the proceeding.

(iii), Should the amount realised be more than sufficient to meet 
the costs and the claim of the chargee the balance shall be paid to the 
chargor or person claiming under him. 


21. Upon payment to the chargee of the amount due to him in 
respect of the churge, or of such less amount as may be available after 
deducting the costs of the proceedings, the Collector shall endorse 
upon the order of sale a certificate giving the name of the purchaser 
and the price paid, and shall register the purchaser as owner of 
the land. 


REGULATION OF MINING OPERATIONS (GENERAL). 


22. Every owner or manager of a mine who shall have been 
furnished by the Warden with a summary of the provisions of Part V 
of “The Mining Enactment, 1904,” or of any rules thereunder, shall 
keep the same posted in a conspicuous place in the principal building 
on his mine so that all persons employed in such mine may have 
free access thereto. 


23. No person not properly authorised in that behalf shall wil- 
fully remove or render useless any fencing, means of signalling, signal 
chain, flange, brake, indicator, ladder, platform, steam - gauge, water- 
gauge, safety -valve or anything in any mine provided for the safety of 
any miner. 


24. No woman or girl and no boy under the age of 16 years shall 
be employed in any underground working. 


25. No shaft shall be sunk within 100 feet of the edge of any 
road or of the outer rail of any railway or siding or of any building, 
not being « building used in connection with the mining operations, 
without the written permission of the Resident. 


26. No shaft shall be sunk within 30 feet of any other shaft 
without the written permission of an Inspector. 


27. The top of all working and pumping shafts and all entrances 
between the top and bottom of such shafts shall be kept properly 
fenced, provided that any such fence may under proper precautions be 
temporarily removed for the purpose of repairs or other necessary 
operations. 


28. When one part of a shaft is used for the ascent or descent of 
persons by ladders and another part thereof is used for raising 
substances got in the mine the first-mentioned part shall be cased or 
otherwise securely fenced off from the last-mentioned part. 


29. No truck, iron, timber, tools, rail or other material shall, 
except when the shaft is being repaired, be placed in any cage in 
which men are being lowered to or raised from their work. 


80. Every working shaft exceeding 150 feet in depth, which is 
‘used or intended to be used for raising or lowering persons, shall, 
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unless the Warden grant exemption in writing, be provided with 
guides and proper means of communicating distinct and definite 
signals from the bottom of the shaft and from every entrance for 
the time being in use between the surface and tle bottom of the shaft 
to the surface, and from the surface to the bottom of the shaft and to 
every entrance for the time being in use between the surface and the 
bottom of the shaft. 


The signals shall be as follows :— 


Stop or hold fast me es ae ... 1 knock. 
Raise os ue a ase ee ... 2 knocks. 
Lower ... ey oe oie ae el Be sy

The manager of any mine shall add to the foregoing such ad- 
ditional signals not inconsistent therewith as may in his opinion be 
necessary, and shall cause copies of the complete code of signals to be 
posted in the winding engine-house and at the top and bottom of the 
shaft and at all entranzes thereto in such languages as may be in use 
among the persons employed in the mine. 


31. There shall be on the drum of every machine used for lowering 
or raising persons such flanges or horns and also, if the drum is conical, 
such other appliances as may be necessary to prevent the rope from 
slipping. 


82. There shall be attached to every machine worked by steam, 
water or mechanical j ower and used for lowering or raising persons an 
adequate brake and ulso a proper indicator (in addition to any mark 
on the rope), whereby the person working the machine may know the 
position of the cage or load in the shaft. 


33. Every windlass worked by manual power shall be provided with 
an adequate brake and shall have, attached to the rope, marks whereby 
those working the windlass may know the position of the load in the 
shaft. 


34. A clear view shall be kept for the engine driver between his 
station and the shaft at the surface brace. 


35. No appliances except such as are of a pattern approved by 
the Warden shall be used for raising or lowering miners or materials in 
any shaft. 


36. All ladders, windlasses, brakes, ropes and winding gear shall 
be kept in good condition and repair to the satisfaction of the Warden 
or an Inspector. 


37. The Warden shall cause to be thoroughly examined at least 
once in every six months all ropes in use by miners in connection with 
machinery used for the purposes of hauling and winding and shall 
record in a hook to be kept for that purpose the condition of such 
ropes at the time of such examination. 
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38. Every underground plane whereon persons travel which is self- 
acting or worked by an engine or windlass shall be provided with 
sufficient man-holes as places of refuge at intervals of not more than 20 
yards and also, if it exceed 100 feet in length, with some approved means 
of signalling between the stopping places and the ends of the plane. 


39. Every man-hole and space for a place of refuge shall be kept 
clear and unobstructed and no persons shall place in or near the same 
anything which may prevent free access thereto. 


40. Any fly-wheel and all exposed and dangerous parts of any 
machinery used in or about a mine shall, unless specially exempted by 
the Warden, be kept securely fenced. 


41. No gunpowder, dynamite or other explosive or highly inflam - 
mable substance shall be used underground in any mine except in 
accordance with the following conditions :— 


(a). It shall not be stored in the mine except in such quantities, 
not exceeding 50 lbs., as the Warden may permit; 

(b). It shall not be taken into the mine except in such quantities, 
and in such manner as may be allowed under any code of rules in 
force for the local government of such mine, or in such quantities and 
in such manner as the Warden may permit; 

(c). No iron or steel pricker shall be used in blasting, and no iron 
or steel tools shall be used in tamping or ramming; 


(d). No attempt shall be made to withdraw any charge which has 


missed fire ; 
(e). No boring shall be done in the bottom of any hole which has 
once been fired. e 


42. No shaft or underground working place which has been out 
of use shall be brought into use or the use thereof resumed until 
effectual measures have been taken for the dissipation of all noxious 
gases therefrom. 


43, (i). Every mine shall be kept so ventilated that the health 
of persons working in the shafts, winzes, levels and underground 
working places thereof and using the roads to and from such working 
places shall not be injured ; and in every shaft more than 60 feet deep 
some mechanical or other appliance adapted to ensure adequate venti - 
lation shall be provided. 


(ii). In the case of a single shaft, it shall be divided by a 
partition into two compartments whereof one shall be used as an 
up-cast and the other as a down-cast shaft. 


(iii). In the case of two or more shafts connected underground, 
one of such shafts shall be used as an up-cast shaft. 


(iv). Every reasonable precaution shall be taken to see that air 
travels freely to all working faces before ascending the up-cast shaft. 


44, Whenever there is any indication, whether from the infiltra- 
tion of water or otherwise, of the close proximity of old workings, all 
Persons employed in the workings shall immediately come to the 
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surface and no person shall re-enter the workings with naked light 
until every reasonable precaution shall have been taken to ensure the 
absence of an explosive mixture of gas and air. 


45. In approaching workings likely to contain a dangerous accu- 
mulation of water, bore - holes shall be kept in advance of the face as a 
precaution against an inrush of water; and no drive, gallery or other 
excavation shall be made within a dangerous distance of any such 
accumulation. 


46. In any mine where the Warden may so direct, a stretcher 
and ambulance, splints, bandages and other first-aid appliances shall 
be kept ready to hand. 


47. At any mine where the Warden may so direct, a book shall 
be kept wherein the manager or other person in charge of the mine 
shall certify at intervals of not less than seven days that he has 
personally examined the mine, and the buildings, winding machinery, 
ropes and other appliances used in or about the same and has found 
them to be in good order, or as the case may be, and shall also 
specify any repairs or alterations which in his opinion are required to 
ensure greater safety to the persons employed in or about such mine, 
and shall as soon as such repairs have been executed enter a record 
thereof in the said book. 


SPECIAL RULES FOR REGULATING THE REMOVAL OF 
ALLUVIAL DEPOSITS FROM BENEATH WATER BY

HEREAS Muhammad Yusuf bin Datoh Lasam Datoh Panglima 
Kinta died on the 27th day of October, 1903, intestate : 


AND WHEREAS at the time of his death the said Muhammad 
Yusuf bin Datoh Lasam Datoh Panglima Kinta was possessed of and 
entitled to considerable property in the State of Perak: 


AND WHEREAS it is desirable to declare who are the next of 
kin of the deceased according to Muhammadan law as modified by local 
custom and as such entitled to share in the distribution of his estate, it 
is hereby enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council as follows :— 


1. This Enactment may be cited as “The Datoh Panglima 
Kinta’s Intestate Estate Enactment, 1904,” and shall come into force 
from the date of publication in the Government Gazette. 


2. The several persons whose names respectively are set out in 
the first column to the Schedule hereto shall be entitled to share in 
the distribution of {he deceased’s estate in the proportions set out in 
the second column t» the said Schedule, and shall be recognised as 
and have the status uf widows and children of the deceased, according 
to Muhammadan law. 


8. The administrators of the said estate for the time being may 
at their discretion convert all or any portion thereof into money for 
the purpose of distribution or may partition the same without con- 
version amongst the persons entitled.

T IS HEREBY enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council 
I as follows :— 


1. (i). This Enactment may be cited as ‘The Labour Enactment, Short title, 
1904, No. 3 (Chinese Agricultural),” Amendment Enactment, 1904 commence- 


and shall come into force upon the publication thereof in the Gazette. ment and 
repeal. 


(ii). Upon the coming into force of this Enactment “ The Labour 
Enactment, 1904, No. 3 (Chinese Agricultural),” shall be repealed. 


2. In the interpretation of this Enactment and the schedule Interpre- 
thereto the following expressions shall, unless repugnant to or incon- tation. 
sistent with the context, have the meanings hereinafter assigned to 
them, viz :— 


“Employer” shall include every person, firm, corporation or com- 
y who or which enters into an agreement or contract with any 
lato: as next hereinafter described, and the agent or manager of 
such person, firm, corporation, or company, and shall include the 


person in charge of a “ Rumah Kechil” or Chhu Kia (FF F) 
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“ Labourer” shall mean any Chinese person employed to labour 
on an estate where agricultural operations are carried on, but shall not 
include domestic servants : 


The expression “‘a day’s work” shall mean either work for a day 
of as many hours, not exceeding nine, as is customary for a labourer 
to work on an estate or a task which is approved by the Protector 
under Section 30, for the estate.on which the labourer is for the 
time being working, as being equivalent to a day’s work. 


“Agreement” shall mean a verbal engagement to labour in 
accordance with the provisions of this Enactment. 


“Continuing Agreement” shall mean an agreement for a term 
not exceeding one calendar month, renewable from time to time by the 
mutual consent of the parties thereto. 


“Contract” shall mean a contract in writing to labour in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this Enactment. 


“Contract labourer” shall mean a person who is legally bound 
to labour by virtue of a contract as hereinbefore defined. 


“ Parties,” when used with reference to an agreement or contract, 
shall mean the employers and labourers between whom such agreement 
or contract is made. 


“Party” shall mean the employer or the labourer, according to 
the context. 


“The Protector” shall mean the Officer for the time being per- 
forming the duties of Protector of Chinese, and shall include any 
Officer performing the duties of Assistant Protector of Chinese and 
any other Officer duly authorised in that behalf by the Resident. 
Every Officer duly appointed to perform the duties of the Protector 
shall, for the purposes of carrying out his duties under this Enact- 
ment, be vested with the powers of a Magistrate of the First Claas. 


“Court” shall mean the Court of the Senior Magistrate or of a 
Magistrate of the First Class. 


Persons under sixteen years of age shall be deemed to be under 
age for the purposes of this Enactment; but any person of sixteen 
years of age or over may enter into an engagement under this Enact- 
ment for his or her labour.

ABSTRACT OF CHINESE AGRICULTURAL LABOUR LAW. 


1. A verbal agreement is deemed to be for one month and to be 
renewed from month to month until it is determined by either party 
giving a month’s notice or paying to the other party a month’s wages. 


2. A written contract is invalid unless it is made before a 
Magistrate or the Protector or other duly authorised person, or 
unless, if made outside the State, it is endorsed by a Magistrate or 
the Protector. 


8. No written contract can be for more than three hundred 
and sixty days’ work or “ Kung” (X) or for a longer period of 
time than twelve months, if made in the Colony or Federated Malay 
States, nor for a longer period than two years, or for more than seven 
hundred and twenty days’ work if made elsewhere. 


4. No time during which a labourer is in prison or absent without 
leave counts towards completion of contract and the labourer must 
work off such days. 


But under no other circumstances can a labourer be detained 
under one and the same written contract for a longer period than 
two years in the case of a contract made in the Colony or the 
Federated Malay States: nor for a longer period than three years 
in the case of a contract. made elsewhere. 


5. An employer cannot dismiss a labourer under written contract 
nor transfer him to another employer unless such labourer express his 
willingness before a Magistrate or the Protector. 
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6. An employer may himself arrest a labourer and take him 
before a Magistrate to eumplain against him. 


7. Ifa labourer absconds, his employer may himself arrest him 
anywhere if he is in a public place and take him before a Magistrate. 


Tf he is in another employer’s house or service the employer may 
himself arrest him without warrant if he has a photograph of such 
labourer, endorsed by a Magistrate or the Protector, or if the other 
employer consents to his being arrested. If such other employer 
refuses to arrest the labourer the employer demanding the arrest of 
the absconded labourer may insist on the other employer arresting 
him and taking him before the Court. If the other employer refuses 
to do this he may be fined a sum not exceeding $100 by the 
Magistrate. An absconding labourer can always be arrested without 
warrant by his employer if he takes a Police Officer with him to 
effect such arrest. 


A Magistrate may order a labourer to pay any sum not exceeding 
$10 to his employer for the cost of his arrest. 


8. Every employer who neglects or omits to fulfil an agreement 
or vontract is liable to a fine of $50 or, in default, to three months’ 
simple imprisonment. 


Every labourer on a written contract who neglects or omits to 
carry out his contract, or who refuses to work, or who absconds, is 
liable to a fine of $50, or to six months’ imprisonment, or to both, 
and for a subsequent similar offence to twelve months’ imprison- 
ment. Every labourer on a verbal agreement who refuses to work, 
disobeys orders, or damages the property of his employer, is liable 
to a fine of $10, or to imprisonment not exceeding six weeks for a 
first offence, and for a second or subsequent similar offence to a fine 
not exceeding $25 or, in default, to imprisonment for a term not 
exceeding three months. 


9. If any labourer is absent from work through idleness or sick- 
ness due to immorality or misconduct he gets no wages for the 
period of such absence. 

All contract labourers who work by the day or month are entitled 
to have two holidays a month and this is to be on the first and 
fifteenth of each Chinese moon. They are also entitled to holidays 
en customary festivals without deduction from wages. 

All contract labourers who have agreed to do so many days’ work 
or “Kung” (ZX) are entitled to stop work on the first and fifteenth of 
every Chinese moon, and on the chief Chinese festivals, provided that. 
the total number of days of their absence shall not exceed five days 
in any one month. 


Such labourers are not to be credited with wages on such days. 


10. All labourers under any form of written contract are entitled 
to food and medical attendance from their employers free while absent 
from work owing to sickness. 


Labourers on verbal agreements are not entitled to food and 
medical attendance from their employers. 
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Every employer is bound to send any of his labourers falling ill 
to the nearest Government hospital under penalty of a fine of $100. 


11. Every employer is bound to take any labourer wishing to 
make a complaint before a Magistrate, under penalty of a fine of $100. 


If the Court finds the complaint of the labourer to be frivolous 
the labourer may be fined up to $10 and this fine may be given 
to the employer as compensation. 


12. The Protector, or a Magistrate, may order employers who 
provide houses for their coolies, to improve them if unhealthy, and 
the employer is liable to a fine of $200 for non-compliance. 


13. If the house accommodation is unhealthy, insufficient, or 
unsafe for the labourers the Protector or Magistrate may forbid the 
employer to put labourers in such buildings. 


14. The Protector or a Magistrate may order an employer who 
provides house accommodation for his labourers to provide wholesome 
water for them, or to improve existing sources, under penalty of a fine 
of $200. 


15. No employer shall prosecute a labourer for absconding, idle- 
ness, or refusal to work, if the wayes of such labourer have 
become overdue to him under the terms of his agreement or contract, 
or under the provisions of the law, and the employer shall have refused 
to pay the same on demand. 


16. Ifa labourer has received advances outside the State in 
consideration of an engagement to work in the State, and did 
not before entering the State sign a contract acknowledging such 
advances, he must sign such a contract within six weeks of his arrival 
in the State. 


17. The Protector, any Magistrate, or any officer authorised 
in writing by a Magistrate, may enter upon any estate in which 
labourers are employed. 


18. If the Protector or any Magistrate of the First Class is 
satisfied that a labourer has been ill-used by his employer he may 
cancel his contract. 


19. No employer need pay wages to a labourer for any period 
of imprisonment undergone by him or for any time spent by him in 
travelling to or from prison or to or from a Court about a case 
in which he is convicted. 


20. If any labourer is convicted of an offence and is imprisoned, 
the employer may apply to the officer of the prison to have such 
labourer returned to him on expiration of his sentence and can 
send a person to receive him, or have such labourer returned by a 
police escort (at the employer’s expense) to the place where he is 
employed. No fine or imprisonment terminates the verbal agree- 
ment or written contract of a labourer. 


_ 21. Under no circumstances may an employer make one labourer 
liable for the offences or debts of another labourer. '

RESIDEN'T-GENERAL, ON THE 97H DAY OF JULY, 1904, UNDER SEC-— 
TION 4 OF “THE DECREPIT VAGRANTS ENACTMENT, 1902.” 


Rule 9 of the Rules made under the said Enactment and published in 
the Gazette of 20th December, 1902, Notification No. 1509, is hereby 
rescinded and the following rules are substituted therefor :— 

“9. The immates shall be taught basket-making, mat-making, sewing 
and other light handicrafts at the discretion of the Superintendent. 


“QM. (i). Marks entitling an inmate to receive on discharge a gratuity 
proportionate to the number “of marks then standing to his cradit may be 
awarded by the Superintendent to every inmate in “vespect of every day’s 
work performed by him (exclusive of Sundays), as to the Superintendent 
may appear equitable ; provided that the number of marks whieh may be 
awarded to any inmate in respect of a day’s work shall not exceed four. 


“ (ii). The Superintendent shall keep a register showing the number of 
marks earned day by day by each inmate and shall on the discharge of any 
inmate pay to him’ « gratuity calculated at the rate of one cent for each 
mark then standing to his credit under this rule.”

The Council assembles at 11 a.m. 


An Enactment to declare who are the next of kin of Muhammad 
Yusuf Datoh Panglima Kinta bin Datoh Lasam, deceased, and as such 
entitled to share in the distribution of his estate, is read to the Council by 
the Resident. His Highness the Sultan explains at length to the Council 
the objects and reasons of the Enactment, which has been drafted at his 
request after consultation with the Resident and the Administrators of the 
estate. The Council expresses its sense of the propriety of the measure, 
and the Enactment is passed, becoming No. 18 of 1904. 


2. On the motion of His Highness the Sultan the Council decides 
that it shall be a direction to the Administrators of the above-mentioned 
estate that sums not exceeding $400 each shall be paid out of the proceeds 
of the estate to six “ waris,” and that sums not exceeding $2,000 each shall 
be paid to the three divorced wives of the deceased Datoh—these persons 
not being included in the Schedule to the above-mentioned Enactment. 


3. Ic is further decided that it shall be a direction to the Administra- 
tors that no order relating to the disposition of any portion of the estate of 
the said Datoh shall be valid and effectual unless made with the authority 
and under the hands of the three Administrators conjointly. 


4. It is further resolved that it shall be an instruction to the 
Administrators to obtain an expert valuation of each portion of the landed 
property forming part of the estate, and to acquaint the persons named in 
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the schedule to the above-mentioned Enactment with the result of such 
valuation in order that each of them may have the option of taking their 
shares, or parts of them, in property or in cash. 


5. An Knactinent to repeal and re-enact with certain amendments 
the Labour (Chinese Agricultural) Enactment No. 13 of 1904, is explained 
by the Resident and passed, becoming No. 19 of 1904. 


6. The Council takes into consideration the case of Kaligai Perumal, 
convicted of culpable homicide amounting to murder, and sentenced to 
death by the Court of the Senior Magistrate, the sentence having been 
confirmed by the Acting Judicial Commissioner. 

The notes of evidence are read to the Council in extenso by the 
Resident together with a recommendation to merey recorded by the 
assessors and a petition received from the wife of the prisoner. 


The Council is unanimously of opinion that the sentence of death 
should be commuted, and it is accordingly decided that there be substituted 
for it a sentence of imprisonment for the term of the prisoner’s natural 
life. . 
7. At the request of His Highness the Sultan, after consultation with 
the Raja Muda and the Resident, and with the unanimous acquiescence of 
the Council, the following changes in the appointments of certain Penghulus 
are substituted for certain arrangements agreed to at the previous 
meeting :— 

(i). Muhammad Yatin, Penghulu of Chigar Galah, to remain in his 
present post. 

(ii). Haji Abdul Rahman, Assistant Penghulu, Gopeng, salary $420, to 
be Penghulu, Bagan Datoh, salary $291. 

(iii). Muhammad Noh, Penghulu, Bagan Datoh, salary $291, to be 
Assistant Penghulu, Gopeng, salary $420. 

(iv). Raja Abdul Majid, Clerk in the ‘Treasury, Batu Gajah, to be 
Penghulu, Assam Kumbang, vier Raja Hamza, retired. 

(v). Haji Tahir, son of the late Panglima Prang Kiri, to be Assistant 
Penghulu, ‘l'anjong Malim, on six months’ probation. 


8. he Council records a recommendation that Yup Ibrahim bin 
Muhammad Zin be appointed Clerk in the Treasury, Batu Gajah, vice Raja 
Abdul Majid. 

9. An application from Mahmud bin Mahomed Taip to convert into 


mining land about 2} acres of agricultural land situated in the mukim of 
Ulu Kinta, is approved at a premium of $20 an acre, the right of con- 


version to be exercised within six months from July Ist, 1904. 


10. An application from Mr. A. R. Adams, of Penang, to convert into 
mining land 125 acres of agricultural land in the mukim of Slim is 
considered. ‘his land forms part of a concession given many years ago to 
a Mr. Smith, and as it appears to have been a term of such concession that 
so much of the land as might thereafter be required for mining should be 
utilised for such purpose without further charge, the formal approval of 
the Council to the alienation for mining purposes of the area comprised in 
this application, without premium, is recorded.

Whereas by Orders in Council dated respectively the 19th day of August, 
1889, and the 26th day of September, 1901, provision has been made 
for the surrender by the Governor of the Straits Settlements to Foreign 
States, in the casé of which the Extradition Act, 1870, does not apply, 
of persons accused or convicted of the commission of certain crimes and 
offences within the jurisdiction of such States. 


And whereas the Extradition Act, 1870, docs not apply in the case of 
the Malay States of Perak, Selangor, Pahang and Negri Sembilan (herein- 
after called the Federated Malay States) and the surrender of persons 
accused or convicted of the commission of crimes in the said States is 
regulated by the said Orders in Council. 


And whereas it is expedient to revoke the said Orders in Council 
xo far as they apply to the Federated Malay States, and to make other 
provisions for the return from the Straits Settlements of persons accused or 
convicted of offences in the said States. 

Now therefore, it is hereby ordered by His Majesty, by and with 
the advice of His Privy Council, as follows: -- 

1. Where in any place in the Federated| Malay States a warrant has 
licen issued for the apprehension of a person accused of an offence punish- 
able by law in the Federated Malay States, and such person is or is suspected 
of being in or on the way to the Colony of the Straits Settlements, a Police 
Magistrate in the Colony, if satisfied that the warrant was issued by a person 
having lawful authority to issue the same, may endorse such warrant 
in manner provided by this Order, and the warrant so endorsed shall be a 
sufficient authority to apprehend within the Colony, the person named 
in the warrant, and bring him before a Police Court in the Colony. 


2. The Court before whom a person so apprehended is brought, 
if satisfied that the warrant was issued by a person having lawful authority 
to issue the same, and satisfied on oath that. the prisoner is the person 
named or otherwise described in the warrant, may order such prisoner 
to be returned to the State in which the warrant was issued, and for that 
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purpose to be delivered into the custody of the person to whom the warrant 
is addressed, or any one or more of them, and to be held in custody and to 
be conveyed by sea or otherwise into the State in which the warrant was 
issued, there to be dealt with according to law. Such order for return 
may be made by warrant under the hand of the Court making it, and may be 
executed according to the tenor thereof. A Police Magistrate shall so far 
as is requisite for the exercise of the powers of this section have the same 
powers, including the power to remand and admit to bail a prisoner, as he 
has in the case of a person apprehended under a warrant issued by him. 


3. Where a person required to give evidence on behalf of the prose- 
cutor or defendant on a charge of an offence punishable by law in the 
Federated Malay States is or is suspected of being in or on his way to the 
Colony of the Straits Settlements, and a Judge, Magistrate, or other officer 
in the Federated Malay States, who would have lawful authority to issuc 
@ summons requiring the attendance of such witness, if such witness were 
within his jurisdiction, has issued a summons for the attendance of such 
witness, a Magistrate in the Colony, if satisfied that the summons was 
issued by a Judge, Magistrate, or officer having lawful authority as aforesaid, 
may endorse the summons with his name, and the witness on service of the 
summons, and on payment or tender of a reasonable amount for his expenses 
shall obey the summons, and in default shall be liable to be tried and 
punished in the Colony, and shall be liable to the punishment imposed by 
Jaw for the failure of a witness to obey such a summons. 


The expression summons in this clause includes any subpoena or other 
process for requiring the attendance of a witness. 


4. A Police Magistrate in the Colony of the Straits Settlements, before 
the endorsement of a warrant for the apprehension of any person in pursu- 
ance of this Order, may issue a provisional warrant for the apprehension of 
that person on such information and under such circumstances as would in 
his opinion justify the issue of a warrant if the offence of which such person 
is accused were an offence punishable by the law of the Colony, and had 
been committed within his jurisdiction, and such warrant may be executed 
within the Colony. Provided that a peison arrested under such provisional 
warrant shall be discharged unless the original warrant is produced and en- 
dorsed within such reasonable time as may under the circumstances 
seem requisite. : 


5. Ifa prisoner in the Colony whose return is authorised in pursuance 
of this Order, is not conveyed out of the Colony within one month after the 
date of the warrant ordering his return, a Police Court or the Supreme 
Court upon application by or on behalf of the prisoner and upon proof that 
reasonable notice of the intention to make such application has been given 
to the person holding the warrant and to the Chief Police Officer of the 
Settlement in which the prisoner is in custody, may, unless sufficient cause 
is shown to the Court to the contrary, order such prisoner to be discharged 
out of custody. 


An order, or refusal to make an order of discharge under this clause by 
a Police Court shall be subject to appeal to the Supreme Court. 


6. When a prisoner accused of an offence is returned in pursuance of 
the law in force in any of the Federated Malay States to the Colony, and is 
not prosecuted for such offence in the Colony or is acquitted of such offence, 
the Governor of the Straits Settlements, if he thinks fit, may on the requisi- 
tion of such person cause him to be sent back free of cost and with as little 
delay as possible to the State in or on the way to which he was apprehended. 
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7. When the return of a prisoner is sought or ordered under this 
Order and it is made to appear to a Police Court or to the Supreme Court 
that by reason of the trivial nature of the case it would having regard to the 
distance, to the facilities of communication, and to all the circumstances of 
the case, be unjust or oppressive or too severe a punishment to return the 
prisoner cither at all or until the expiration of a certain period, the Court 
may discharge the prisoner either absolutely or on bail, or order that he shall 
not be returned until after the expiration of the period named in the Order, 
or may make such order in the premises as to the Court seems just. 


Any order or refusal to make an order of discharge under this clause 
hy a Police Court shall be subject to an appeal to the Supreme Court. 


%. Whenever it appears to the Governor of the Straits Settlements in 
Council that provision is made by the Jaw of the States of Perak or Negri 
Sembilan, respectively, for conceding like powers to the Police Courts and 
Police Officers of the Colony with respect to the arrest in either of the said 
States of persons accused of offences committed and to recovery of goods 
alleged to have been stolen in the Colony it shall be lawful for him to make 
all or any of the following orders :— ; 


(1.) That it shall be lawful for any Police Officer of the State of 
Perak to execute without endorsement within Province 
Wellesley or within the Territory of the Dindings the lawful 
warrant of any Magistrate of the State of Perak for the 
apprehension of any person accused or convicted of a crimi- 
nal offence committed or for the recovery of any goods 
alleged to have been stolen within the State of Perak, in 
like manner as such warrant might be executed within the 
State of Perak. 


Provided always that such warrant be executed within 
one week from the issue thereof. (And that it shall he 
lawful for any such Pclice Officer upon fresh pursuit to 
arvest without warrant any person so accused or con- 
victed as aforesaid at any place within Province Wellesley 
or the Territory of the Dindings within seven miles from 
the boundary of the State of Perak in like manner as he 
might have arrested such person in the State of Perak, and 
to bring him before a Magistrate having jurisdiction in the 
State of Perak to be dealt with according to law). 


CIE.) That it shall be lawful for any Police Officer of the State of 
Negri Sembilan to execute without endorsement within the 
Settlement of Malacca the lawful warrant of any Magistrate 
of the State of Negri Sembilan for the apprehension of any 
person accused or convicted of a criminal offence committed 
ov for the recovery of any goods alleged to have been 
stolen within the State of the Negri Sembilan in like 
manner as such warrant might be executed within the State 
of Negri Sembilan, 

Provided always that such warrant be executed within one 
week from the issue thereof. (And that it shall be lawful 
for any such Police Officer upon fresh pursuit to arrest 
without warrant any person so accused or convicted as 
aforesaid at any place within the Settlement of Malacca 
within seven miles from the boundary of the State of 
Negri Sembilan in like manner as he might have arrested 
such person in the State of Neri Sembilan and to bring 
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him before a Magistrate having jurisdiction in the State of 
Negri Sembilan to be dealt with according to law). 


(III.) That when a person is accused of an offence committed on or 
within the distance of five hundred yards from the boundary 
between the Colony and the State of Perak or the State of 
Negri Sembilan such person may be apprehended, tried and 
punished in the Colony. 

(IV.) That when a person is accused of a crime alleged to have 
been committed in the State of Perak or the State of Negri 
Sembilan on any person or in respect of any property in 
or upon any carriage, cart, vehicle, or vessel employed on a 
journey between the Colony and the State of Perak or the 
State of Negri Sembilan, such person may be apprebended, 
tried and punished in the Colony. 

9. Where this Order provides for the place of trial of a person accused 
of an offence, that offence shall, for all purposes of and incidental to the 
apprehension, trial, and punishment of such person, and of and incidental to 
any proceedings and matters preliminary, incidental to, or consequential 
thereon, and of and incidental to the jurisdiction of any Court or Police or 
other officer with reference to such offence and to any person accused of 
such offence, be deemed to have been committed in any place in which the 
person accused of the offence can be tried for it. 


10. When a warrant for the apprehension of a person accused of an 
offence has been endorsed in pursuance of this Order in the Colony, or 
where this Order provides for the place of trial of a person accused of an 
offence, every Court of the Colony shall have the power of issuing a warrant 
to search for any property alleged to be stolen or to be otherwise unlawfully 
taken or obtained by such person or otherwise to be the subject of such 
offence as the Court would have if the property had been stolen or other- 
wise unlawfully taken or obtained, or the offence had been committed wholly 
within the jurisdiction of such Court. 


SUPPLEMENTAL. 

11. An endorsement of a warrant in pursuance of this Order shall be 
signed by the authority endorsing the same, and shall authorise all or any 
of the persons named in the endorsement ard of the persons to whom the 
warrant was originally directed, and also every Police Officer to execute the 
warrant within the Colony, by apprehending the person named in it and 
bringing him before some Police Court in the Colony, whether the Court 
named in the endorsement or some other. 

For the purpose of this Order every warrant, summons, subpoena, and 
process, and every endorsement made thereon in pursuance of this Order, 
shall remain in force, notwithstanding that the person signing the warrant 
or such endorsement dies or ceases to hold office. 

Any endorsement under this Order may be in the form given in the 
Schedule to this Order. 


12. A Police Court may take depositions for the purposes of this 
Order in the absence of a person accused of an offence in like manner as the 
same might be taken if such person were present and accused of the offence 
before the Court. 

Depositions (whether taken in the absence of the fugitive or otherwise) 
and copies thereof, and official certificates of, or judicial documents stating 
facts, may, if duly authenticated, be received as evidence in proceedings 
under this Order. 
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Provided that nothing in this Order shall authorise the reception of any 
such depositions, copies, certificates, or documents in evidence against a 
person on his trial for an offence. 


Warrants and depositions and copies thereof, and official certificates of, 
or judicial documents stating facts, shall be deemed duly authenticated for 
the purposes of this Order if they are authenticated by the signature and 
official seal of a Judge or Magistrate of the State in which the same are 
issued, taken, or made. For the purpose of this Order, all Courts in the 
Colony shall take judicial notice of the signatures and official seals of the 
Judges and Magistrates of the Federated Malay States. 


13. This Order shall apply where an offence is committed before the 
commencement of this Order in like manner as if such offence had been 
committed after such commencement. 


14. In this Order, unless the context otherwise requires— 

The expression “Governor” includes any Officer administering 
the Government of the Colony. 

The expression “ Police Officer”? includes all grades of persons 
employed for duties in the Police Force of the Colony. 

The expression “the Colony” means the Colony of the Straits 
Settlements. 

The expression “Oath” includes affirmation or declaration in 
the case of persons allowed by law to affirm or declare 
instead of swearing. 

The expression “ Deposition” includes any affidavit, affirmation 
or statement made upon oath as above defined. 


15. This Order may be cited as the Straits Settlements Fugitive 
Offenders Order, 1904, and shall come into force on the date on which it 
shall be proclaimed by the Governor in the Straits Settlements, which date 
is in this Order referred to as the commencement of this Order. 


16. The Orders in Council dated respectively the 19th day of August, 
1889, and the 26th day of September, 1901, are hereby revoked so far as 
they apply to the States of Perak, Selangor, Sungei Ujong, Pahang and 
Negri Sembilan, but not further or otherwise. 


Provided always that this revocation shall not affect— 


(a.) Any warrant duly issued nor anything duly done or suffered 
before the commencement of this Order; nor 


().) Any obligation incurred under the Orders hereby revoked or 
any of thern ; 


(c.) Any legal proceeding or remedy in respect of any such warrant 
or obligation, and any such warrant may be executed, and 
any such legal proceeding and remedy may be carried on 
as if this Order had not been made.

The Council assembles at 11 a.m. 


1. The Resident lays on the table a draft Enactment, entitled “The 
Muhammadan Laws Enactinent,” in the form settled by Council at the 
meeting held on the 16th March, 1904, and, on intimation that no change 
has been made, the draft is passed, becoming Enactment No. 20 of 1904. 

2. The Resident submits to the Council a draft Enactment, entitled 
“The Railways Enactment, 1903, Amendment Enactment, 190+,” explain- 
ing the reasons for alteration. This is considered and passed, becoming 
Enactment No. 21 of 1904. 


3. A draft Enactment to provide for the Naturalisation of Aliens is 
submitted by the Resident to the Council, with an explanation of the reasons 
for its introduction and a brief summary of its provisions. The draft is 
<liscussed and considered, and general approval being expressed by Members 


at the advantages thereby offered to aliens, it is passed, and becomes Enact- 
nent No. 22 of 190+. 
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4, The Council takes into consideration the case of Pakiri, convicted of 
murder and sentenced to death by the Judicial Commissioner on the 25th 
June, 1904. The notes of evidence having been read in extenso by the 
Resident, the Council confirms the sentence and orders it to be carried out 
on Tuesday, 6th September, 190-4. 


5. The Resident submits to the Council and reads in extenso the notes 
of evidence taken in the case of Ulong bin Alang and Namad bin Uda, in 
which the latter was acquitted and the former convicted of murder and 
sentenced to death by the Senior Magistrate and Assessors on 2nd June, 
1904, the sentence being confirmed by the Judicial Commissioner. The 
Council confirms the sentence of death passed on Ulong bin Alang and 
orders it to be carried out on 6th September, 1904. 


6. An application by Mr. John Price Wetherill for a grant of exclusive 
privileges in respect of an invention for improvements in the method and 
apparatus for magnetic separation, is considered hy the Council and granted. 


¢. The Council considers and grants an application by Mr. M. Kelway 
Bamber for exclusive privileges in respect of a new process of manufacture 
of rubber. 


8. The Resident submits for the consideration of the Council papers 
in connection with an alteration, recommended by the District Officer, Larut, 
of the boundaries of the mukims of Kamunting and Batu Kurau, by which 
territory at present included in the latter would he transferred to the former 
mukim. Discussion takes place, and the Malay Members being of opinion 
that it will be advantageous, the alteration is approved by the Council, 


9. The Council considers a petition from the inhabitants of Sungei 
Berlukang, in the mukim of Utan Melintang, that a “ Katuah,” with the 
powers of an Assistant Penghulu, may be appointed at Sungei Berlukang. 
After discussion it is decided that further consideration of the matter be 
deferred pending consultation on the subject between the Raja Muda and 
the District Officer, Lower Perak. 


10. The Council confirms the appointment as Assistant Penghulu, 
Briah, of Wahab bin Jaffar, whose appointment on probation was approved 
at a Council Meeting held on the 7th January, 1904. 


11. Anapplication from Rahima binti Brani for conversion into mining 
land of Agricultural Lots Nos. 366 and 369, Chenderiang, is considered and 
approved by the Council, at a premium of $25 per acre, on condition that the 
right of conversion is exercised within six months from the 24th August, 
1904. . 


12. An application from Sariah binti Kechil to convert into mining 
land Agricultural Lot No. 1,104, in the mukim of Kota Lama Kanan, is con- 
sidered and approved by the Council, at a premium of $25 an acre, the right 
of conversion to be exercised within six months from the 24th August, 190-4. 
On the motion of His Highness the Sultan, the Council resolves that with 
regard to future applications for conversion when no period is expressly 
specified, it shall be an implied condition of the Council’s approval that the 
conversion be completed within six months of the date of approval.

RULES MADE BY THE RESIDENT UNDER THE “PETROLEUM ENACTMENT. 
1897," ON THE 13TH DAY OF SEPTEMBER, 1904. 


No. 1190.—Under the powers vested in him by Sections 10 and 20 of 
the ‘Petroleum Enactment, 1897,” the Resident hereby rescinds the 
“Petroleum Rules, 1897,” and makes the following Rules in the stead 
thereof :— 


Sree ane 1. These rules may be cited as “'The Petroleum Rules, 1904,” and 
all words and expressions used in these rules and defined in the 
“ Petroleum Enactment, 1897,” shall in these rules have the mean- 
inys respectively assigned to them in that Enactment, and— 


(a) “Petroleum in bulk’’ means petroleum in any vessel or 
receptacle having a capacity of three hundred gallons or 
upwards ; 

(b) “Transport” means to remove from one place to another 
within the State; . 


(¢) “Import” means to bring into the State by sea or land, 
and “Importation” means the bringing into the State 
as aforesaid ; 


(d) “Petroleum residue” means petroleum from which the 
lighter and more inflammable parts have been removed 
by distillation or otherwise and includes petroleum tar, 
liquid fuel and other like substances. It is to be treated 
as petroleum under the provisions of the ‘ Petroleum 
Enactment, 1897,” until it has been inspected and tested 
by the Inspector. 


(e) * Petrol” means dangerous petroleum intended for use in 
or in connection with automvbiles other than traction 
enginesas defined in ‘Lhe Automobiles Enact ment, 1903.” 


Notice of 2. Upon the arrival of a vessel bringing petroleum notice must at 
a once be given to the Harbour Master who will inform the Inspector. 
Such Inspector will then proceed on board and either pass the petro- 
leum then and there or take samples which he will test on shore. 
Cntil the petroleum has been passed by the Inspector it may not be 
landed except with the written authority of the District Officer, who 
shall make arrangements for its safe custody until it has been passed.

There shall be no communication between one 
compartment of the building and any other compart- 
ment thereof. 


(f) An embankment of not less than three feet in height shall 
be raised round every place licensed for the storage of 
such petrolenm in such quantity and at a distance of at 
least ten feet from such licensed place.

A. SPECIFICATION: EXPLANATORY OF THE TEST APPARATUS, 
The following is a description of the details of the apparatus :— 
The oil cup consists of a cylindrical vessel 2” diameter, 2,%,” height 

(internal), with outward projecting rim ,*,” wide. 3" from the top and 
12” from the bottom of the cup. It is made of gun metal or brass 
(17 B.W.G.) tinned inside. A bracket, consisting of a piece of short 
stout. wire, bent upwards and terminating in a point, is fixed to the 
inside of the cup to serve as a gauge. The distance of the point from 
the bottom of the cup is 14”. The cup is provided with a close-fitting 
overlapping cover made of brass (22 B.W.G.) which carries the ther- 
mometer and] test-lamp. The latter is suspended from two supports 
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from the side by means of trunnions, upon which it may be made to 
oscillate; it is provided with a spout the mouth of which is 2,” in 
diameter. The socket which is to hold the thermometer is fixed at 
such an angle and its length is so adjusted that ‘the bulb of the 
thermometer when inserted to its full depth shall be 1}” below the 
centre of the lid. 

The cover is provided with three quadrilateral holes, one in the 
centre .5;” by 345" and two smaller ones ,4,” by ,2,” close to the sides and 
opposite each other. The three holes may be closed and uncovered by 
means of a slide and having perforations corresponding to those on the 
lid. 

The slide is moved by a cluck-work mechanism in such a way 
that the poles are uncovered and the test flame applied during three 
seconds and during the fourth second closed and the test flame 
removed. 

Upon the cover is fixed a white bead the diameter of which 
represents the size of the test flame to be used. 


The bath or heated vessel consists of two flat-bottomed copper 
evlinders (24 B.W.G.), an inner one of 3” diameter and 23” height, 
and an outer one of 53" diameter and }” height ; they are soldered to 
a circular copper plate (20 B.W.G.), perforated in the centre, which 
forms the top of the bath in such a manner as to enclose the space 
between the top cylinders, but leaving access to the inner cylinder. 
The top of the bath projects both outwards and inwards about 3”, that 
is its diameter is about ¢" greater than that of the body of the bath, 
while the diameter of the circular opening in the centre is about the 
same amount less than that of the inner copper cylinder. To the inner 
projection of the top is fastened by six small screws a flat ring of 
ebonite, the screws being sunk below tlie surface of the ebonite to 
avoid metallic contact between the bath and the oil-cup. The exact 
distance between the sides and bottom of the bath of the oil lamp is 
1)". A split socket similar to that on the cover of the oil-cup, but set 
at a right angle, allows a thermometer to be inserted into the space 
between the two cylinders. The bath is further provided with a 
funnel, an overflow pipe and two loop handles. 


The bath rests upon a cast-iron tripod stand, tu the ring of which is 
attached a copper cylinder or jacket (24 B.W.G.), flanged at the top 
and of such dimensions that the bath, while firmly resting on the iron 
ring, just touches with its projecting top the inward-turned flange. 
The diameter of this outer jacket is 63". One of the three legs of the 
stand serves as a support for the spirit lamp, attached to it by means of 
a small swing bracket. ‘The distance of the wick-holder from the 
hottom of the bath is 1”, 


Two thermometers are provided with the apparatus, the one for 
ascertaining the temperature of the bath, the other for determining 
the flashing point. The thermometer for ascertaining the temperature 
of the water has a long bull and a space at the top. Its range is from 
about 90° to 190° Fahrenheit. It is fitted with a metal collar fitting 
the socket and the part of the tube below the top of the metal collar 
should have a length of about 33” measured to the end of the bulb. 
The thermometer for ascertaining the temperature of the oil is fitted 
with a collar in a similar manner to the one descnbed. It has a round 
Imlb, a space at the top, and ranges from about 55° Fahrenheit 
to fe Fahrenheit ; it measures from the top of the metal collar 
to bulb 23”. : 


Be DIRECTIONS FOR APPLYING THE TEST. 


1. The test apparatus is to be placed for use in a position where it 
is not exposed to currents of air or draughts. 

2. The heating vessel or water-bath is filled by pouring water into 
the funnel until it begins to flow out at the spout of the vessel. The 
temperature of the water at the commencement of the test is to be 
130° Fahrenheit, and this is attained in the first instance either by 
mixing hot and cold water in the bath, or in a vessel from which the 
hath is filled, until the thermometer which is provided for testing the 
temperature of the water gives the proper indication: or by heating the 
water with the spirit lamp (which is attached to the stand of the 
apparatus) until the required temperature is indicated. 
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If the water has been heated too highly, it is easily reduced to 
130° by pouring in cold water little by little (to replace a portion of 
the warm water) until the thermometer gives the proper reading. 


When a test has been completed, this water-bath is again raised 
to 130° by placing the lamp underneath, and the result is readily 
obtained while the petroleum cup is being emptied, cooled and re-tilled 
with a fresh sample to be tested. The lamp is then turned on its 
swivel from under the apparatus and the next test is proceeded with. 

3. The test lamp is prepared for use by fitting it with a piece of 
plaited candle-wick and filling it with colza or rape oil up to the 
lower edge of the opening of the spout or wick-tube. The lamp ix 
trimmed so that when lighted it yives a flame of about 0.15 of an inch 
diameter and this size of flame, which is represented by the projecting 
white bead on the cover of the oil-cup, is readily maintained by simple 
manipulation from time to time with a small wire trimmer. 

When gas, is available it may he conveniently used in place of the 
little oil lamp and for this purpose a test flame arrangement for use 
with yas may be substituted for the lamp. 


4. The bath having been raised to the proper temperature the vil 
to be tested is introduced into the petroleum cup, being ponred in 
slowly until the level of the liquid just reaches the point of the gange 
which is fixed in the cup. 


The samples to be tested should be cooled duwn (to about 60°) by 
immersing the bottle containing them in ice or by any other method. 
The lid of the cup, with the slide closed, is then put on and the ‘cup is 
put into the bath or heating vessel. The thermometer in the lid of 
the cup hus been adjusted so as to have its bulb just immersed in the 
liquid and its position is not under any circumstances to be altered. 
When the cup has been placed in the proper position the scale of the 
thermometer faces the operator. 


5. The rise of the thermometer in the petrolenm cup is watched. 
When the temperature has reached about 64° the operation of testing 
is to be commenced, the test flame being applied once for every rise of 


one degree.

Reues made by the General Manager of the Federated 
Malay States Government Railways, with the ap- 
proval of the Resident-General, on the Ist day 
of October, 1904, under section 25 of “The 
Railways Enactment, 1903,” to regulate the Con- 
veyance of Luggage on Government Railways.

Commercial travellers, holding Ist class tickets, will 
also be allowed to deposit their personal luggage in a cloak room on

Small articles 4. In computing the weight of luggage allowed to be conveyed free 
nol oe of charge, articles likely to be required on the journey, such as wraps, 
tn free pillows, hand bags, dressing cases or luncheon baskets, which are placed

in the carriage or compartment by or with the consent of the pas- 
senger, will not be reckoned. Such articles will be regarded as being 
in the charge of and at the sole risk of the passenger and will not be 


regiatered. 
lvecice 5. Luggage charges shall be prepaid, but the Railway Administra- 
churecs ‘° tion reserves the right to collect the whole or any part of the amount 
due for excess luggage at destination station either before or subse- 
quent to delivery. 
Registered 6. In the case of luggage intended to be registered, each package 
higenge. shall be securely fastened or locked and have attached to it a label 


fully and legibly describing the passenger’s name and destination ; all 
old labels being removed or obliterated. 


Each package shall then be delivered to a duly authorised railway 
official who shall register the same and hand to the passenger luggage 
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tickets containing a record of the number of packages so registered, 
and destination. The passenger’s ticket must be produced at the time 
of registration of the luggaye. 


(@) The charge for registration will be two cents per package. 


(b) All registered luggage must be conveyed in the guard’s 
van. 


(c) Passengers holding tickets for their registered luggage will 
receive their packages on arrival at destination on 
handing over the luggage tickets to the station master 
or clerk. 


(d) Production of the Inggage tickets issued for registered 
luggage will entitle the Railway Adminisiration to hand 
over the packages referred to thereon to the bearer of 
the luggage ticket, and no liability shall be incurred by 
the Railway Administration if the person producing the 
luggage ticket should happen not to be the true owner 
of the luggage.

THE HARBOUR ORDER IN COUNCIL, 1891. 


PORT RULES MADE BY THE RESIDENT ON THE 10rH DAY OF OCTO- 
BER, 1904. 


No. 1306.—Under the powers vested in him by Scction 10 of the 
Harbour Order in Council, 1891, the Resident hereby rescinds the Port 
Rules made under the said section and published in the Gazette on the 19th 
day of December, 1902, Notification No. 1239, and makes the following 
Port Rules, to come into force on the publication thereof in the Gazelte and 
to have effect, except as otherwise expressly provided, in all ports, navigable 
rivers and channels declared from time to time to he subject to the said 
Order in Council. 


1. For the purposes of these rules “ vessel” includes any steam 
or sailing ship, junk, boat, sampan, or any kind of craft, exceeding 20 
tons burthen used for the conveyance of persons or things by water; . 
“ Steam vessel” includes any vessel propelled by machinery, and 
every vessel which is under sail and not under steam shall be con- 
sidered a sailing vessel, and every vessel under steam, whether under 
sail or not, shall be considered a steam vessel ; 
“Small craft” includes every description of craft not propelled by 
steam, and every junk, tongkang, boat, sampan, prahu or other kind 
of craft not exceeding 20 tous burthen. 


2. Masters of all vessels and small craft in a port shall obey all 
directions which may be given by the Conservator of the port as to 
the berths and stations to be occupied by them respectively. 


8. Subject to the provisions of Rule 2 and of any special rules 
having effect in particular ports, every vessel coming within the 
limits of a port shall anchor whilst discharging passengers or cargo. 


4. Subject to the provisions of Rule 2, no vessel or small craft 
shall anchor or lie in such a manner as to obstruct or render less 
convenient the use of any pier, jetty, landing place, wharf, dock, quay 
or other similar work. 


5. No vessel shall anchor at a less distance from another than 1} 
times the length of the longer vessel. 


6. All launches and small craft, should they have to anchor within 
port limits, shall do so well inshore. 


7. No vessel shall occupy a wharf more than 24 hours to the 
exclusion of another vessel without the written permission of the 
Conservator of the port or other officer duly authorised by him. 


8. Steam vessels shall be allowed to use the wharves in the order 
of their arrival unless the Conservator otherwise direct. 


9. On the import cargo being completely discharged from any 
vessel, she shall, unless her export cargo be waiting to be loaded, cast 
off from the wharf and leave a clear berth, if there be any vessel in 
port undischarged and requiring the use of the wharf. If her export 
cargo be ready for shipment immediately she has finished discharging, 
she shall be permitted to retain the wharf for the purpose of loading. 


10. If, in the opinion of the Conservator of the port, the utmost 
expedition is not being used on any vessel occupying a wharf in 
discharging or loading the cargo, he shall give notice to the master of 
the vessel that he will be required to vacate the wharf at a certain 
hour.

11. Every steam vessel shall drop her anchor when coming along- 
side a wharf. 

12. No vessel shall discharge or take in cargo except in the presence 
of an officer of the Conservator’s Department, unless the permission of 
the Conservator or other officer duly authorised by him shall have been 
previously obtained. 3 A 

13. Every vessel arriving within sight of any port signal station 
shall fly the ensign or flag of the country to which the vessel ma: 
belong and the house flag, if any, or the signal letters of the vessel, 
aud shall keep them flying until acknowledged at such signal station. 


14, All vessels having European mails on board shall fly the inter- 
national code signal R.E.W. on entering a port. 

15. Every steam vessel intending to leave a port shall fly the Blue 
Peter for at least six hours of daylight previous to moving from her 
moorings or weighing anchor, and every steam vessel preparing to 
leave her berth or anchorage shall blow a long blast on a steam 
whistle in sufficient time to give reasonable notice of her intention. 
Steam vessels intending to leave a port within six hours of arrival at 
such port shall fly the Blue Peter on arrival. 


16. The signals to be made by masters of vessels requiring the 
assistance of the police while in a port are as follows :— 

By Day—Ensign to be flown at the main mast head. 

By Night—Qun or rocket to be fired. 

17. In case of fire breaking out ou board any vessel in a port— 

By Day—The officer in charge is to hoist the ensign union 
down at the main, with the letters N.A.P. under, and 
sound continuously with the ship’s bell or fog signal 
apparatus till assistance comes. A gun is to be fired if 
possible. 

By Night—The officer in charge is to fire a gun if possible, 
burn blue lights, send up rockets, and sound continuously 
with the ship’s bell or fog signal apparatus till assistance 
comes. 

18. Steam vessels approaching the limits of any port shall blow a 
blast on a steam whistle on passing any port signal station; steam 
vessels about to round any bend in a river within port limits shall 
blow a blast on a steam whistle; and steam vessels entering a port 
shall blow a long blast on a steam whistle on making out their signal 
flags on any wharf or passenger jetty. 

19. Every vessel] arriving in any port shall be boarded as soon as 
possible after arrival by au officer of the Conservator’s Department, 
who shall carry a register in which he shall enter the name of the 
vessel, date of arrival, name of owners, port and date of last departure, 
names of European passengers on board, numbers of other passengers 
according to nationalities, and a report of any death or casualty which 
may have occurred since leaving the last port. In the event of there 
being a dead animal on board, the master shall report the same. Until 
the prescribed entries have been completed in the register no boat 
other than the boats of the Conservator or Health Officer shall go 
alongside the said vessel, and uo person not belonging to the depart- 
ment of the Conservator or Health Officer shall go on board the same. 

20. No firearms shall be discharged on board any vessel or small 
craft within the limits of any port except as provided for in Rules 16 
and 17. 

21. No steam whistles or syrens shall be blown on board any 
vessel within the limits of any port except as provided for in Rules 15 
and 18, or as may be otherwise absolutely necessary as a warning to 
other craft. 

22. Nothing contained in Rules 3, 12, 15 or 19 shall be held to 
apply to vessels of war, vessels belonging to the Government of the 
Colony of the Straits Settlements, or vessels belonging to the Govern- 
ments of any of the Federated Malay States. 

23. All steam vessels under way within the limits of any port shall 
proceed at the lowest possible speed of which the tide will permit, 
having due regard to the safety of the vessel.

All proposals of candidates for the Nobel Peace Prize, which is to be distributed 
December 10, 1905, must, in order to be taken into consideration, be laid before the Nobel 
Committee of the Norwegian Parliament by a duly qualified person before the first of February 
of the same year. 

Any one of the following persons is held to be duly qualified: (a) Members of ths 
Nobel Committee of the Norwegian Parliament; (b) Members of Parliament and Membere 
of Government of the different States; (c) Members of the Interparliamentary Council; 
(d) Members of the Commission of the International Peace Bureau ; (e) Members of the 
Institute of International Law ; (f) University professors of Political Science and of Law, 
of History and of Philosophy: and (g) persons who have received the Nobel Peace Prize. 


The Nobel Peace Prize may also be accorded to institutions or associations. 
According to the Code of Statutes, § 8, the grounds upon which any proposal is made

T IS HEREBY enacted hy His Highness the Sultan in Council as 
follows :— 


1. (i.) This Enactment may be cited as “The Prisons Enactment, shor ut 
1904,” and shall come into force upon the publication thereof in the come 
Gazette. : 


(ii.). Upon the coming into force of this Enactment, the Enactments 
specified in the schedule shall be repealed to the extent mentioned in 
the third column thereof.

2. It shall be lawful for the Resident to appoint such and so many Appointment 
prisons ay may be necessary for the custody of persons undergoing of prisons.

trial or remanded for further examination, and of persons confined on 
civil process, and to define by notification in the Gazette which prisons 
shall be used for the custody of particular classes of prisoners.

graphing of prisoners, with the time or times at which and the manner

Paes and seal remove all or any prisoners confined in any prison to another 
prison within the State, and it shall not be necessary in such order to 
designate any prisoner by name but it shall be sufficient to describe 
such prisoners by reference to their nationality or sentence or by some 
other like general description. 


(ii.) Whenever a prisoner undergoing a sentence of imprisonment 
appears to the Resident to be of unsound mind the Resident may, by 
order under his hand and seal setting forth the grounds of belief that 
such prisoner is of unsound mind, direct his removal to any Lunatic 
Asylum or other fit place of safe custody within the State, there to be 
kept and treated as the Resident shall direct until the expiration of the 
term of imprisonment ordered by the sentence or if it shall be certified 
by a medical officer that it is necessary for the safety of the prisoner or 
of others that he should be detained under medical care and treatment, 
then until he shall be discharged according to law ; and when it appears 
to the Resident that such prisoner has become of sound mind the 
Resident shall, by order under his hand and seal, return him to the 
prison whence he was removed if his term of imprisonment has not 
expired but if such term has expired shall direct him to be discharged; 
and it is hereby declared that the provisions of section 32 of the 
Lunacy Enactment, 1898, shall apply to every person confined in 4 
Lunatic Asylum under this sub-section after the expiration of the term 
of imprisonment to which he has been sentenced, and the time during 
which he is so confined shall be reckoned as part of such term. 


(iii.) The time occupied in effecting any removal under this sectio? 
shall be reckoned as part of the term of imprisonment. 


“ Rigorous” 16. Whenever any person shall be sentenced by a Criminal Cowt 
Miso, to “rigorous imprisonment” or imprisonment with hard labour, the 
same shall mean hard labour, in chains if necessary, within or without 
a prison, in such manner as the Resident shall appoint ; and whenever 
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any person shall be sentenced to “ simple imprisonment,” or imprison- 
ment, the same shall mean imprisonment without hard labour, within 
a prison, and such person shall not be required to labour, beyond such 
labour as may be reasonably proper for keeping the prison clean. 

17. Debtors, and persons on remand charged with offences, or Certain inmates 
committed to take their trial, or confined for want of sureties, shall of bison ea 
not be liable to be associated with convicted prisoners, nor shall they convicts, 
be required to labour, beyond such labour as may be reasonably proper 
for keeping their persons and dress in a proper state and keeping the 
places in which they are confined clean. 

18. The Inspector of Prisons and all District Superintendents of Prison officers 
Prisons, all Gaolers, and all Warders and other subordinate officers of Ste pubis 
a prison, appointed under this Enactment or under any rules made 7 
thereunder, shall be deemed to be “public servants” within the 
meaning of the Penal Code. 

19. Whoever contrary to the rules of the prison brings, throws, or penalty for 
attempts by any meang whatever to introduce, into any prison or any bruch of mul 
place provided for the temporary shelter and safe custody of prisoners ance of uti 


icles 
any spirituous or fermented liquor, or tobacco, or intoxicating or Wyse" 
poisonous drug, and every officer of a prison who knowingly suffers 

any such liquor, tobacco, or drug, to be sold or used in any prison or 

any such place contrary to such rules, and whoever contrary to such 

rules conveys or attempts to convey any letter or other article into or 

out of any prison or any such place or to or from any prisoner, and 

whoever abets any offence punishable by this section, shall, on conviction, 

be liable to rigorous imprisonment for a term not exceeding six 

months, or to a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars, or to both. 


20. District Superintendents of Prisons appointed under this District super- 
Enactment are hereby authorised and required to keep and detain eee 
all persons duly committed to their custody by any Court, Judge, or committed, 
other public officer lawfully exercising civil or criminal jurisdiction 
according to the exigency of any warrant or order by which such 
person shall have been committed, or until such person shall be dis- 
charged by due course of law. 

21. Every person remanded to any prison by any Magistrate Delivery of 
charged with any offence shall be delivered to the Gaoler of such Prony 
prison as the Resident may appoint for the custody of such persons, 
together with the warrant of commitment, and such Gaoler shall 
detain such person according to the terms of such warrant, and shall 
deliver such person to such Magistrate, or discharge such person, at 
the time named in and according to the terms of such warrant. 


22. Every person arrested in pursuance of any warrant or order of Intermediate 
any Court in the State having civil jurisdiction shall be brought with- custody of per. 
out delay before the Court by which, or by a Judge or Magistrate of warrant of Civil 
which, the warrant or order was issued or made, and if such Court or © 
a Judge or Magistrate thereof is not then sitting such person shall be 
delivered, for intermediate custody, to the Gaoler of such prison as the 
Resident may appoint for the custody of such persons, and shall be 
brought by him before the said Court or a Judge or Magistrate thereof 
at its next sitting in order that such person may be dealt with accor- 


ding to law. - : 
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Produetion of 23. Whenever the presence of any person confined in a prison is 
“Court, required in any Court of civil or criminal jurisdiction, it shall be law- 


ful for the presiding officer of such Court to issue an order in writing, 
addressed to the District Superintendent of Prisons, requiring the 
production before the Court of such person in proper custody at the 
time and place to be named in such order; and the District Superin- 
tendent shall cause the person named in such order to be brought up 
as directed, and shall provide for his safe custody during his alsence 
from prison; and every such presiding officer of a Court may, by 
endorsement on such order, require the person named therein to be 
ayain brought up at the time to which the matter wherein such person 
is required may be adjourned. Any person detained in custody, with 
a view to banishment, shall be brought before the State Council when- 
ever so required by the written order of the Resident. 


Register of 24. (i.) A register of all persons convicted of crime in the State, to 

Seana. be called the Register of Criminals, shall be kept at the office of the 
Chief Police Officer in such form and containing such particulars as 
the Resident may, with the approval of the Resident-General, from 
time to time direct. 


The Resident may, with the approval of the Resident-General, 
from time to time, by order, prescribe the class or classes of prisoners 
so to be registered and made subject to the provisions of this section. 


(ii.) Every District Superintendent of Prisons shall, as soon as 
conveniently may be after, the arrival of a prisoner. convicted of a 
crime, cause a photograph of such prisoner to be taken, and shall 
cause to be written down, in such form as the Resident may, with the 
approval of the Resident-General, from time to time direct, a descrip- 
tion of the person of the prisoner, including the sex, age or apparent 
age, bodily appearance, height, and any particular marks observable 
on the person of the prisoner, and all the names by which the prisoner 
has been known ; and shall thereafter— 


(a) forward one copy of such photograph and of such des- 
criptive form as soon as conveniently may be to the 
Chief Police Officer ; 


(b) forward at the same time one copy of the said photograph 
and descriptive form to the Chief Police Officer of each 
of the other Federated Malay States ; 


(c) record one copy of the said photograph and descriptive 
form in such manner as the Resident may, with the 
approval of the Resident-General, from time to time 
direct. 


(iii.) The Chief Police Officer on receiving any copy of a photo- 
graph and descriptive form forwarded to him under the provisions of 
sub-section (ii.) shall forthwith, in such manner as the Resident may 
with the approval of the Resident-General from time to time direct. 
enter in the Register of Criminals the particulars contained in such 
descriptive form and attach to the said Register the copy of such 
photograph. 

(iv.) The Chief Police Officer on receiving any copy of a photograph 


and descriptive form forwarded by a District Superintendent of Prisons 
in any other of the Federated Malay States under. the provisions of 
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the law of such State shall enter the same in a separate book to be 
kept by him exclusively for the entry of particulars received from the 
State where such photograph and descriptive form were taken and 
made. 


(v.) Every such photograph and every such descriptive form, 
whether taken or made in the State or received from any other of the 
Federated Malay States under the provisions of the law of such State 
and whether in the original form or entered in the Register’ of 
Criminals, shall, if purporting to bear the signature of the District 
Superintendent of Prisons in the place where the prisoner was convicted 
of the particular offence if in the original form, or if purporting to 
bear the signature of the Chief Police Officer if entered in the Register 
of Criminals, be receivable in evidence in any Court without further 
proof and shall be held to be prima facie proof of the facts therein 
stated. 


(vi.) In this section the expression “crime” means any offence 
punishable with rigorous imprisonment for not less than two years, so 
that the imprisonment be not by way of alternative punishment for 
non-payment of a fine imposed, and includes cases in which the punish- 
ment of death has been commuted to rigorous imprisonment ; and the 
expression “Chief Police Officer” means, except where a different 
intention appears from the context, the police officer of highest rank 
next after the Commissioner available for duty at any time in the 
State.

. INSPECTOR. 


1. The Inspector of Prisons shall visit at least once a year all the 
Prisons in the State and report on their condition for the information 


of the Resident, 


On the occasion of each visit to any prison he shall personally 
inspect every prisoner and shall enquire into all complaints and 
applications which any of the prisoners may make to him. 


He shall give special attention to the sick and weakly and to those 
who are in solitary confinement or punishment cells. 


2. He shall be specially careful to see that these Rules and any 
others which may from time to time be duly made, as also the provisions 
of the Prisons Enactment, 1904, are strictly carried out; and he shall 
call attention to any variations of practice as between different prisons 
in the State, or as between prisons in the State and prisons in any 
other of the Federated Malay States, which may come under his notice. 


8. He shall require from the District Superintendents of Prisons 
periodical reports upon the prisons under their charge at such intervals 
as shall be approved by the Resident-General; and he shall submit to 
the Resident-General annually, before the end of February in each 
year, a report upon all the prisons of the State for the preceding year, 
giving statistics in such forms as shall have been duly authorised. 


DISTRIOT SUPERINTENDENTS. 


4. Every District Superintendent will be responsible for seeing that 
proper records are kept of all such circumstances, and of any corres- 
pondence connected with such circumstances, as may affect the interests 
of particular prisoners, and shall bring the cases to the notice of the 
Resident after such time, or at such intervals, as may be proper in the 
several cases. 


All petitions or other communications relating to particular 
prisoners will be referred to the District Superintendent concerned for 
the purpose of being so recorded. Every District Superintendent shall 
send to the Resident quarterly returns of all such correspondence so 
referred to him. 


5. The name of every convict under a life sentence, or sentence of 
fifteen years or more, who has served fifteen years of his sentence, or 
having served ten years of his sentence has attained, or is believed in 
the absence of positive evidence to have attained, the age of 60, shall 
be submitted by the District Superintendent for the consideration of 
the Resident. In a similar manner the name of every convict who has 
served seven or ten years shall be submitted for consideration. 
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This rule will be communicated to every such convict now in 
prison and to any other on first reception into prison; but each must 
be made to distinctly understand that such submission in no way 
implies that any remission of sentence will be necessarily granted. ~ 


Every District Superintendent shall notify to the Inspector of 
Prisons the case of every prisouer who may fall from time to time 
within the scope of this rule. 


6. Every District Superintendent shall have charge of, and be 
responsible for the proper management of, all prisons in the district to 
which he shall be appointed. He shall take care that the prisoners 
are humanely treated, that the discipline is strictly enforced and that 
economy is duly promoted. 


7. He shall have control of the officers of all prisons in his district, 
shall require from them strict obedience to the Prisons Enactment, 
1904, and all rules made thereunder, and shall in case of misconduct. 
or neglect of duty have power to suspend from duty any officer, report- 
ing the suspension to the Resident and Inspector without delay. 


8. He shall frequently inspect all parts of the prison or prisons, 
and shall occasionally visit them at night at uncertain hours. He 
shall take care that any prisoners who have complaints or applications 
to make are allowed to make them, and that the Medical Ofticer’s 
instructions are carried into effect, and shall pay special attention to 
those prisoners who are in hospital or are undergoing punishment for 
prison offences. He shall from time to time visit the prisoners at their 
meals, and shall inquire into any complaint that may be made to him 
regarding their food. 


9. He shall keep a journal in which he shall enter the hours at 
which he visits the prisons and make a note of any occurrences of which 
it seems desirable, or of which he is directed, to keep a record. 


10. He shall especially be responsible for the due discharge of all 
prisoners immediately on their becoming entitled to release, whether 
from expiration of the period of sentence, or by pardon or commutation, 
or from remissions of sentence earned under Rules 128 to 136; and, to 
ensure accuracy in regard to such remissions, he shall at least once a 
month check the account of good conduct marks to be kept by the 
Warder in charge of each grade under Rule 133. 


11. He shall furnish each year, before the 3]st January, to the 
Resident and the Inspector a general report upon the prison or prisons 
under his charge, in addition to such special or periodical reports as 
may otherwise be required. 


12. The District Superintendent, or in his absence the Gaoler or 
Chief Warder, shall, upon the death of any prisoner, give immediate 
notice thereof to the nearest Magistrate and shall also, as early as he 
conveniently can, report the death to the Resident. 


13. The District. Superintendent may permit any respectable person, 
at reasonable hours, to view the prisons accompanied by an officer who 
shall caution such visitor against conversing or communicating with 
any prisoner. 
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Visitors must give their names and addresses, and are liable to be 
searched by order of the Superintendent. 

The Superintendent may use his discretion in excluding visitors 
who are not provided with an order from the Resident or Secretary to 
the Resident. 

GAOLER. 


14, The Gaoler is the principal resident discipline officer of the 
prison. He shall not be concerned jin any other employment. In the 
absence of the Gaoler the Chief Warder shall act as his deputy. 


15. The Gaoler is responsible for the due observance of all the rules 
of the prison. 


16. He may temporarily relieve any subordinate officer from duty 
and exclude him from the prison in case of misconduct but shall report 
the particulars without delay to the Superintendent. 


17, He shall visit the whole of the prison and see every male 
prisoner once at least in every twenty-four hours, and in default of 
such daily visits and inspections he shall state in his journal how far 
he has omitted them and the cause of such omission. He shall see 
that everything is clean and in good order and that the means of security 
in the different yards, etc., are effective. He shall see that no ladders, 
planks, ropes, chains or anything likely to facilitate escape are left 
exposed in the prison. 


He shall, at least once during the week, go through the prison at an 
uncertain hour of the night, which visit, with the hour and the state 
of the prison at the time, he shall record in his journal. When visit- 
ing the female prison he shall be accompanied by the Matron, or by a 
Female Warder. 


18. He shall take care that every prisoner is strictly searched on 
admission, and that all knives, weapons, instruments, money, opium, 
tobacco, or anything forbidden by the rules, or in his opinion objection- 
able, or anything likely to facilitate escape, be taken from such prisoner. 


19. On parading the officers, both for day and night duty, he shall 
see that they are in all respects fit for and properly acquainted with 
their duties. He shall also read to them any new orders from the 
District Superintendent’s order book. 


20. He shall take care that every prisoner having a complaint to 
make or a request to prefer to him shall have an opportunity of doing 
so, and he shall either take such steps as may appear to him necessary 
to redress any grievance or shall report the same to the Superintendent. 
He shall further take care that any prisoner desiring to appeal to the 
Resident or to the Superintendent or to any Visiting Justice or to the 
Inspector of Prisons on their visits to the prison shall have an 
opportunity of doing so. 


21. (i.) He shall daily inspect and, if possible, weigh the rations 
supplied to prisoners when delivered by the contractor, and in his 
unavoidable absence this duty shall be performed by the Chief 
Warder. i 

(ii.) He or the Chief Warder shall superintend the issuing of the 
prisoners’ meals. 
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He shall take care that every article of food supplied for the use of 
the prisoners is sound and of good quality, and that the scales, weights 
and measures in use in the prison are accurate and in proper order. 


22. He shall cause a printed abstract in English, approved by the 
Resident, (with translations into Chinese, Malay and Tamil) of the 
rules relating to the treatment and conduct of the prisoners, with a 
copy of the prison dietaries, to be kept posted in places accessible to the 
prisoners, and shall read the same, or cause the same to be read, to every 
prisoner who cannot read, within twenty-four hours after his ad- 
mission and once in every subsequent three months. 


23. He shall without delay report to the Medical Officer any case 
of apparent insanity and the illness of any prisoner, and shall deliver 
to him daily a list of prisoners who are ill, or who complain of illness, 
and a list of prisoners in punishment cells. 


24. He shall carry into effect all written directions of the Medical 
Officer respecting alterations in the diet or treatment of any prisoner. 


25. He shall, upon the dangerous illness or death of any prisoner, 
give immediate notice thereof to the most accessible known relative of 
such prisoner. 


26. He shall enforce the highest possible degree of cleanliness in 
every part of the prison, in the persons of the prisoners, and in their 
clothes and bedding, and shall see that the bedding and clothing are 
all in proper repair. 

27. He shall check all demands made on the Storekeeper for stores 
and clothing to be used in the prison, and see that all articles are 
properly marked with the prison mark and that no extra clething is 
issued to a prisoner without the Superintendent’s authority, 

28. He shall keep the following records and accounts :— 

The journal, in which he shall record all such matters as he is 
directed to record therein by these rules, and all other 
occurrences of importance within the prison ; and the entries 
in which he shall date and sign daily, 

A nominal record of all prisoners committed, with the sentence, 
date of commitment, and the date and hour at which such 
sentence will expire, and the name, age, height, weight, 
particular marks and general appearance of the prisoner. 

A punishment book, for the entering of the punishments 
inflicted for prison offences. 

A prison fine and reward fund account book, showing the 
amount and disposal of all fines and forfeitures levied from 
the prison statf. 

itors’ book, for the entry of any observations made by 
visitors, 

A prisoners’ effects book, recording the articles taken from 
prisoners and their disposal. : 

A record of the employment of prisoners sentenced to hard 
labour, and the manner in which they have been so 
employed. 
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An account of the estimated value of the labour of the prisoners. 

A list of books and documents committed to his care. 

An inventory of all the furniture and movable property belong- 
ing to the prison. 

An account of all prison receipts and disbursements. 

A “daily admission” register. 

A “daily discharge” register. 

The weekly and ledger mark account books, showing the marks 
earned and forfeited by every prisoner under Rules 128 to 
138 and the number of marks still wanting to earn 
remission in each case. 


29. He shall be responsible for the safe custody of all journals, 
registers, records, papers, books and documents confided to his care. 


30. He shall not be absent from his quarters at night during the 
hours when the prison is closed without permission from the Superin- 
tendent, and during such absence the Warder next in seniority shall be 
in charge of the prison. 


ata such absence shall be entered in his journal, and if absent 
without leave at night from unavoidable necessity he shall report the 
absence and the cause of it to the Superintendent as early as possible. 


He shall communicate to the Superintendent every circumstance 
which may come to his knowledge likely to affect the security, health 
or discipline of the prisoners, or the efficiency of the prison staff, or 
anything which may in any way require his attention. 


SUBORDINATE OFFICERS. 


31. Subordinate officers of the prison shall obey the directions of 
the Superintendent and of the Gaoler or Chief Warder, subject to 
“The Prisons Enactment, 1904,” and to these rules. 


82. They shall be responsible for the safe custody of prisoners 
under their charge, and in this view they shall count the prisoners at 
least once every half hour, and always :—(1) on receiving charge of a 
party ; (2) on giving over charge; (3) on leaving any building or work. 

Subordinate officers shall not sit down or lounge during their term 
of duty, but shall always be alert and watchful, keeping their faces 
towards the prisoners under their charge. 


33. They shall keep records of the work given out and the work 
performed by the prisoners under their charge. 


34. They shall not be absent from the prison during hours of duty 
without leave from the Gaoler, and before leaving the prison at 
any time they shall leave their keys, arms and books in the Gaoler’s 
olice. 

35. They shall not receive visitors in the prison without permission 
of the Gaoler. and no such visitor shall be admitted beyond the main 
gate of the prison. 


86. No subordinate officer is to punish a prisoner except when 
ordered to do so. 
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37, Any Warder or other subordinate officer may be punished by 
the District Superintendent, with the approval of the Resident, for 
any of the following offences, with a fine not exceeding ¥]U for each 
offence :— 


(a) Disobedience of orders ; 

(b) Untidiness in person or dress ; 

(c) Neglect of duty ; 

(d) Absence from duty without good cause ; 


(e) Using unnecessary violence to any prisoner, except in self- 
defence or in defence of any other prison officer or 
prisoner. 


The approval of the Resident may be given generaily, and it shall 
not be necessary to refer each case to him for his approval. 


If, in the opinion of the District Superintendent, the punishment 
herein prescribed is insufficient for any of the offences mentioned above, 
he shall report the matter to the Resident. 


If a Warder or subordinate officer shall strike any prisoner, 
except in self defence or in defence of any prison officer or prisoner, 
such conduct shall be at once brought to the notice of the Resident. 


38. Warders shall frequently examine the state of the cells, bedding, 
locks, bolts, ete., and shall seize all prohibited articles and deliver 
them to a superior officer forthwith. 


39. No subordinate officer shall make any unauthorised communi- 
cation concerning the prison or prisoners to any person whatever, and 
shall not without authority communicate to the public press information 
derived from official sources or connected with his duties or the prison, 
and any such communication by an officer, without authority, will be 
regarded as a breach of confidence and will render him liable to 
dismissal. 


40. All Warders shall direct attention to auy prisoner who may 
appear not to be in health, although not complaining of sickness, or 
whose state of mind may appear deserving of special notice and care, 
in order that the opinion and instructions of the Medical Officer may 
be taken on the case. 


41. No Warder or Sub-warder shall on any account enter a 
prisoner’s cell at night without being accompanied by another officer 
except in cases of imperative necessity. 


42. No Warder or Sub-warder shall on any pretence whatever fail 
to make an immediate report to his at perior officer of any misconduct, 
or wilful disobedience of the prison rules. 


43. (i.) No Warder or Sub-warder shall unnecessarily converse 
with a prisoner, or by word, gesture or demeanour do anything 
which may tend to irritate a prisoner. 


(ii.) No Warder or Sub-warder shall allow any familiarity on the 
part of prisoners towards himself or any other officer of the prison, 
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or on any account speak of his duties or of any matters of discipline 
or prison arrangement within hearing of the prisoners. 


(iii.) No Warder or Sub-warder shall correspond with or hold any 
intercourse with the friends or relations of auy prisoner, unless 
expressly authorised by the Superintendent. 


44, All Warders and Sub-warders on being relieved from any 
particular duty or transferred to another part of the prison shall 
point out to their successors all matters of special importance cor- 
nected with their duties, and explain any directions of the superior 
officers affecting any particular prisoner. 


45. (i.) All Warders and Sub-warders shall live in such quarters 
as the Government may assign to them. They shall not sleep out of 
such quarters without the permission of the Superintendent. 


(ii.) No Warder or Sub-warder shall permit any pee not being 
a regular member of his family, to remain for the night in his quarters 
without the permission of the Superintendent. 


46. Any Warder or other subordinate officer disabled from the 
regular performance of his duties by illness shall report the same to 
the Gaoler and remain in his quarters until seen by the Medical 
Officer, who may, if necessary, order his removal to the General 
Hospital. 


47, Any Warder or other subordinate officer who shall be guilty of 
improper language or behaviour in the Warders’ Reading-room or 
in any other part of a prison provided by the Government for the use 
or occupation of persons employed in the prison shall be liable to be 
punished by the Superintendent in the same manner and to the same 
extent as for a breach of prison discipline. 


MATRON. 


48. The Matron shall reside in the prison. She shall not be absent 
from the prison, except during such hours as shall from time to time 
be fixed by the Resident, without leave in writing from the Superin- 
tendent ; and in case of such absence the Superintendent shall 
appoint a Deputy Matron, and such Deputy Matron shall have the 
same powers and be subject to the same responsibilities as a Matron. 


49. The Matron shall inspect every part of the prison occupied by 
females and see every female prisoner therein at Peet once in every 
twenty-four hours, and shall at least once in each week, at an uncer- 
tain hour of the night, go through such part of the prison. 


50. She shall search female prisoners on admission and so often 
afterwards as she thinks necessary, and shall see that they are bathed 
and properly clothed in the prison dress. 


51. She shall keep a journal, in which she shall record the state of 
such part of the prison at each inspection, all important occurrences, 
all punishments of female prisoners, and all absences. The rules for 
the conduct of the Gaoler shall apply to the Matron, so far as they 
shall be applicable to her, 
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MEDICAL OFFICER, 


52. The Medical Officer shall examine every prisoner as early as 
possible after admission and make in the Nominal Record the entries 
required by Rule 76. He shall examine every prisoner before he is made 
to undergo hard labour. He shall examine every prisoner sentenced 
to punishment for any prison offence before any such punishment is 
carried out and certify whether in his opinion such punishment can be 
inflicted without the probability of serious or permanent injury being 
caused thereby. He shall visit daily, ur cause to be visited daily by an 
officer of the Medical Department with the approval of the Resident, 
and oftener if necessary, such of the prisoners as are sick, shall see 
every prisoner once a week and every prisoner sentenced to solitary 
confinement once a day, and shall, at uncertain times, inspect the 

risoners whilst at hard labour, and shall direct such modifications of 
labour, diet and punishment as in particular cases he shall deem 
necessary. 


53. He shall keep a journal in which shall be entered day by day 
his comments on the state of the prison and the prisoners; and shall 


‘in the case of every sick prisoner enter on a bed-head ticket an account 


of the name, disease, state and treatment of such prisoner. 


54, He shall report to the Gaoler the case of any prisoner whose 
mind appears likely to be injuriously affected, and give such directions 
in the case as he may think proper. 


He shall frequently examine the food of the prisoners, cooked and 
uncooked, and shall report to the Superintendent as to the quality of 
the provisions and also as to the sufficiency of clothing and bedding, 
any deficiency in the quality or defect in the quantity of the water, or 
any other cause which may affect the health of the prisoners. 


55. He shall give written directions for separating prisoners having 
infectious complaints, or suspected of having them, and for cleansing, 
disinfecting or destroying any infected apparel or bedding. 


56. (i.) The Medical Officer shall report in writing to the Superin- 
tendent the case of any prisoner to which he thinks it necessary on 
medical grounds to draw attention, and shall make such recommen- 
dation as he deems needful for the alteration of the discipline or treat- 
ment of the prisoners or for the supply of additional articles to the 
prisoners. 

(ii.) Whenever the Medical Officer is of opinion that the life of any 
prisoner will be endangered by his continuance in prison or that any 
sick person will not survive his sentence or is totally and permanently 
unfit for prison discipline, he shall state the opinion, and the grounds 
thereof, in writing to the Superintendent who shall duly forward the 
same to the Resident. 


57. At least once in every month he shall inspect every part of the 
prison, and at least once in every three months shall make a report in 
writing to the Resident upon the sanitary state of the prison, the 
health of the prisoners and the adequacy and proper cooking of the 
diets, 

58. The Gaoler will place at the disposal of the Medical Officer 
well conducted prisoners who can safely be entrusted with the duty of 
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attending upon the sick, not exceeding in number one to every ten 
patients. 


59. The Medical Officer shall report to the Superintendent any 
irregularity in the prison hospital which may come to his knowledge, 
or any difficulty or obstruction which he may meet with in the per- 
formance of his duty. 


60. He shall examine all candidates for employment as Warders, 
Sub-warders, or servants of the prison, and report whether they possess 
the necessary qualifications as to health and strength. 


61. He shall conform to the rules of the prison, and shall support 
the Superintendent in the maintenance of discipline and order and the 
safe custody of the prisoners. 


VISITING JUSTICES. 


62. During visits of, inspection made by Visiting Justices in pur- 
suance of the provisions of section 11 of “The Prisons Enactment, 
1904,” neither the Superintendent nor the Gaoler or Chief Warder shall 
accompany the Visiting Justices round the Prisons, but shall inform 
them of any prisoner who wishes to see them and shall otherwise 
assist, them so far as they are able. 


63. They shall on every visit hear any complaint which any prison- 
er may wish to make to them, and ‘shall especially enquire jinto the 
condition of those prisoners who are undergoing solitary confinement. 


They shall once every month inspect all the prisoners in the 
prison, to be paraded for that purpose, with the exception of the 
prisoners in solitary confinement, who should be visited in their cells. 


A Visiting Justices’ minute book shall be provided at the prison 
in which the members of the Board shall record their visits, the 
circumstances under which any prisoner may be sentenced to punish- 
ment by them, and enter any remarks and suggestions which they may 
have to make. This book shall be transmitted to the Resident for his 
inspection on the first day of each month. 


GENERAL. 


64. It is the duty of all prison officers to treat the prisoners with 
kindness and humanity, to listen patiently to and report their 
complaints or grievances, and to be firm in maintaining order and 
discipline and enforcing observance of the rules of the prison. 


65. No officer shall strike a prisoner unless compelled to do so in 
self-defence or in defence of another officer or prisoner. 


66. No prison officer shall receive any fee or gratuity, or have 
any money dealings whatever with, or on behalf of, any prisoner or 
any visitor to any prisoner. 


No officer shall borrow money from any person connected with a 
contract for the supply of food or other articles for the use of the 
prison. 
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No officer shall directly or indirectly have any interest in any 
contract or supply connected with the prison, nor shall he under any 
pretence whatever receive any fee or gratuity from any person con- 
nected with any such contract or supply. Each officer will clearly 
understand that he is responsible for the acts of his family. 


67, No prison officer shall give any certificate or testimonial tu 
or in respect of any prisoner as regards his conduct in prison or 
otherwise. 


68. Prison officers carrying fire-arms shall not use or threaten to 
use them against any prisoner except in case of dangerous violence 
employed or in case of escape or attempted escape which cannot 
otherwise be prevented, and when compelled to use them should use 
them in such a way as to disable and not to kill. 


PRISONERS OF ALL CLASSES, 
ADMISSION OF PRISONERS, 


69. On admission every prisoner shall be photographed and his or 
her name, aye, height, weight, particular marks and yeneral appearance 
shall be registered in the Nominal Record of Prisoners to be kept by 
the Gaoler. All prisoners shall be searched on admission, and when- 
ever there may be reason to suspect them of having prohibited articles 
in their possession, by officers of their own sex, not in the presence of 
any other prisoner, and (except in the case of persons detained for 
sate custody) their private clothes and all other articles whatever not. 
expressly alluwed by the rules shall be taken from them, inventoried 
in the prisoners’ effects book and put away, excepting anything of a 
perishable or dangerous nature, which may be destroyed. They shall 
(except where detained for safe custody only) be dressed in prison 
clothes. 


70. European and Eurasian prisoners sentenced to imprisonment 
for any period exceeding one month shall have their hair cut short 
and their beards, whiskers and moustaches (if worn) trimmed close. 
Those who wear no hair on their faces, or a moustache only, shall be 
shaved once a week. 


The hair of female prisoners shall not be cut on admission or 
afterwards unless the Medical Officer shall consider it to be necessary 
for health and cleanliness. 


Every prisoner shall take a bath on admission, unless it shall be 
otherwise ordered by the Medical Officer. 


71. Native prisoners sentenced to imprisonment for any period 
exceeding one month, who are in the habit of shaving their heads, shall 
be shaved once a week. The hair of other native prisoners, except 
Sikhs, shall be cut close. 


72. The hair of no Sikh prisoner and the queue of no Chinese 
prisoner shall be cut without an order in writing from the Resident, 
which order shall not be made except upon the ground of necessity to 
be proved by the certificate of a Medical Officer. 


73. No prisoner shall have his hair cut, except with his own 
consent, until the time allowed: for appealing has expired without 
appeal, or until his sentence has been confirmed on appeal. 
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74. During the last month of imprisonment the hair shall be 
allowed to remain uncut and unshaven should the prisoner desire it. 


75. Members of the Malay States Guides and of any Police Force 
convicted of breaches of discipline only shall, so far as may be 
practicable having regard to the prison accommodation and the 
circumstances of the case, be kept separate and distinct from prisoners 
convicted of offences of an immoral, dishonest, shameful or criminal 
character. 


76. Every prisoner shall be examined, as soon as possible after 
arrival, by the Medical Officer, who shall enter in the Nominal Record 
particulars of the prisoner’s state of health, whether or not he has been 
vaccinated or had smallpox, whether he has been an opium consumer, 
and to what degree, and any other information that it may seem 
desirable to record. 


Prisoners shall not be sent to hard labour until the Medical Officer 
has certified that they are fit to undergo it. 


DISCHARGE OF PRISONERS. 


77, All prisoners previously to being discharged or to being 
removed to any other prison shall be examined by the Medical Officer. 


78. Except upon his own requisition no prisoner shall be discharged 
whilst labouring under any acute or dangerous disease, nor shall any 
prisoner be discharged until the Medical Officer shall certify that such 
discharge is safe. 


79. On the discharge of a prisoner his own clothes shall be 
returned to him, unless it has been found necessary to destroy them, 
in which case he shall be provided with such clothing as is suitable, 
and the prison clothing shall be well washed and dried before being 
put into store or given to another prisoner. 


80. If the date of release falls on a Sunday, or on a holiday under 
Rule 101, the prisoner shall be released on the preceding Saturday or 
on the preceding day, as the case may be. 


81. Long-sentence prisoners on their release shall be paid a sum 
calculated at half a cent for every mark earned by industry in the upper 
grade and standing to their credit under Rules 130 to 139 plus fifty 
cents which shall be paid on his discharge to every prisoner sentenced 
to one month’s rigorous imprisonment or upwards. 


In addition to the gratuity allowed by the foregoing rule a sum 
not exceeding $20 in the case of a European or Eurasian prisoner, or 
$10 in the case of an Asiatic prisoner, may be awarded to prisoners 
who have undergone sentences of upwards of one year and who have 
shown special zeal and industry, accompanied by good conduct, in any 
branch of prison industrial labour. 


82. No prisoner can, in consequence of misconduct while in prison, 
be detained in pee beyond the expiration of the term of imprison- 
ment to which he was sentenced by a Court of Law unless he has been 
again brought before a Court of Law and received a fresh sentence. 
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83. Prisoners discharged from the prison of a district other than 
that in which they were sentenced shall be asked whether they desire 
to be sent back to that district ; and if they so elect, passages shall be 
provided accordingly. 

PRISON OFFENCES. 


84. The following acts are forbidden, and every prisoner who 
wilfully commits any of the following acts shall be deemed to have 
wilfully disobeyed the rules of the prison and to have committed a 
prison-offence : 


(1) Talking during working hours, or talking loudly, laughing 
or singing at avy time after having been ordered by an 
officer of the prison to desist ; 

(2) Quarrelling with any other prisoner ; 

(3) Secreting any article whatever ; 

(4) Showing disrespect to any prison officer or official visitor ; 

(5) Making groundless complaints ; 

(6) Answering untruthfully any question put by an officer of 
the prison or an official visitor ; 


(7) Holding any communication (in writing, by word of {mouth 
or otherwise) with an outsider, or with any other 
prisoner in disobedience to the rules of the prison ; 


(8) Abetting the commission of any prison-offence ; 

(9) Omitting to assist in the maintenance of discipline by 
reporting any prison-offence, or to give assistance to an 
officer of the prison when called on to do 80; 

(10) Doing any act or using any language calculated to wound 
or offend the feelings and prejudices of a fellow-prisoner ; 

(11) Doing any act calculated to create any unnecessary alarm 
in the minds of the prisoners or officers of the prison ; 

(12) Leaving without permission of an officer of the prison the 
gang to which he is attached or the part of the prison 
in which he is confined ; 

(18) Leaving without permission of an officer of the prison the 
ward, the yard, the place in file or the seat or berth 
assigned to him; 

(14) Loitering about the yards, or lingering in the wards when 
these are open ; 


(15) Omitting or refusing to march in file ; 


(16) Visiting the latrines without permission of an officer of the 
prison, or remaining there longer than is necessary ; 


(17) Refusing to eat the food prescribed by the prison diet 
scale ; 


(18) Eating or appropriating any food not assigned to him or 
taking from or adding to the portions assigned to other 
prisoners ; 
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Removing without permission of an officer of the prison 
food from the cook-room or godowns or from the place 
where meals are served, or disobeying any order as to the 
issue and distribution of food and drink 


Wilfully destroying food or throwing it away without 
orders ; 

Introducing into food or drink any thing likely to render 
it unpalatable or unwholesome ; 

Omitting or refusing to wear the clothing given to him, or 
exchanging any portion of it for the clothing of other 
prisoners, or losing, discarding, damaging or altering 
any part of it; 

Removing, defacing or altering any distinctive number 
mark or badge attached to, or worn on, the clothing or 
person ; 

Omitting or refusing to keep the person clean, or disobey- 
ing any order regulating the cutting of hair ; 

Omitting or refusing to keep clothing, blankets, bedding, 
fetters, iron cups or platters clean, or disobeying any 
order as to the arrangement or disposition of such 
articles ; 

Tampering in any way with prison locks, lamps or lights or 
other property with which he has no concern ; 


Stealing the prison clothing or any part of the prison kit of 
any other prisoner ; 


Committing a nuisance in any part of the prison ; 


Spitting on or otherwise soiling any floor, door, wall or 
other part of the prison building or any article in the 
prison ; 

Wilfully befouling the wells, latrines, washing or bathing 
places ; 

Damaging the trees within the enclosure of the prison ; 


Omitting or refusing to take due care of all prison property 
entrusted to him ; 


Omitting or refusing to take due care of, or injuring. 
destroying or misappropriating, the materials and imple- 
ments entrusted to him for work ; 

Omitting to report at once any loss, breakaye or injury 
which he may accidentally have caused to prison pro- 
perty or implements ; 

Manufacturing any article without the knowledge or per- 
mission of an officer of the prison ; 


Performing any portion of the task allotted to another 
prisoner, or obtaining the assistance of another prisoner 
in the performance of his own task ; 


Appropriating any portion of the task performed by another 
prisoner ; 
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(38) Mixing or adding any foreign substance to the materials 
issued for work ; 


(39) Wilfully causing to himself any illness, injury or disability ; 


(40) Causing or omitting to assist in suppressing violence or 
insubordination of any kind ; 


(41) Taking part in any attack upon any prisoner or officer of 
the prison ; 


(42) Omitting or refusing to help any officer of the prison in 
case of an attempted escape or of an attack upon such 
officer or upon another prisoner ; 


(43) Disobeying any lawful order of an officer of the prison : 


(44) Idling or showing negligence in the performance of his 
allotted task. 


PUNISHMENTS. 


85. For any of the offences enumerated in the last preceding rule 
the District Superintendent may order a prisoner to be punished by 
any one or more of the following :—- 


(1) Close confinement in a punishment cell for a period not 
exceeding seven days on rice and water or bread and 
water ; 


(2) Crank, 12 Ibs. pressure, 10,000 revolutions for a period not 
exceeding seven days ; 


(3) Reduction in grade or postponement of promotion; to or 
from the lower yrade for a period not exceeding one 
month; to or from the middle grade for a period not 
exceeding three months ; 


(4) Forfeiture of remission of sentence for a period not exceed- 
ing 20 days (deprivation of 120 marks at one time) ; 


(5) In the case of short-sentence prisoners sentenced to upwards 
of six months, penal diet for a period not exceeding 
14 days; 


(6) Corporal punishment not exceeding 12 strokes with a 
rattan ; 


(7) Separate confinement with daily task on penal diet for a 
period not exceeding 21 days ; 


(8) Separate confinement with daily task, on ordinary and 
penal diets on alternate days, for a period not exceeding 
42 days; 


86. Daily labour at the crank shall be divided into two equal 

riods, one to be taken before and the other after the daily interval, 

and shall be performed at an uniform rate of revolution, one half of 
the task being completed in each of the said periods. 


No prisoner shall be compelled to labour at the crank for more 
than six hours in any one day. A prisoner employed at the crank for 
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a portion of the day shall work during the remainder thereof at one of 
the forms of hard labour authorised for prisoners undergoing rigorous 
imprisonment. 


87. If any male prisoner is guilty of any offence specified in 
Rule 84 or of any act of gross insubordination or misconduct requir- 
ing to be suppressed by extraordinary means, it shall be lawful for 
the Visiting Justices, after taking evidenc2 on oath, to punish the 
offender :—- 


(1) By close confinement in a punishment cell for a period not 
exceeding thirty days ; 

(2) By separate confinement with daily task for a period not 
exceeding three months ; 


(3) By reduction in grade or postponement of promotion for a 
period not exceeding three months ; 


(4) By forfeiture of remission of sentence for a period uot 
exceeding ninety days ; 

(5) By corporal punishment not exceeding tweuty-four strokes 
with a rattan. 


88. A return of all corporal punishment inflicted and of all labour 
at the crank imposed at every prison shall be submitted monthly to 
the Resident and to the Inspector of Prisons. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


89. Male and female prisoners shall be kept absolutely separate 
from each other, and shall be confined, if possible, in different 
buildings. 


90. Every male prisoner shall, if the accommodation of the prison 
permits, be confined at night in a separate cell duly certified by the 
Medical Officer as sufficient to contain one prisoner. 


91. Where, from want of a sufficient number of certified separate 
cells, it is necessary to place prisoners in association, the smallest 
number to be placed in any room or ward is three, and the room or 
ward shall be lighted at night and be under the constant supervision 
of the prison officers. 


92. Female prisoners shall under no circumstances be attended 
otherwise than by persons of their own sex, and they shall be prevented 
from seeing or holding communication with any male prisoner. No 
Warder or male officer shall enter or be in a room in which females 
are confined unless in the company of the Matron or female Warder 
or, if she or they are unavoidably absent, of another male officer. 


93. Female prisoners shall be classified, so far as possible, and 
known prostitutes shall, so far as possible, be kept in a separate ward 
by themselves. 


94, Female prisoners shall be employed only within the prison 
walls, unless it be otherwise ordered by the Medical Officer. 


95. Female prisoners shall be allowed to earn remission of sentence 
under the mark system.

PRISONS, 


96. A child under nine months of aye may be admitted with its 
mother. 


When any child has presumably attained the aye of nine months 
the Medical Officer shall report if it is desirable or necessary that the 
child should be longer retained. Except under special circumstances 
a child shall not be kept in prison after it has arrived at the age 
of twelve months. 


Should he know of no relations willing or in a position to receive 
such child, the Superintendent shall refer to the Resident for 
instructions. : 


97, Prisoners reckoned under fifteen years of age, whether male or 
female, shall be kept apart from adults, being, if possible, confined in 
separate buildings. 


Any prisoner who declares himself to be more than fifteen years of 
age but who, in the opinion of the Superintendent and Medical Officer, 
showld not, having regard to his character, constitution and 
antecedents, be classed with adult prisoners, shali also be treated as a 
juvenile offender. 


98, Prisoners convicted for the first time shall be kept apart, if 
possible, from habitaal criminals. : 


99. Prisoners shall be locked up for the night by 5.30 p.m. und 
shall have risen and be dressed and have their bedding rolled up by 
5.30 a.m. 


100. The howrs of labour for prisoners, within or without the walls 
of any prison, shall be from 5.45 a.m. to 10.80 a.m., and from 12.30 
p-m. to 4.30 p.m. or such other hours as the Resident may direct. 


11. No prisoner shall be required to do any labour, except such as 
may be necessary for keeping the prison premises clean, on Christmas 
Day. Good Friday, Sunday, the King’s Birthday, the first day of the 
Chinese New Year, Hari Raya, Hari Raya Haji, Tai-pusam, New Year's 
Day, or any day specially appointed for public thanksgiving. 


102. Any Police Officer may at any time visit any prison for the 
uurpose of identifying offenders on production of an order from the 
Chief Police Officer, or in out-stations from the District Officer. 


Officers of the Law with competent warrants or orders for serving 
writs or other legal process on persons within the prisons shall be 
admitted into the prisons for that purpose. 


HEALTH. 


103. The prison and every room and part thereof shall be kept 
clean and shall, as often as may be necessary, be washed, or 
whitewashed with lime. , 


104. The clothes of the prisoners and their bed-clothes shall be 
aired, changed and washed as often as the Medical Officer may direct. 


105. All prisoners not employed in the open air shall have the 
means of taking such exercise in the open air as the Medical Officer 
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shall deem necessary for their health, but so that communication shall 
be prevented as far as the construction of the prison admits. 


106. A proper room, or infirmary, shall be set apart for sick 
prisoners, the separation between males and females, juveniles and 
adults, being strictly maintained. 


107. All prisoners may be vaccinated or re-vaccinated at the 
discretion of the Medical Officer. 


FOOD. 


108. The food of the prisoners shall be in accordance with the diet 
scales set out in the schedule hereto or such other diet scales as may 
from time to time be approved by the Resident on the recommendation 
of the Medical Officer. A copy of the scales for the time being in 
force shall be kept exhibited in some conspicuous part of the prison. 


109. Penal diet is to be adopted for all Asiatic prisoners sentenced 
to rigorous imprisonment for periods of three months and under; it is 
also to be adopted for three days in each week (Monday, Wednesday 
and Friday) during the first six months of their sentence for— 


(a) all short-sentenced prisoners with sentences of more than 
three months ; 


(b) all revenue-grade prisoners with sentences of more than 
three months ; 


(c) lower-grade prisoners. 


Provided always that the provisions of this rule may be from time to 
time suspended either wholly or in part for any period not exceeding 
six months by the written order of the Resident. 


110. Care shall be taken that all provisions supplied to the prisoners 
be of proper quality and weight, and in all cases fuod shall be given to 
prisoners before the day’s work begins. Scales and standard weights 
and measures shall be provided for weighing the food supplied to 
them. 


Prisoners shall be allowed, if they wish to do s0, to see their rations 
weighed for themselves. 


111. Extra or different rations shall not be given except by order 
in writing from the Medical Officer or as is hereinafter specially 


provided. 


112. No prisoner, other than persons confined on civil process or 
prisoners awaiting trial, shall under any pretence whatever be allowed 
any spirits, wine, beer, tobacco, or other intoxicating or stupefying 
drink, drug, or matter, except such and in such quantities as may be 
directed in particular cases by the Medical Officer, by order in writing. 


LIQUOR, TOBACCO, LETTERS, ETC. 


113. No person shall, except under an order as mentioned in Rule 
112, bring, throw. or attempt by any means whatever to introduce into 
any prison any spirituous or fermented liquor or tobaccu or intoxicating 
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or poisonous drug; nor shall any person, except as provided by rules 
140, 175 and 176 convey, or attempt to convey, any letter or other 
article into or out of any prison or to or from any prisoner. 


INSTRUCTION. 


114. (i.) Provision shall be made for religious services, fur the 
visits of ministers of religion, and for the instruction of prisoners in 
reading, writing and arithmetic, during such hours and to such extent 
as the Resident may direct. 

(ii.) A prisoner shall not be allowed to change his religion except 
in any special case in which the Superintendent is satisfied, after due 
enquiry, that the change is proposed from conscientious motives and is 
not sought from any idle whim or caprice, or from a desire to escape 
from any prison rules. 


115. No books or printed papers shall be admitted into any prison 
to be used by the prisoners, except through the Gaoler and subject to 
the approval of the Superintendent. 


RIGOROUS IMPRISONMENT. 


REVENUE-GRADE PRISONERS. 


116. Revenue-grade prisoners shall be such as are sentenced to 
rigorous imprisonment in default of payment of fine. 


117. Every such prisoner shall be employed on such labour within 
or without the prison as the Resident shall direct. 


SHORT-SENTENCE PRISONERS. 


118. Short-sentence prisoners shall be such as are sentenced to 
rigorous imprisonment for a period not exceeding one year. 


119. Every such prisoner shall, throughout the term of his 
sentence, undergo hard labour as the Resident may direct and as 
much as can be endured without injury to health. 


LONG-SENTENCE PRISONERS. 


120. Long-sentence prisoners shall be such as are sentenced, with- 
out option of fine, to rigorous imprisonment for periods exceeding one 
year. ‘l'hey shall be divided into Lower, Middle and Upper Grades : 
each grade shall be confined and worked separately and have its own 
set of wards and Warders. 


LOWER GRADE. 


121. (i.) The lower yrade shall consist of all long-sentence prisoners 
during the first twelve months of their confinement, and of those who 
are detained in it, or degraded to it, for misconduct in prison. 


(ii.) Prisoners in this grade shall be kept in complete separation 
as far as possible. They shall work at stone-breaking or such other 
hard labour as the Resident may direct. ie 
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MIDDLE GRADE. 


122. The middle grade shall consist of prisoners on promotion 
from the lower grade or degradation from the upper. They shall be 
worked at severe industrial labour within or without the prison. 


UPPER GRADE. 


123. (i.) The upper grade shall consist of prisoners who have 
earned promotion from the middle grade in the prescribed manner. 
They shall be employed in association at any trade or occupation not. 
of a severe or irksome nature. 


(ii.) A prisoner in the upper grade will, wherever possible, be 
employed at the trade of which he has some knowledge and which he 
declares it to be his wish and intention to follow on release. He will 
be given special technical instruction in such trade and be encouraged 
to make himself proficient and thus to give himself the chance of 
employment at it on his release. 


(iii.) Prisoners sentenced to two years’ imprisonment and under 
shall not rise to the Upper Grade. 


STAR CLASS. 


124. A star class may be formed consisting of prisoners who have 
never been previously convicted or who are not habitually criminal or 
of corrupt habits. Prisoners in this class shall at all times be kept 
apart from all prisoners not in this class but shall be removed from it 
if found to exercise a pernicions influence over other prisoners. They 
shall wear a red cloth star on the right coat. sleeve. 


PROMOTION AND DEGRADATION. 


125. No prisoner shall be promoted from the lower grade until he 
has completed the full term of twelve months provided by Rule 121 
and until he has passed four consecutive weeks (immediately preceding 
promotion) without any misconduct involving an entry in the Punish- 
ment Book; provided that the complete separation both by day and 
night shall not be prolonged beyond the term of twelve months. 


No prisoner shall be promoted from the middle grade unless he 
has passed three consecutive months (immediately preceding promo- 
tion) without any misconduct involving an entry in the Punishment 
Book. 


126. Subject to the provisions of Rules 85, 87 and 125, prisoners 
in the middle grade shall be promoted into the upper grade on earning 
half the additional marks which they are allowed to earn under Rule 130. 
For the purposes of this Rule a life sentence shall be counted as a 
sentence of twenty years. 


127. Any prisoner may be reduced in grade by the Superintendent 
for repeated or serious misconduct. A prisoner sentenced to imprison- 
ment for a prison offence shall pass six months of such sentence, or the 
whole if the sentence does not exceed six months, in the lower grade. 
A prisoner reduced from the upper or middle to the lower grade can 
earn no remission of sentence as long as he remains in that grade. 
Any order by the Superintendent reducing a prisoner in grade shall be 
in writing and shall state the term for hich he is so reduced. Such 
term shall in no case exceed 6 months, 
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THE MARK SYSTEM AND REMISSIONS OF SENTENCE. 


128. No remission of sentence shall be yrauted to short-sentence 
prisoners. Long-sentence prisoners shall be allowed to earn remission 
under the mark system, as follows :— 


(«) In the case of prisoners under sentence of two years and 
under, from the date of their admission to the middle 
grade ; 


(b) In the case of prisoners under sentence of more than two 
years, from the date of commitment. 


Long-sentence prisoners who have already undergone two or more 
periods of imprisonment of 6 months or upwards are not qualified to 
earn marks. 


Prisoners who have been sentenced a second time to rigorous impri- 
sonment for two years or upwards shall not be allowed the privilege 
of earning remission of sentence during the first year of such second 
sentence, but if their conduct and industry during the first year be 
approved by the Superintendent they shall be allowed the privilege of 
earning a remission of one-fourth of the remainder of their sentence 
on the same terms as prisoners under a first sentence. 


129. Marks are to be given for industry only: good conduct is 
absolutely required of every prisoner under penalty of severe punish- 
ment. It is only on condition of good and strict obedience to rules 
that prisoners are allowed to earn inarks by their industry and thereby 
to gain remission of sentence. 


130. The following is the principle on which marks are awarded :— 
Each day is represented by six marks ; 
One additional mark per diem is given for industry and appli- 
cation ; 
Two additional marks per diem for conspicuous industry and 
application. 


131. A debtor and creditor account shall be kept in respect of 
each long-sentence prisoner entitled to earn marks, in which account 
he shall be debited with six marks per diem for every day of the un- 
expired portion of his sentence and shall be credited with the marks 
earned by him from day to day; and as soon as he has earned the full 
amount of the marks with which he has been debited in the manner 
wbove described he shall be eligible to be recommended to the Resident 
for a remission of the remaining portion of his sentence. The remis- 
sion in case of uniform industry and good conduct may amount in the 
case of males to one-fourth, and in the case of females to one-third of 
the sentence. 


132. At the beginning of each month the Superintendent shall 
forward to the Resident a list of prisoners who will probably become 
entitled to a remission of the remainder of their sentences during six 
weeks from the first day of the following month. Should such list be 
approved by the Resident it shall be duly authenticated and returned 
to the Superintendent, who shall be empowered to release the prisoners 
during the period therein mentioned as soon as they have earned the 
requisite number of marks. 
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138. The mark account shall be kept and marks shall be awarded 
by the Warder in charge of the N graye grade, but all possible care 
shall be taken by the Gaoler and the Superintendent to see that they 
are fairly awarded. 


Prisoners should not be kept always in charge of the same sub- 
ordinate officer in order to avoid the opportunity or the semblance of 
favouritism or spite. Especially should the awarding of marks be 
safe-guarded in this respect. 


134, The state of each prisoner’s mark account and his position in 
regard to prospective remission of sentence shall be explained to him 
at least once a month by the Senior Warder of his grade or some 
prison officer of not inferior rank. 


Every prisoner shal] in the evening of each day be informed of the 
number of marks which he has earned during the day. 


135. On Sundays and other non-working days each prisoner will 
be credited with the average amount of marks earned by him in the 
previous week. 


136. Prisoners in hospital, if injured on the public works or in 
the performance of their duty (without any fault of their own), 
shall be allowed eight marks per diem. If in hospital for any other 
cause, they shall be allowed the average number of marks which they 
have earned in the past week. 


Prisoners who have been certified by the Medical Officer to be only 
capable of light work shall be allowed marks in proportion to their 
industry on the same scale as other prisoners. 


Prisoners in solitary confinement for breaches of prison discipline 
shall be allowed only six marks a day during the time of such confine- 
ment. 


137. The maximum number of marks of which a prisoner may be 
deprived for any one offence is—by the Superintendent, 120; by the 
Visiting Justices, 200. 


138. The marks earned by any prisoner may, on commission of any 
grave offence, be cancelled in whole or in part by the authority of the 
Resident, but in no case shall the number of marks cancelled exceed 
the number previously earned in excess of six per day; and conversely 
additional marks without limit of numbers may be given for special 
services by his authority. 


139. Marks cancelled in accordance with the two last preceding 
rules may, on the same authority, be restored to a prisoner in whole 
or in part in consideration of subsequent meritorious conduct. 


PRISONERS VISITORS AND LETTERS. 


_ 140. Prisoners shall be allowed, after the first six months of their 
imprisonment, once in every three months to receive a visit from friends 
and to write (and receive) a letter. No other visits or communications 
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shall be permitted, except as hereinafter specially provided, without an 
order in writing from the Resident or Seeretary to the Resident. 


141. The Gaoler, or a subordinate officer detailed by him, shall be 
present during the whole of every such interview. 


142. The Gaoler shall demand the name and address of any visitor 
to a prisoner, and when he has any ground of suspicion he may search 
or cause to be searched male visitors and may direct the female officer 
to search female visitors, such search not to be in the presence of any 
prisoner or of another tor, and in case of any visitor refusing to be 
searched the Gaoler may deny him or her admission; the grounds of 
any such proceeding, with the particulars thereof, shall be entered in 
his Journal. The Matron shall be present during any visit paid to a 
female prisoner. 


143. The Gaoler shall read every letter written by or addressed 
to any prisoner and, if he shall see cause, shall detain the same and 
shall at the first opportunity take the orders of the Superintendent 
thereon, entering the particulars in his Journal. No letter may exceed 
one sheet of letter paper legibly written and not crossed, or contain 
anything improper or any news of the day. 


144. The Superintendent may permit prisoners to write special 
letters or to see their friends or legal adviser immediately after von- 
viction, if for the purpose of making arrangements respecting their 
families or property, or in cases of very serious illness, with the 
approval of the Medical Officer. Events of importance to prisoners 
may be communicated to them at any time by authority of the 
Superintendent. 


145. (i.) Not more than three persons shall be admitted to visit a 
prisoner at one time. 


(ii.) The visits of prisoners’ friends, etc., shall be limited as follows 
and shall be recorded in a book to be kept for that purpose :— 


In the case of prisoners sentenced to imprisonment for less than 
two years to fifteen minutes. 


In the case of prisoners sentenced to imprisonment for two vears 
and upwards, in the Lower Grade to fifteen minutes, in the Middle 
Grade to twenty minutes, in the Upper Grade to thirty minutes. 


ii.) No visits shall be made on Sunday except in cases of 
emergency. 


146. The privilege of writing and receiving letters and receiving 
visits may, at the discretion of the Superintendent, be postponed or 
forfeited at any time in case of misconduct. 


147. All prisoners may petition the Resident once shortly after 
conviction if they wish, but not afterwards unless there are any special 
circumstances which the Superintendent may consider should be 
brought to the notice of the Resident, or unless such prisoner has 
been over one year in prison and not less than one year has elapsed 
since the date of his last petition.

BEHAVIOUR OF PRISONERS. 


148. No prisoner shall under any pretence or at any time speak 
or make signs to any other prisoner, except with permission when in 
the upper grade. 


149. No prisouer shall hold any sort of communication with any 
person, except as is expressly allowed by these rules. 


150. No prisoner shall have in his possession any book, luxury, 
stimulant or other article not expressly allowed by the rules of the 
prison and received from or through the Gaoler. 


151. No gaming shall be permitted in any prison, and the Gaoler 
shall seize and destroy all dice, cards or other instruments of gaming. 


FETTERS FOR PREVENTION OF ESCAPE. 


152. Fetters shall be employed only as a means of restraint or a 
preventive to escape, and not as a punishment, and only fetters of a 
pattern which has been approved by the Inspector of Prisons shall be 
used., No prisoner shall be kept in fetters without having been pre- 
viously examined by the Medical Officer. 


RESTRAINT OF BEFRACTORY PRISONERS. 


153. The Gaoler may place a prisoner in irons or other mechanical 
restraint in cases of urgent necessity, and not otherwise; and the 
particulars of every such case shall be forthwith entered in the 
Gaoler’s Journal and notice thereof shall be forthwith given to a 
Magistrate or Visiting Justice, and such restraint by irons or other- 
wise shall not be continued for more than twenty-four hours without 
an order in writing from a Magistrate or Visiting Justice specifying 
the cause thereof and the time during which the prisoner is to be 
kept in such restraint, which order shall be preserved by the Gaoler as 
his warrant. 


CORPORAL PUNISHMENT. 


154. At the infliction of every sentence of corporal punishment the 
Superintendent and the Medical Officer shall be present. The Medical 
Officer shall give such directions for preventing injury to health as he 
may deem necessary, and the Gaoler shall carry such directions into 
effect. Corporal punishment shall not, except by special order in case 
of emergency, be inflicted within twenty-four hours of the sentence 
being awarded, nor shall it be inflicted by instalments. 


PUNISHMENT CELLS. 


155. Prisoners sentenced to confinement in the punishment cells 
shall see no one save the officers of the prison in the execution of 
their duty, a Minister of Religion and the Medical Officer, and shall 
only have such out-door exercise as the latter certifies is absolutely 
necessary for health. 


156. In cases of extreme violence prisoners sentenced as above may 
be confived in dark cells for the remainder of the day of sentence. 
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157. Confinement in the punishment cells shall not exceed an 
aygreyate of ninety (90) days in a year for any one prisoner, and the 
execution of any two consecutive sentences shall be separated by a 
period not shorter than the longer of such sentences. 


MEDICAL EXAMINATION OF PRISONERS SENTENCED TO PUNISHMENT. 


158. Every prisoner sentenced te punishment shall be sent to the 
Medical Officer for examination, and a certificate that its infliction is 
not likely to produce any serious or permanent injury shall be obtained 
by the Gaoler before it is carried out. 


PRISONERS TO BE GIVEN OPPORTUNITY OF DEFENCE BEFORE 
PUNISHMENT. 


159. No prisoner shall be punished until he has had an opportunity 
of hearing the charges and evidence against him and of making his 
defence. 


REGISTRATION OF OFFENCES AND PUNISHMENTS. 


160. The Gaoler shall enter in the Punishment Bovk a record of 
every offence punished under the foregoing Rules showing the date 
and nature of the offence and punishment, the names of the prisoner 
and of the authority dealing with the case, and any directions given 
by the Medical Officer. 


SIMPLE IMPRISONMENT, 
LODGING AND EMPLOYMENT. 


161. Prisoners under sentence of simple imprisunment shall not, 
save in case of absolute necessity, be confined in assuciation with 
those undergoing rigorous imprisonment. They will not be required 
to do any work other than that necessary to keep their cells and 
utensils clean. 


162. Every such prisoner whose sentence exceeds twelve months 
who volunteers to perform hard labour may earn marks by such 
labour for remission of sentence, and while earning marks shall, except 
as reyurds clothing and association, be considered to be, and treated 
as, an upper grade prisoner. No prisoner who has commenced to 
work and given it up without reasonable excuse shall be allowed to 
earn marks for the period spent at hard labour, and no marks shall be 
allowed for a fraction of a week. 


SENTENCE NOT REMISSIBLE. 


163. No part of the sentence of such prisoners will be remissible 
save to those who volunteer to labour, and earn marks thereby, as 
provided in the last preceding rule. 


BOOKS AND WRITING MATERIALS. 


164. Such prisoners may have the use of books and writing 
materials received or procured through the Gaoler with the permis- 
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sion and approval of the Superintendent as far as is consistent with 
the proper discipline of the prison. 


CLOTHING AND BEDDING. 


165. Every such prisoner shall be provided with, and wear, a prison 
dress of pattern different to that worn by prisoners undergoing 
rigorous imprisonment, and without any conspicuous mark or brand. 
Bedding shall be provided for all such prisoners. 


DEBTORS. 


166. A prisoner for debt shall be permitted to supply his own food 
on giving due notice beforehand, but shall not be permitted to receive 
any prison allowance of food at any meal for which he receives or 
procures food at his own expense. 


167. Articles of food for prisoners for debt shall be received only 
at such hours as may be fixed from time to time, and shall be inspected 
by the officers of the prison, and shall be subject to such restrictions 
as may be necessary to prevent luxury or waste. 


168. A prisoner for debt shall not during any period of twenty- 
four hours receive or purchase more than one pint of malt liquor or 
cider or, if an adult, half a pint of wine. 


169. A prisoner for debt shall be allowed to wear his own clothes 
if sufficient and fit for use. He may procure for himself, or receive at 
proper hours, such articles of clothing as the Superintendent may 
approve. 


170. When a prisoner for debt is allowed to wear his own clothing 
in prison the Medical Officer may, for the purpose of preventing the 
introduction or spread of infectious disease, order that the clothing be 
disinfected as speedily as possible, and during the process of disinfec- 
tion the prisoner may be allowed to wear the prison clothing. 


PERSONS DETAINED FOR SAFE CUSTODY. 
LODGING AND EMPLOYMENT. 


171. Debtors, prisoners awaiting trial, and all others committed 
for safe custody only, shall in no case be confined in association with 
convicted criminals. 


172. They will not be required to do any labour other than what 
is required to keep their rooms, furniture and utensils clean; and 
those who can afford it may be permitted to make such arrangements 
for having this necessary work done for them as are consistent with 
the discipline of the prison. 


173. The Superintendent may modity the routine of the prison in 
regard to any prisoner awaiting trial, so far as to dispense with any 
practice which, in the Superintendent’s opinion, is clearly unnecessary 
or unsuitable in the case of that particular prisoner. 


174, When it is practicable and safe, employment shall be provid- 
ed for such prisoners, in case they desire it. An account of the value 
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of the daily labour of those accepting it shall be kept by the Gaoler, 
and a sum equal to such value, less the cost of his maintenance shall 
be paid to each man upon his discharge. Further employment may 
be refused to any prisoner in case of misconduct during employment. 


VISITS, LETTERS AND LUXURIES. 


175. Such prisoners may receive or purchase such luxuries, in the 
way of books and papers, clothing, food and stimulants, as are consis- 
tent with good order and the discipline of the prison: but all such 
articles must be received or bought through the Gaoler. 


176. Such prisoners (except those detained with a view to banish- 
ment) shall have all reasonable facilities for seeing their friends and 
legal advisers, and for sending and receiving letters, consistent with 
the discipline of the prison. 


Prisoners detained with a view to banishment shall be allowed to 
see no person except on the written order of the Resident. 


177. Any of the foregoing privileges may be withdrawn or cur- 
tailed in case of abuse, at the discretion of the Gaoler, who will make 
an entry of the particulars of each such case in his journal; but such 
prisoners shall not be subject to punishment for breaches of discipline, 
save by Visiting Justices. 


CLOTHING AND BEDDING. 


178. Such prisoners will be permitted to wear their own clothes ; 
any one not having proper clothing of his own shall be provided with 
a prison dress similar to that worn by persons undergoing simple 
imprisonment. Bedding shall be provided for all such prisoners. 


FOoD. 


179. Such prisoners shall receive the same scale of diet as those 
undergoing simple imprisonment, in case they do not elect to provide 
their own food. 


PRISONERS CONDEMNED TO DEATH. 
LODGING. 


180. Every prisoner condemned to death shall be thoroughly 
searched, and any articles shall be removed from him which it is 
considered dangerous or inexpedient to leave in his possession. He 
shall be confined apart from all other prisoners and be under the 
constant supervision of an officer of the prison both by day and night. 
The cell or room in which such prisoner is confined shall, on every 
such occasion, be previously examined by the Gaoler, who is to satisfy 
himself of its fitness and safety and make an entry of his having done 
so in his Journal. 


FOOD, CLOTHING AND BEDDING. 


181. Such prisoners shall be provided with the same kind of cloth- 
ing, food and bedding as persons undergoing simple imprisonment, 
and shall be provided with such other articles us may be approved by 
the Superintendent. 
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VISITORS. 


182. No person, except the Medical Officer and other prison officers 
in the course of duty and, if required by the prisoner, a Minister of 
the persuasion to which he belongs, shall have access to such prisoner 
without a written order from the Resident, and he shall not be com- 
pelled to receive any such visitor unless it is so provided in the order 
of admission. The Gaoler, or a Warder detailed by him, shall he 
present during the whole of every such interview. 


EXECUTIONS. 


183. Executions shall lie attended by the Superintendent, the 
Medical Officer and the Gaoler of the prison.

if 1S HEREBY enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council as 
follows :— 


1. (i.) This Enactment may be cited as “The Criminal Procedure 
Code Amendment Enactment No. II., 1904,” and shall come into force 
upon the publication thereof in the Gazette. 


(ii.) This Enactment shall be read and construed as one with 
“The Criminal Procedure Code, 1902,” hereinafter referred to as “ the 
principal Enactment,” and any copy of the principal Enactment 
printed after the commencement of this Enactment may be printed 
with the amendments made by this Enactment. 


2. Section 258 of the principal Enactment is amended by omitting

3. Sub-section (ii.) of section 304 of the principal Enactment is

Every criminal prosecution before the Judicial Com- 
missioner’s or the Senior Magistrate's Court and every criminal 
prosecution for a seizable offence before any Court in the 
State and every enquiry before a Magistrate shall, subject

“(a) By the Public Prosecutor ; or 


“(b) By a police officer, not below the rank of Inspector, 
acting on behalf of the Public Prosecutor ; provided 
that in any place in which it may be impracticable, 
without an unreasonable amount of delay or ex-

SUBSTITUTED BY-LAWS. 


No. 1389.—By-Laws passed by the Sanitary Boards of Larut, Krian, 
Kuala Kangsar, Kinta, Teluk Anson, Tapah and Tanjong Malim for the 
respective areas subject to their control, and confirmed by the Resident, 
with the approval of the Resident-General, under “The Sanitary Boards 
Enactment, 190-4.” 


The following by-laws are passed in substitution for the by-laws of 
corresponding number in the Notification published in the Gazette of the 
20th December, 1902. 


2. (i). Every person intending to erect, or re-erect, add to or. alter Pact eee 
any building other than a Government building shall give notice in 
writing of his intention to the Board, and, if the Board shall 80 
require in writing, shall deposit at the office of the Board drawings in 
duplicate showing a plan of each floor ; longitudinal and cross-sections, 
and an elevation of the front and of any side that may abut on a 
street. These drawings shall show the levels at which the foundations 
and lower floors are proposed to be laid with reference to the street 
and public drains, the dimensions of all walls, pillars, beams, and 
wood-work, and the nature of the materials to be used, and every 
person shall obey all written directions given by the Board, either 
probibiting the erection, or re-erection, or alteration of buildings, or 
in respect of all or any of the matters following—namely, 


(a) Space to be left about the buildings to secure free circulation 
of air and to facilitate scavenging ; 


(b) Ventilation, lighting and drainage ; 


(c) Security against fire, and, in the case of places of public resort 
or entertainment, including places for religious worship, 
the means of egress in case of fire or accident ; 


(d) Level and width of foundation, level of lowest floor and 
stability of structure ; 


(e) The line of frontage with neighbouring buildings if the 
building abuts on or is within fifty feet of a public street ; 


(f) The front elevation where the building abuts on or is within 
tifty feet of a public street ; 


(g) The nature and quality of the materials to be used ; 


(hk) The position and supply of sufficient latrine accommodation 
and facilities for cleaning. 


(ii). Every person who has given notice under clause (i) of this 
by-law or under this clause and who has not commenced the works 
within two years from the date of such notice or from the date of 
depositing drawings when these have been required, or, having 
commenced the works, has suspended the same for a period exceeding 
two years shall, before he commences or resumes the work again, give 
notice in writing of his intention to the Board, and when required by 
the Board shall deposit new drawings in duplicate showing the parti- 
culars specified in clause (i). of this by-law. The requisition for 
new drawings shall cancel any approval of former drawings. 


COMPULSORY CONSTRUCTION OF LATRINES. 


48. Every owner or occupier of a house shall, within one month 
from the receipt of a notice from the Board requiring him to do so, 
cause to be erected on his premises a latrine in accordance with the 
plan and instructions of the Board, and so placed as to be easily reached 
from a back lane where one exists, provided that no such latrine shall 
be placed within twelve feet of any well. 
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FEES FOR REMOVAL OF NIGHT-SOIL. 


53. All night-soil buckets shall be removed and cleansed daily by 
persons authorised in that behalf by the Board, and a fee not ex- 
ceeding two dollars per bucket per mensem payable in advance may be 
charged to each owner or occupier for such service. 


NO INFECTED PERSON TO BE EMPLOYED. 


77. (i). No person carrying on the trade of a dairyman or purveyor 
of milk shall allow any person suffering from an infectious or contagi- 
ous disorder, or having been recently in contact with a person so 
suffering, to milk a buffalo or cow, or to handle any vessel used for 
the reception of milk for sale or in any way to take part or assist in 
the conduct of such trade. 


(ii). Every proprietor, occupier, or manager of any cow shed. 
dairy or place for the sale of milk shall, when any person residing 
in his house or being upun his premises is suffering from any infec- 
tious or contagious disease, give immediate notice thereof in writing 
to the Health Officer. 


DISEASE AMONG CATTLE, 


78. If at any time disease of any description exists among the 
eattle belonging to, or under the charge of, a dairyman or purveyor of 
milk or among other animals associated with the cattle of such person, 
he shall notify the same forthwith to the Chairman of the Board or to 
the Health Officer, and thereafter the milk of such cattle shall not be 
sold or disposed of for human food except with the permission, in 
writing, of the Health Officer. 


INJURIOUS AND ADULTERATED MILK. 


79. (i). No person shall sell milk obtained from buffaloes or cows 
fed upon any substance which is in the opinion of the Health Officer 
likely to render the milk injurious to health, or milk which has been 
adulterated with water or with any other substance, or from which any 
of its normal constituents have been abstracted. 


(ii). Every person offering milk for sale and every proprietor, 
occupier or manager of a cow shed, dairy, or place for the sale of milk 
and every person-entrusted for the time being with the charge of milk 
shall permit any officer duly authorised in writing in that behalf by 
the Health Officer at any time to take such quantity of milk as may 
be required for the purpose of analysis on tendering payment therefor. 


(SLAUGHTER HOUSES) FURNITURE. 


112. No furniture except stands for hanging carcases and blocks 
on which to cut meat shall be brought into any slaughter house, and 
no person shall sleep in any slaughter house except in a room set apart 
for that purpose. 


CARRYING OF LONG TIMBER, ETC. 


138. No person shall convey any timber or other material in any 
cart or lorry along any street without properly securing the same from 
trailing upon or otherwise damaging the street or becoming dangerous 
to traffic; and when the load exceeds in length sixteen feet it shall not 
be conveyed along any street between 5 a.m. and midnight otherwise 
than in a lorry. 


(BAKERIES) LICENSES. 


168. No building shall be used as a bakery or for the preparation 
or cooking of any form of pastry for sale unless licensed by the Board ; 
such license may be issued free of charge, and every such license shall 
expire on the 31st day of December of the year for which it is issued. 


ll 
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PUBLIC EATING HOUSES. 


180. (i). No building shall be used as a public eating house or 
coffee shop until it has been licensed by the Board for that purpose ; 
such license may be issued free of charge. 


(ii). Every holder of such license shall keep fixed in a conspicuous 
position outside every eating house or coffee shop kept by him there- 
under a sign board, to be obtained from the Board, for which a fee of 
one dollar shall be payable. 


LAND TO BE CLEARED AND DRAINED. 


182. (i). Whenever it appears to the Board that any accumulation 
of weeds, undergrowth, manure, refuse or noxious or unsightly matter 
ought to be removed from any premises or land, the occupier or, in the 
case of unoccupied premises, the owner of such premises or land shall 
remove the same within such time as may be specified by the Board by 
notice in writing. 


(ii). Whenever it appears to the Board that any tank or low 
marshy ground or any waste or stagnant water, being within any 
private enclosure, is injurious to health or offensive to the neighbour- 
hood, the owner of the premises shall cleanse or fill up such tank or 
marshy ground or drain off or remove such waste or stagnant water as 
the case may be within such time as may be specified by the Board in 
writing. 

FILTHY PREMISES. 


183. (i). Whenever it appears to the Board that any house or part 
thereof is in such a filthy or unwholesome condition as to be unfit for 
human habitation or a nuisance to any person living in the neighbour- 
hood or to endanger the public health the occupier or, in the case of 
unoccupied premises, the owner of such house shall white-wash, cleanse, 
purify or otherwise remedy the same, as may be required by the Board 
by notice in writing. 


Gi). No occupier of any house or premises shall keep or allow to 
be kept in any part of such house or premises for more than twenty- 
four hours, or otherwise than in some proper receptacle, any dirt, 
dung, bones, ashes, night-soil, filth or any noxious or offensive matter 
80 us to be a nuisance to his neighbours, or shall suffer such receptacle 
to be in a filthy or noxious staté or shall fail to employ roper means 
to remove the filth therefrom and to cleanse and purifv ihe same. 


STREET PERFORMANCES. 


191. Except in so far as may be authorised by license under section 
3 of the “ Small Offences Enactment, 1898,” no theatrical or musical or 
other exhibition or entertainment opened to the public shall be carried 
on in any street or public place or within any public encloswe or upon 
any private open space within town limits except under license from 
the Board; every such license shall extend over such period as the 
Board may approve and a sum not exceeding $1 per diem shall be 
cherged theretor. 


PUBLIC BATH-HOUSES. 


224. (i). The lessee of every public bath-house shall keep the same 
cleansed and lighted to the satisfaction of the inspecting officer 
appointed by the Board, and shall cause the following rules to be 
strictly observed therein :— 

(a) No person shall enter the water in the bath ; 


(b) No person suffering from skin disease or from infectious 
disease of any kind shall use the bath ; 


(c) No person shall pollute the water by the washing of clothes 
or otherwise ; 


(a) No fire shall be lit or food cooked within the bath-house, nor 
shall any person sleep therein ; 


(ii). The lessee of every public bath-house shall cause a copy of 
the foregoing rules, distinctly written in English, Malay, Chinese and 
Tamil, to be continuously exhibited in » conspicuous place in each 
bathing compartment.

(iv). No person other than the farmer and such owners and 
managers of mines and plantations as aforesaid shall have in his 
possession within the farm area any opium other than opium, 
contained in unbroken chests or packages, in course of importation 
into or exportation from the State in accordance with the provisions 
of “The Opium Enactment, 1903,” and the Rules thereunder. 


(v). The farmer shall, on application, supply free of cost to such 
owners and managers of mines and plantations as aforesaid passes to 
import into the farm area such quantities of opium as may be necessary 
and in accordance with the conditions on which authority to make and 
prepare chandu was granted to such persons, and such persons shall 
not import into the farm area or have in their possession therein any 
opium exceeding the amount allowed by such passes. 


Questions as to the quantities of opium to be deemed necessary 
within the meaning of this clause shall be determined by the Resident, 
whose decision shall be final.

“THE LIGHTS AND SMALL SHIPPING ENACTMENT, 1902.” 


RULES FOR FISHING, MADE BY THE RESIDENT, WITH THE APPROVAL 
OF THE RESIDENT-GENERAL, ON THE 29TH DAY OF OCTOBER, 14+ 


No. 1453.—Under the powers vested in him by Section 28 of “The 
Lights and Small Shipping Enactment, 1902,” the Resident, with the ap- 
proval of the Resident -General, hereby makes the following Rules, to come 
into operation on the Ist day of January, 1905. . 


On the coming into operation of these Rules, rules 19 to 24 inclusive of 
the Rules made under the said Enactment and published in the Guzett- on 
December 20th, 1902, Notification No. 1303, shall be rescinded. 

1. Subject to the provisions of these Rules, fishing is authorised 
to be carried on in tidal waters by any me‘ho] other than the methods 
specified in rule 2. 

2. The following methods of fishing are alsolutely prohibited :— 

(i.) Fishing by means of lines of unba‘te1 hooks intended to 
foul-hook fish ; 
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(ii.) Fishing by means of dynamite or poison ; 

(iii.) Fishing by means of fixed or anchored purse-nets—for 
instance, those known as ambai (or blat langgai), 
pompang (or gombang) and chandek ; 

(iv.) Fishing by means of nets (other than the casting net 
known as jala) of less than one inch mesh or rattan 
sereens of less than one inch interstice, the measure- 
ment being taken by passing a one-inch cylinder 
through the mesh of the net when wet or the interstice 
of the screen when wet ; 

(v.) Fishing by means of casting nets (jala) of less than half 
an inch mesh ; 

(vi.) Fishing by means of any description of canvas, matting, 

_ cloth or other woven substance of close texture used 
as material for fishing nets or net-pockets or net 
attachments. 


3. No person shall in tidal waters erect, maintain or use any kind 
of fish-trap, fishing-stakes or fishing net exceeding 6 feet in length 
except under and in accordance with the terms of a fishing-license 
from the Conservator of the port for the district. 


4, A Conservator shall not issue a fishing-license in any case 
where it may seem to him that the traps, stakes or nets to be used 
thereunder would interfere with navigation or would necessarily be 
within 400 fathoms of other traps, stakes or nets for which a license 
is in force; and may refuse to issue a fishing-license to any person 
who has been convicted of an offence under “The Lights and Small 
Shipping Enactment, 1902.” 


5. Every fishing-license shall expire on 31st March, 30th June, 
30th September or 31st December next after the date of its issue, as 
the case may be. 


6. (i.) No fishing-license shall be transferable except with the 
consent of the Conservator for the district wherein such license was 
issued ; licenses may with such consent as aforesaid be transferred 
free of charge ; licenses transferred without such consent as aforesaid 
shall thereupon become null and void. 

(ii.) The Conservator shall record every issue and transfer of a 
fishing-license in a register to be kept by him for that purpose. 


7. Every fishing-license shall bear, in addition to its own number, 
the number of the holder's boat-license. 


8. The fees payable for fishing-licenses shall be as follows, to be 
paid on issue of the licenses :— 


FISH-TRAPS, 


(i.) Out-shore or deep-water fish-traps, and all 

fish-traps, lines of stakes and screens 

over 200 yards in length... ... 6 per quarter 
(ii.) In-shore shallow-water fish-traps, and all 

fish-traps, lines of stakes and screens 


not over 200 yards in length aw 8 ,, ” 
NETS. 

(iii.) Seine-nets with pockets and all seine-nets 
over 40 yards in length Wes Oe: eee 

(iv.) Seine-nets without pockets and not over 
40 yards in length .., wee . $l, ” 

(v.) Drift-nets and all nets for deep-water 
fishing only... oes one ce) ” 


No fee is payable for casting-nets. 


9. Holders of fishing-licenses shall take their licenses with them 
whenever they visit the fishing grounds and show them, on demand, 
to any Government Officer. 
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10. Holders of fishing-licenses shall not set traps, erect stakes or 
lay nets :— 

(a) Within 400 fathoms of any other trap, stakes or net for 
which a license is in force, except with the express 
permission of the Conservator ; 

(b) In any channel habitually used by any steam-ship; pro- 
vided that when any question arises as to whether a 
channel is so habitually used the opinion of the Con- 
servator for the district shall be accepted as conclusive. 


11. (i.) No in-shore shallow-water fish-trap shall be in more 
than 3 fathoms at low-water spring-tides, or shall exceed 200 yards 
in length; 

(ii.) No out-shore or deep-water fish-trap shall be in more than 
5 fathoms at low-water spring-tides, or shall exceed 600 yards in 
length. 

12. Every out-shore or deep-water fish-trap for which a license 
is in force shall, unless expressly exempted by the Conservator, show 
at night a white light which shall be not less than 3 feet above the 
surface of the water at high tide. 


18. (i.) Holders of licenses for fish-traps which are confined to 
one site shall, as soon as the framework is set up, erect and maintain 
thereon a board, conspicuously placed and facing sea-wards, shewing 
the number fixed by the Conservator ; 

(ii.) Such number shall be painted in black figures, each 1 foot 
long, oa a white board 3 feet long by 2 feet wide, elevated at least 6 
feet above high-water mark. 


14. Subject to the provisions of rule 9, persons to whom fishing 
licenses have been issued in one district to fish with movable fish traps 
or with nets may also fish therewith in other districts.

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The Council assembles at 11 a.m. 


1. The Resident submits to the Council an Enactment to repeal 
certain Obsolete Laws, explaining that the measures included in the schedule 
thereto have long since had their effect and are of no further utility. The 
Enactment is passed, becoming No. 23 of 1904. 


2. An Enactment to secure to Government debts priority of payment 
over other debts is read and explained -by the Resident. , The Council 
expresses its concurrence and the Enactment is passed, becoming No, 2+ 
of 1904. 


3. An Enactment to amend the law relating to Prisons and to the 
custody of Prisoners is submitted by the Resident, with full explanation 
of the reasons which render the proposed amendments desirable. The 
Council agrees that the law will be improved by the adoption of the 
suggested alterations, and the Enactment is passed, becoming No. 25 
of 1904, 


+. The Resident submits for consideration an Enactment to further 
anend “ The Criminal Procedure Code, 1902,” by extending the time within 
which appeal may be made to the Court of the Senior Magistrate, and by 
providing certain facilities for the employment 9f Council by complainants. 
‘The Council: accepts the amendments, and the Enactment is passed, 
becoming No. 26 of 1904. 


5. The notes of evidence taken by the Court of the Judicial 


Commissioner in the case of Ponnan, convicted of murder, are read by the 
Resident to the Council. 

The Council unanimously endorses the opinion expressed by the Judicial 
Commissioner, and confirms the sentence of death. 


6. On hearing the evidence taken by the Court of the Judicial 
Commissioner in the case of Ismail, convicted of murder and sentenced to 
death, and on considering the petition made by the father of the prisoner, 
the Council decides to commute the sentence of death passed by the Court 
to that of twenty years penal servitude. . 


7. The Council takes into consideration a representation made on 
behalf of the widow and children of the ex-Datoh Laksamana of Perak, who 
recently died in Singapore, leaving his family in very poor circumstances. 

Upon the motion of His Highness the Sultan it is resolved to 
recommend that the following allowances be granted from State Funds :— 

To the widow, $15 per mensem, so long as she remains unmarried. 

To the son, $8 per mensem, until he attains the age of twenty-one. 

To the three daughters, $8 per mensem each, until such time as they 
shall respectively marry. 

The allowance in each case to commence from November Ist, 1904. 


8. The Council decides to appoint Alang Ismail bin Datoh Sagor to 
the vacant post of Assistant Penghulu of Selinsing on six months’ probation. 


9. On the application of the District Officer, New Territory, and of the 
Datoh Sri Adika Raja, it is resolved to recommend the appointment of an 
Assistant Penghulu to administer the valley of the Sungei Sengor, a fertile 
district of much promise which is out of the reach of the Penghulu of 
T’emengor. 

It is also decided that the appointment, if created, should be given to 
one Dalman, a respected inhabitant of the district, who is strongly 
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recommended by both the above-named officers. ‘The appointment to be on 
xix months’ probation at a salary of S10 per mensem. 


10. A letter is read from Raja Bila, Penghulu of Papan, asking that 
his son may be appointed to be his Assistant. “Decided that no assistance 
can be given to him. 


11. The Council considers a report from the Raja Muda and _ the 
District Officer, Lower Perak, to whom was submitted at the last meeting 
the request of the foreign settlers in the mukim of Utan Melintang for the 
appointment of a Ketuah. It is suggested that Haji Serat be appoimted 
Ketuah for the Javanese, and Tunku Si Manik for the other foreign settlers, 
the latter also to perform the duties of Naib Kathi. 


Haji Serat to receive $8 per mensem and Tunku Si Manik SLO per 
mensetm. 


The Raja Muda explains to the Council the rapid increase of foreign 
Malays in the mukim and the necessity for rendering the assistance requested. 


It is decided to recommend the appointment of each of the persons 
named, for the duties and on the salaries above mentioned, on six months’ 
probation. 


12. At the request of the District Officer, Lower Perak, and on the 
recommendation of the Raja Muda, it is decided that the Assistant Penghulu 
of the mukims of Sungei Durian and Kota Stia shall change places, that 
being the wish of all parties concerned. ‘The salaries of both appointments 
are the same, and the arrangement is made in order to prevent the 
occurrence of friction in the mukim of Sungei Durian. 


13. On the recommendation of the Resident, and after examination of 
a plan produced by him, it is decided that an area of 400 acres or thereabouts, 
including the public gardens, lake, and Circular road at Taiping, together 
with certain lands adjacent thereto, shall be created a reserve under Section 
18 of Enactment No. 15 of 1904. 


14, An application by Sultan Chenaga to convert into mining land a 
block of agricultural land held by him in the mukim of Kota Lama Kanan, 
is refused, the Council being of opinion that mining operations would be 
harmful to padi land further down stream. 


15. Consideration of the application of Chung On Siew to convert into 
mining land a block of agricultural land owned by him, adjoining the Railway 
line at Sungei Siput, is postponed to enable the Resident to obtain the opinion 
of the Warden as to the value of the land for mining purposes. 


16. The application of Kulop Lembang to convert into mining land 
20 acres of agricultural land at Tambun, Ulu Kinta, is approved at a 
premium of $10 per acre. 


17. ‘The Couneil z approves the conversion into mining land of a block 
of agricultural land, 44 acres in area, situated in the mukim of Kota Lama 
.Kanan, being the property of Ralup Abubakar and Alang Abdulralman, at 
a premium of $20 per acre. 


18. His Highness the Sultan brings to the notice of the Council that by 
the recent death of the late Toh Muda Daim, who held a supervising appomt- 
ment over the mukim of Kota Lama Kiri, on a salary of $40 per mensem, 
the Penghulu has been left without assistance, and cannot do efficiently all 
that is required of him without some aid. It is resolved to recommend the 
appointment of an Assistant Penghulu on a salary of $180 per annum. 
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19. His Highness the Sultan reports to the Council with deep regret 
the recent death of Raja Haji Yahaya, the Chief Kathi, and informs thu 
members that he is engaged in making the necessary enquiries with the view 
of selecting a successor. 

20. At the conclusion of business the Resident informs the Council of 
his impending departure from the State, when His Highness the Sultan and 
other members are pleased to express their satisfaction with the administra- 
tion of the State during the past twelve months.

An Enactment to amend the law relating to the Protec- 
tion of Indian Immigrants. 
[24th December, 1904.] 
E. W. BIRCH, British Resident. 


T IS HEREBY enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council 
as follows :-— 


PART I. 


PRELIMINARY. 


1. This Enactment may be cited as “The Indian Immigration short title and 
Enactment, 1904,” and shall come into force on a date to be fixed ea 
by the Resident by notification in the Gazette.

this section shall be liable to a fine not exceeding fifty dollars or to 
imprisonment of either description for a term not exceeding seven days 
for each immigrant whose offence he has abetted. The master of a 
ship in which an immigrant shall embark in order to depart unlawfully 
from the State shall, until the contrary be proved, be deemed to have 

abetted such offence. 


Bxileaccof 34. In every judicial proceeding a certificate in form B in the 
mute itit second schedule purporting to be signed by the agent of the Govern- 
eontnee, ment of the Colony or of the Federated Malay States in India at the 


port of embarkation shall be deemed to be evidence that the persons

formance of labour on a place of employment shall in the absence of 
any special arrangement to the contrary be deemed to be an agreement 
for one month. 


Gii.) Every such immigrant who shall have performed one month's 
labour under such an agreement shall be held to have completed the 
same notwithstanding any debt which may be due from him to any 
person. 


(iv.) Every such agreement shall be renewable from month te 
month and shall be deemed to be so renewed unless a month’s noticv. 
verbal or written, shall be given by either party thereto to determine 
the said agreement at the expiration of one month from the date of 
such notice.

(v.) Every immigrant under a parol agreement shall be discharget 
from such agreement whenever wages for more than one month shill 
be due io him, notwithstanding any set-off claimed by the employer. 

(vi.) Every such parol agreement is subject to “The Labour 
Enactment, 1904, No. r (General).” 
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37. Every contract or engayement in writing made or entered into Contract must 
after the commencement of this Enactment by an immigrant to labour (ey, 
in any of the following kinds of labour, that is to say— 


Agriculture, including the treatment of produce ; 
Road-making ; 

Canal-making ; 

Railway construction and maintenance ; 

Mining and work on mines; 

Quarrying and stone-breaking ; 

Brick-making ; 


or in any other work or labour which the Resident, with the approval 
of the Resident-General, may from time to time by notification in the 
Gazette declare to be subject to the provisions of this Enactment shall 
be void and of no effect unless it is made under this Enactment. 


38. Except as hereinafter mentioned, every written contract made First contract 
by an immigrant under this Enactinent must be executed before the 
Superintendent or before the officer for the time being performing the 
duties of Superintendent of Immigrants or Deputy or Assistant 
Superintendent of Immigrants iu the Colony. If the employer is 
unable to attend, the contract must be executed on his behalf by a 
duly authorised agent. Before the immigrant executes the contract 
the Superintendent or such other officer as above-mentioned shall per- 
sonally explain it to him and satisfy himself that the immigrant 
understands the contract and assents to the terms thereof, and shall, 
after the same has been executed by all parties, certify at the foot 
thereof that he has personally explained it to the immigrant.

39. Any contract under this Enactment with an immigrant, other subsequent 
than one made on his first arrival in the State or in the Colony, may be ee 
executed before a Mayistrate; provided that it be sent to and confirmed before a 
within three months of its execution by the Superintendent, who, before Moristrate.. 
such confirmation, shall personally ascertain that the immigrant is 
fully aware of the terms to which he has agreed, and shall certify at the 
foot thereof accordingly. 


40. Every contract under this Enactment shall be in writing or in Form and 
print, or partly in writing and partly in print, and shall be executed in “™'™™ 
duplicate in English and in the vernacular language of the immigrant 
by whom it is executed, and shall be in one of the forms C and D 
in the second schedule, or in such other form, not inconsistent with 
the provisions of this Enactment, as may from time to time be 
sanctioned by the Resident-General, and shall be free from stamp duty. 


41. One copy of the contract shall be given to theemployer or to his Custody of 
agent aud the other to the immigrant. An entry of the terms of the “™'"™"t 
contract shall at the same time be made in the register to be kept in 
the office of the Superintendent and shall be initialled as correct by him. 


42. The contract to be entered into by an immigrant may be for Period of 
an indefinite period determinable by either the employer or the immi- “"*'** 
grant on a month’s notice, either oral or in writing, or may be for a 
definite number of days’ work not exceeding six hundred days, and in 
the case of an immigrant who has received a free passage from India 
under a promise to enter into a contract under this Enactment shall be 
for six hundred days’ work unless a shorter term is agreed upon by the 
parties to the contract. 
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Any dispute between an immigrant and his employer as to whether 
the work done by such immigrant on any specified day shall be counted 
as a day’s work may be referred to the Superintendent, whose decision 
shall be final. 


Provided always that if a statute immigrant whose contract is for 
a definite number of days’ work is compelled to absent himself from 
work on account of illness (not caused by his own misconduct) during 
the continuance of the contract, he shall be entitled to count as working 
days any number of days during which he has so absented himself not 
exceeding # number bearing to the number of days for which he has 
contracted to labour the proportion of one to ten. 


Provided also that in no case shall the contract of a statute immi- 
grant remain in force, or a statute immigrant be compellable to 
remain on any place of employment, for a period exceeding three years. 


Task work, 43. (i.) It shall be lawful for the employer to assign tasks to be 
performed by immigrants as equivalent to work for a day of nine hours. 
Such assignment of tasks shall be subject to revision by the Superinten- 
dent, who may fix the number of days’ work to be credited to the 
immigrants who have performed such tasks. A schedule of such tasks 
ag revised by the Superintendent shall be written in English and 
Tamil and signed by the Superintendent, and copies thereof shall be 
kept fixed up in conspicuous places in or about the place of employment 
and in the coolie lines, so that the same may be made known to the 
immigrants labouring in such place. 


(ii.) After performing his task for the day the immigrant shall 
he at liberty, if he pleases, to commence and carry on a fresh task. 


(iii.) The employer may, whenever he thinks fit, direct the immi- 
grant to perform a task instead of working by the day, and the perform- 
ance of such task shall, for the purposes of this Enactment or of any 
contract thereunder, be equivalent to working for a day, but so that no 
immigrant shall be compelled to work for more than nine hours in 
any one day. 

(iv.) The employer shall within the first day of each week post up, 
and keep posted up for at least twenty-four hours in the manner 
provided in sub-section (i.), a list in English and Tamil of the number 
of days’ task work which have been performed by each immigrant on 
the place of employment in the preceding week, together with the total 
number of days’ work which have been performed by such immigrant 
under his contract up to date. An employer neglecting to comply with 
the provisions of this sub-section shall be liable to a fine of twenty- 
five dollars. 


(v.) Nothing in this Enactment contained shall prevent any em- 
ployer from agreeing with any immigrant in his employ that the 
wages of such immigrant shall be paid at an agreed rate in accordance 
with the amount of work done and not by the day. 

Rates of Wares 44. (i.) It shall be lawful for the Resident-General from time to 
rations. time by notification in the Gazette to fix in the currencies of British 
India and the State the minimum rate of wages to be paid and the 
scale of rations to be issued to immigrants who enter into a contract 
under this Enactment, not being less than the rates fixed by sub- 
section (ii.). In any such notification the Resident-General may 
fix such minimum rate in the currency of British India and may 
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prescribe the sum in the currency of the State to which such minimun 
rate shall be deemed to be equivalent for the purposes of such 
notification. 

(ii.) Until any such notification shall come into force it shall not 
be lawful to make a contract under this Enactment with an immi- 
grant for wages and rations at less than the following rates :— 


For an adult mule ... ... 5 annas per working day and rations 
according to the scale set out in 
the third schedule, to be supplied 
whether work be done or not. 

For an adult female or for 

a boy under 18 and above 

15 years of age ... ... 3 annas per working day and rations 
according to the scale set out in 
the third schedule, to be supplied 
whether work be done or not. 


Provided that the Superintendent shall have power, in his dis- 
cretion, at the request of the immigrant to grant exemption from the 
supply of rations according to the prescribed scale and to order in lieu 
thereof the daily issue to such immigrant of a ration ticket exchange- 
able for food stuffs to the value of 2 annas, or the daily payment to 
such immigrant of the equivalent of 2 annas in cash. 


Provided also that no ration ticket or cash in lieu of rations 
shall be issued to an immigrant except in respect of a working day, 
and that the value of all rations issued to an immigrant in respect of a 
day on which he does not perform a day’s work may be deducted from 
the wages due to him. 

(iii.) Every employer shall on the written requisition of the 
Superintendent supply to all or any immigrants employed by him not 
being statute immigrants, as the Superintendent may require, rations 
according to the prescribed scale at the prescribed prices, and such 
rations shall so long as the Superintendent's requisition is in force 
be supplied whether work be done or not, and the value thereof may 
be deducted from the wages of the immigrants to whom such rations 
have been supplied. 

(iv.) Children between 12 and 15 years of age living with and 
dependent on a statute immigrant shall, if they labour, receive wages 
at not less than three-quarters of the minimum rate for adult females 
and full rations according to the prescribed scale. 

(v.) Children under 12 years of age living with and dependent on 
a statute immigrant shall, if “they labour, receive wages at not less than 
one-half of the minimum rate for adult females and three-quarters 
rations according to the prescribed scale. 

(vi.) Children under 10 years of age living with and dependent on 
a statute immigrant shall receive rations at “the rate of one-third of 
the prescribed scale for adults. Provided always that the employer 
shall be entitled to recover from the immigrant by monthly deductions 
from his wages the cost of rations for any number of children in excess 
of three. 

(vii.) If a statute immigrant is accompanied by any adult depen- 
dent whose passage from India has been paid by the employer and 
who has not entered into a contract under this Enactment, the passage 
money of such dependent may be recovered by the employer by 
monthly deductions from the wages of such statute immigrant. 
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Provided that no such deduction shall be made from the wages 
earned during the first 150 days of the contract and that at no time 
shall the deduction in any one month be so great as to reduce the sum 
actually received as wages by the immigrant to an amount of less than 
12 cents per working day in the case of an adult male or 8 cents per 
working day in the case of an adult female or boy under 18 years of 
age together with rations in accordance with the prescribed scale. 


(viii.) Except as aforesaid no deductions shall be made from the 
wages of any statute immigrant in respect of passage money or 
advances, and every statute immigrant who has worked 600 days 
under this Enactment or who if the contract be for any less number of 
days than 600 has performed the full number of days for which he has 
contracted, or in any case if he has remained three years in the service 
of the employer with whom he has contracted or of any employer to 
whom he may have been transferred, shall be deemed to have paid all 
sums due from him in respect of passage money and advances. 


(ix.) The wages of a statute immigrant shall be payable monthly 
on or before the fifteenth day of the month next following the month 
in respect of which they were earned. 


Tass and hours 45. No immigrant shall be bound to work on more than six days 
i in one weck, or more than six consecutive hours, or (subject as herein- 
after mentioned) more than nine hours a day of actual labour. 


If he works for and at the request of his employer more than nine 
hours in any one day, he shall be paid for such extra work at the rate 
of one eighteenth part of his ordinary daily wages for each half hour 
of overtime work. 


Provided that it shall at all times be lawful for the emplover to 
require from an immigrant over and above the work which he is bound 
to perform as aforesaid any reasonable and customary labour for— 


(a) the care of animals ; 

(b) the cleaning of machinery ; 

(c) the maintenance of machinery in an efficient condition ; 
(@ the observance of usual sanitary regulations. 


Provided also that any immigrant who is employed exclusively in 
factory work may be lawfully required by the employer, in case of need, 
to work for any time not exceeding three hours in any one day over 
and above the nine hours hereinbefore mentioned, and shall be entitled 
to receive for such extra work pay at the rate of one eighteenth part 
of his ordinary daily wages for each half hour of overtime work. 


tinstet of 46. Any contract under this Enactment may, with the consent of 
: the immigrant and the approval of the Superintendent, be transferred 
to any other employer or to any other place in the Colony or the 
Federated Malay States or Johore. A note of such transfer shall be 
endorsed upon the contract by the Superintendent. 
Rules may be 47. The Resident may, with the approval of the Resident-General, 
emigration. from time to time make rules subject to which immigrants may be 
engaged in the State for service in a country or State to which Indian 
emigration is authorised. 
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48. If a statute immigrant whose contract is for a definite term Redemption 
shall be able and desirous to redeem the unexpired portion of such com™ 
contract, such immigrant may request his employer to take him or 
allow him to go before the Superintendent, who, upon receiving from 
such immigrant a sum equal to the value of the unexpired portion of 
his contract, together with any sum which may have been expended by 
his employer in respect of passage money for him and any adult 
dependent upon him and cash advances paid to such immigrant, shall 
forthwith give notive of such receipt to the employer of such immi- 
grant, and, unless such employer shall within one week from the date 
of such notice satisfy the Superintendent that there is some sufficient 
reason why such immigrant should not be allowed to redeem such 
portion as aforesaid, the contract shall determine as from the date of 
such receipt. The Superintendent shall endorse a memoranduin of 
such determination on the contract, which shall be given up to him 
for that purpose, and shall pay the amount so received by him as 
aforesaid to the employer. 


The value of the unexpired portion of a contract under this Enact- 
ment shall be calculated in the following manner :— 


The number of days’ work which the statute 1mmigrant has done 
will be deducted from the number of days’ work which are required 
by the contract, and the remainder shall be deemed to be the unexpired 
portion of the contract and shall be valued at the rate of two dollars 
for every thirty of such days. 


Provided that the value of the unexpired portion of the contract 
shall not be less than ten dollars, in cases when such value calculated 
as above would be less than ten dollars. 


Provided always that it shall be lawful for the Resident-General 
from time to time by notification in the Gazette to vary the rates 
provided by this section for the valuation of the unexpired portion 
of a contract and the sum prescribed thereby as the value of such 
unexpired portion. 


Provided also that whenever it appears to the Superintendent 
that any female immigrant tendering the required sum in redemption 
of the unexpired portion of her contract is in the custody or control 
of any other person he may refuse to accept such sum or to permit 
such unexpired portion to be redeemed unless and until the person 
in whose custody or control such female immigrant appears to be 
has given reasonable security to the satisfaction of the Superintendent 
that such female immigrant shall not leave the State without the 
previous consent in writing of the Supermtendent and shall not 
be disposed of as a prostitute or for immoral purposes and that 
she shall be produced before the Superintendent whenever he so 
requires. 


49. Any contract made under this Enactment with a statute im-  pissolution of 
migrant may be determined by the mutual consent of such immigrant contract. 
and of his employer, with the approval of the Superintendent, but such 
determination shall not operate to relieve the employer from any 
liability under this Enactment for the space of three calendar months 
from the date of the determination of the contract. Every such 
consent and approval shall be endorsed on the contract by the person 
giving such consent or approval. 
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60. Every statute immigrant who has completed his contract shall 
be entitled to appear forthwith before the Superintendent in order 
that the completion of the contract may be registered, and all wages 
due to the statute immigrant shall be paid within forty-eight hours 
of such completion. Any employer who in any way obstructs such 
statute immigrant in appearing before the Superintendent, or fails 
or nezlects to pay such wages within the time hereinbefore mentioned, 
shall be liable to a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars. 

51. When any employer engages an immigrant to labour on a 
place of employment at any of the employments mentioned in section 
37 or any other work or labour declared under the provisions of the 
the said section to be subject to the provisions of this Enactment 
otherwise than under a contract made with him as a statute im- 
migrant, he shall ascertain from such immigrant or otherwise his 
name and the particulars of his last employment and shall within 
seven days file at the nearest police station a statement in English 
containing the following particulars :— 

(a) The name of such immigrant and his employer ; 
(b) The date and place of his engagement ; 
(c) The place of last employment and name of last employer. 


Such statements shall be open to inspection by any person at all 
reasonable times. 

Any person engaging any immigrant in contravention of the pro- 
visions of this section shall be liable to a fine not exceeding one 
hundred dollars in respect of every immigrant so engaged by him. 


PART VI. 
TREATMENT OF IMMIGRANTS ON PLACES OF EMPLOYMENT. 
52. The employer of an immigrant shall so long as the immigrant 


continues to be employed by him provide for him, subject to the 
provisions of this and the following sections,— 


(a) Cooked rations when lawfully required ; 

(b) Hospital accommodation ; 

(c) Medical attendance ; 

(d) A sufficient quantity of medicines of good quality. 


53. The employer of an immigrant shall supply and maintain such 
house accommodation free of rent to the immigrant as shall fulfil all 
reasonable sanitary requirements. Should it appear to any Magistrate 
duly authorised in that.behalf by the Resident, or to the Superin- 
tendent, that any building used for the accommodation of an immigrant 
is likely, by reason of its site, construction, size or otherwise, to 
endanger the health of any immigrant or of any other person, it shall 
be lawful for such Magistrate or Superintendent to give to the employer 
an order in writing requiring him to remove, alter or enlarge such 
building within a reasonable time, to be stated in such order, and such 
order may also, if necessary, declare that no immigrant shall be per- 
mitted to occupy any building the subject of such order pending such 
removal, alteration or enlargement, and any employer who shall neglect 
or reftise to comply with such order shall ke liable, on conviction. toa 
fine not exceeding two hundred dollars and, in addition, to a fine not 
exceeding ten dollars for each day beyond the prescribed time during 
which such removal, alteration or enlargement remains uncompleted. 
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84. Every employer who shall be convicted of housing any immi- Insanitary 
grant ina building the state or surroundings of which are in such a dwellings, 
condition as to endanger the health or safety of such immigrant shall 
be liable to a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars. 


55. Should it appear to any Magistrate or Medical Officer duly Tmprovement | 
authorised in that behalf by the Resident, or to the Superintendent, saa alaes 
that the water provided for the use of the immigrants upon any 
place of employment is insufficient in quantity or unwholesome in 
quality, it shall be lawful for such Magistrate or Medical Ofticer, or for 
the Superintendent, to give to the employer an order in writing requir- 
ing him to increase or improve such supply within a reasonable time, 
to be stated in such order, and such order may also, if necessary, 
declare that the employer shall not permit any immigrant to use 
the water the subject of such order until such improvement has been 
effected, and any employer who shall neglect or refuse to comply with 
such order, shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding two 
hundred dollars and, in addition, to a fine not exceeding ten dollars 
for each day beyond the prescribed time during which such increase or 
improvement remains uncompleted. 


56. The Resident, with the approval of the Resident-Geveral, shal] Rirections hy 


from time to time by notification in the Gazette prescribe— Superintendent, 
(a) The kind of hospital accommodation to be provided in accord- 
ance with clause (b) of section 52, having regard to 
the number of immigrants employed on the place of 
employment and its distance from the nearest Government 
hospital ; 
(b) The description of medical attendance to be provided in 
accordance with clause (c) of section 52; 
(c) The kinds and quantities of medicines to be kept on the 
place of employment by the employer. 
The Superintendent may, with the sanction of the Resident given 
with the approval of the Resident-General, from time to time prescribe— 
(d) The price of cooked rations to be provided under clause (a) 
of section 52; 
(e) The quality of rations to be provided by the employer ; 
(f) The price of foodstuffs to be exchangeable for ration tickets. 


Provided always that the Resident may, with the approval of the 
Resident-General, declare in respect of any particular place of employ- 
ment that no hospital accommodation is required thereon. 


57. A Medical Officer, or the Superintendent, may at any time re- Cooked rations, 

quire the employer of an immigrant to provide for him in lieu of 
uncooked rations cooked rations, which shall be in accordance as to 
quantity and quality with the scale for native patients for the time 
being in force in Government hospitals; and the Superintendent may 
further, with the special authority of the Resident, require any such 
employer to employ a cook or cooks selected by the Superintendent to 
prepare such cooked rations. 


58. In the event of any immigrant falling sick and requiring Sick immi- 
medical treatment, it shall be the duty of his employer to send him for 5" 
treatment, with as little delay as possible, to the hospital on the 
place of employment or, if there is no hospital on such place, to the

nearest Government hospital or to such other hospital as may be 
approved by the Superintendent or a Government Medical Officer. 

Penalty for not 59. Every employer who without reasonable excuse, the proof of 

sinding sick which shall He upon him, shall fail to send to hospital any such immi- 

hospital, grant shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine not exceeding one 
hundred dollars or to imprisonment of either description for a term 
not exceeding two months; and upon conviction for a second or sub- 
sequent offence, committed within two years from the date of a 
previous conviction for such an offence, shall be liable to a fine not 
exceeding five hundred dollars or to imprisonment of either description 
for a term not exceeding six months or to both. 


Immigrant in 60. If an immigrant be received for medical treatment in a 

hospitals Government hospital, the expenses attending the feeding and medical 
care of such immigrant shall be paid for by his employer at such rate 
as the Resident, with the approval of the Resident-General, may from 
time to time prescribe by notification in the Gazette and shall not be 
recoverable by the employer from the immigrant. Such expenses, 
whatever the amount, shall be recoverable from the employer in a civil 
court at the suit of the Medical Officer in charge of such hospital, 
and the certificate of such Medical Officer shall be sufficient primi 
facie evidence that the amount therein specified is due from the 
employer. 


Provided that where the immigrant is serving under parol agree- 
ment no more than thirty days’ expenses in hospital shall be recover- 
able from his employer. 

Order for re- 61. If it shall at any time appear to the Superintendent or toa 

movi eiimmt. Magistrate or to a qualified Medical Officer of the Government that an 

cal treatment. immigrant is suffering from a contagious or infectious disease or that 
it is otherwise desirable that he should be removed and placed under 
medical care, it shall be lawful for the Superintendent or for such 
Magistrate or Medical Officer to cause such immigrant to be forthwith 
removed to such place as he may direct, and such immigrant shall 
thereupon be detained until discharged by an order in writing under 
the hand of a Medical Officer. 


Temporary 62. Any immigrant who is declared by a Medical Officer to be 

sa seca prea eee for work by sickness, pregnancy or other sufficient cause 
shall be entitled to be received into and kept in hospital, where he or 
she shall be fed and clothed at the expense of the employer during 
such cncepene but shall not be entitled to any wages for such 
period. 


PART VII. 


LOCALITIES UNFIT FOR RESIDENCE AND EMPLOYMENT OF 
STATUTE IMMIGRANTS. 


Committee of - 63. If the Superintendent shall at any time have reason to believe 
enquiry: that any place on which statute immigrants are living or employed is 
from any cause unfit for their residence or employment, he shall report 
his opinion in writing to the Resident, who shali forthwith summen a 
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comiittee of enquiry, and the Resident may at any time summon such 
a committee of his own motion. 


Such committee shall consist of a Magistrate, a Medical Officer and 
one or more employers of immigrants, when such persons are available. 


If the Resident is unable to procure the service on such committee 
of any employer of immigrants, he may appoint one or more persons 
whom he may deem qualified. 


64. Such committee shall proceed with as little delay as possible to Procedure of 
enquire into the condition of the place or any portion thereof to which C™™'™ 
the order appointing the committee has reference, and shall hear such 
evidence on the subject as the Superintendent and the owner of the 
place or portion thereof or the employer may desire to place before it, 
and if such committee, or the major part in number thereof, is of 
opinion that such place or portion of such place is unfit for the residence 
or employment of statute immigrants it shall report accordingly, and 
from and after the publication in the Gazette of a notification that such 
report has been confirmed by the Resident it shall be unlawful to 
employ or permit to reside any statute immigrant on such place or 
portion of such place. 


65. The Resident may, by notification in the Gazetfe, declare any Resident may 
place of employment or any portion of a place of employment acclares place. 
unfit for the residence or employment of statute immigrants without untit for re 
the appointment of any such committee, or notwithstanding any denegoren 
report of such committee to the contrary, if the whole number of immigrants. 
immigrants who have died on such place of employment or portion 
thereof during the preceding twelve months bears a larger proportion 
to the average number of immigrants residing or employed thereon 
during such period than seven per centum, or if the average annual 
number of immigrants who have died on such place of employment 
or portion thereof during the preceding three years bears a larger 
proportion to the average number of immigrants residing or employed 
thereon during such period than five per centum. 


A notification under this section shall have the same effect as a 
notification under the last preceding section. For the purposes of 
this section the average number of immigrants residing or employed on 
a place of employment or any portion of such place in any period of 
twelve months shall be the number obtained by dividing by twelve 
the total of the numbers of immigrants residing or employed thereon 
on the first day of each month of the said period of twelve months.

If the Superintendent shall at any time have reason to believe 
ment of statute that the arrangements made for the residence and employment of statute 
Wher urange iMmigrants on any place of employment where statute immigrants are 
mente are living or employed are from any cause inadequate for the residence and 
inadequate. employment. of additional statute immigrants on such place or that 
the health or condition of the immigrants living or employed on such 
place is from any cause unsatisfactory, he shall furnish a report in 
writing to the Resident, who shall have power by order under his hand 
conveyed to the employer by the Superintendent to prohibit the further 
engagement of statute immigrants for labour on such place, and it 
shall thereupon be unlawful for any person to employ or permit 
to reside on such place any statute immigrants other than those 
who were residing or employed thereon before the issue of such 


notice.

INSPECTIONS. 


Halt-yearly. re 70. Every employer of immigrants shall in the months of January 
xvants, their, and July in each year, and at such other times as the Resident shall 
sue of health yreseribe, make out in writing and deliver to the Superintendent, in such 
“* forms as the Resident may from time to time prescribe, a return of the 
number of immigrants employed by such employer, distinguishing 
between statute immigrants and other immigrants, during the preceding 
six months or such other period as has elapsed since the last previous 
return, and a return of the sickness, births, deaths, unlawful absences. 

desertions and arrests among them during the same period. 
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71. If any employer shall omit duly to send in any such return 
or shall send in an incorrect return, he shall, in the absence of proof that 
such omission or incorrectness was occasioned by accident or a bond 
fide mistake, be liable to a tine not exceeding two hundred and 


‘fifty dollars; and a certificate under the hand of the Superintendent 


stating that such return has not been sent or is incorrect shall be 
sufficient primi facie evidence of the truth of the facts stated in such 
certificate. 

72. The Superintendent, accompanied by a Medical Officer, unless 
he be himself a Medical Officer, shall once within each of such periods 


as may be fixed for such purpose by the Resident, and may whenever | 


he thinks fit, visit all places of employment on which any immigrants 
shall reside or be employed and inspect every house, hospital, tent, 
camp or building in any way used by any immigrants and enquire into 
the condition of such immigrants and investigate the books of account 
of their wages; and for such purpose the Superintendent may require 
the employer to produce befure him all or any of the immigrants then 
under contract or parol agreement with him, together with all contracts 
and books of accounts of wages written in English, and to answer 
such questions relating thereto as the Superintendent may think 
proper to ask. 


73. The officer from time to time deputed, with the concurrence 
of the Governor of the Straits Settlements, by the Government of 
Madras to examine and report to that Government the condition of 
immigrants in the State may exercise under this Enactment all or 
any of the powers of entry, inspection, enquiry and investigation which 
are hereby conferred on the Superintendent. 


74. If any employer or other person wilfully obstructs or impedes 
any entry, inspection, enquiry or investigation made under this Enact- 
ment or commits, with respect to such entry, inspection, enquiry or 
investigation made, any offence described in Chapter X. of the Penal 
Code, he shall be punished as provided in Chapter X. of the Penal 
Code. 


75. The Superintendent may, whenever he thinks fit, enter upon 
and inspect any place of employment for the purpose of enquiring 
into the conditions of the immigrants employed therein, and may 
inspect any house, hospital, tent, camp or building in any way used 
by immigrants, and investigate the books of aceount of their wages, 
and for such purpose may require the employer of any immigrants 
to produce before him all or any of them, together with all contracts 
with such immigrants and books of account of their wages, and to 
answer such questions relating thereto as the Superintendent thinks 
proper to ask. 

REPORTS. 


76. The Superintendent shall make such reports to the Resident- 
General relative to the conduct of the duties of his office in such form 
and with such particulars as the Resident-General may from time to 
time direct, and shall forward duplicate copies of such reports tu the 
Resident. 


So much of every such report as relates to the immigrants under 
any particular employer shall at all reasonable times be open to the 
inspection of such employer or any person by him appointed in 
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writing in that behalf, and the person so inspecting shall be entitled 
to take a copy of the aa oa so far as it relates to such immigrants, 
and the Superintendent shall send to any employer mentioned in any 
such report a copy of so much of the report as relates to such employer. 


PART IX. 


OFFENCES COMMITTED BY IMMIGRANTS. 
NEGLECT TO LABOUR AND DISOBEDIENCE. 


Neglect to 77. Any statute immigrant who shall without reasonable excuse 

Balanites neglect or refuse to do as required by his employer twenty days’ work 
in any one calendar month, such work being reasonable and proper, 
shall on conviction be liable to imprisonment of either description for 
a period not exceeding seven days. . 

Disobedience 78. Any immigrant who without reasonable excuse disobeys anv 

Rae lawful order given by his employer or wilfully and knowingly omits 
to do any duty necessary to be done by him for the management, dis- 
cipline and good order of the place of employment shall be. liable 
to a fine not exceeding fifty cents, and for a second or subsequent 
offence shall also be liable to imprisonment of either description for a 
period not exceeding fourteen days. 


UNLAWFUL ABSENCE OF STATUTE IMMIGRANTS. 


Yenalty tot! 79. A statute immigrant who is absent from his employment 


working hours, Without reasonable excuse during working hours shall be liable to a 
fine not exceeding fifty cents. 


Ro wages for, 80. In cases of neglect to labour and unlawful absence no day on 
oraiwence. oF during which such neglect or absence takes place shall be reckoned 
as a day on which a day’s work has been performed and no wages shall 


be payable in respect of such day. 


DESERTION. 


Desertion, 81. Every statute immigrant who deserts, or attempts to desert, 
from his employer's service shall be liable to imprisonment of either 
description for a period not exceeding one month; and every statute 
immigrant who after having been convicted of desertion shall again 
desert, or attempt to desert, from his employer's service shall be liable 
to imprisonment of either description for a period not exceeding two 
months; and every statute immigrant who after having been twice 
convicted of an offence under this section shall again commit an offence 
under this section shall be liable to imprisonment of either description 
for a period not exceeding three months. 


The Superintendent or Magistrate by whom any statute immigrant 
3s convicted of desertion may, in addition to any imprisonment which 
he may impose, order the statute immigrant to pay to his employer 
such reasonable sum, not exceeding two dollars, as may be proved to 
the satisfaction of such Superintendent or Magistrate to have been 
expended by the employer in effecting the statute immigrant's arrest. 
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A statute immigrant deserts from his employer's service when he 
is continuously absent from his place of employment for more than 
twenty-four hours, exclusive of any Sunday or authorised holiday, with- 
out leave from his employer or without reasonable excuse, or when he is 
absent from his place of employment under such circumstances as 
show that he does not intend to return to perform his contract. 


A statute immigrant shall be deemed to attempt to desert from 
his employer's service if he is found either on or off his place of 
employment under circumstances from which it may be reasonably 
inferred that he intends to desert. 


82, Ill-treatment of an immigrant by his employer or the neglect Proviso in case 
of the employer to fulfil any condition of the contract may be deemed 
a reasonable excuse under this part. contract, 


ARREST AND CHARGE OF DESERTERS AND ABSENTEES, 


83. If any statute immigrant deserts, or attempts to desert, from Arrest of 
his employer's service, or is unlawfully absent from his place of employ- drtersand 
ment, or leaves, or attempts to leave, a place in which he has been : 
ordered to remain for medical treatment under section 61 without 
leave from the officer in charge of such place, his employer or any other 
person acting in his behalf or any officer of the department of the 
Superintendent may without warrant and without the assistance of 
any police officer (who, nevertheless, shall be bound to give such 
assistance if called upon to do so) apprehend such immigrant wherever 
he may be found and take him back to the place of employment 
or to the place in which he was ordered to remain as aforesaid or to a 
police station at once. 


84. An employer, or other person as aforesaid, apprehending any Charge. 
such deserter or absentee shall with the least practicable delay 
prefer a charge against him under this part at the nearest police 
station, and shall also enter the charge in a book, to be kept for that 
purpose on the place of employment, for the inspection of the Superin- 
tendent, to whom on his next visit to such place the entry shall be 
shown by the employer and who shall initial the same. If such 
immigrant be found in the service of another employer, he shall not 
be arrested without a warrant. 


Any immigrant so charged may be conveyed before the Superinten- 
dent or a Magistrate, who shall adjudicate upon such charge. But 
the employer, instead of proceeding before the Superintendent or a 
Magistrate, may release the accused and withdraw the charge, in 
which case it shall not be necessary for the accused to be taken before 
the Superintendent or a Mayistrate. 


MALINGERING. 


85. Any statute immigrant who wilfully inflicts on himself any Immigrant 
injury or wilfully does any act by which he may be made unable to {pblins him: 
work, and any person abetting within the meaning of the Penal Code 
the infliction of such injury or the doing of such act, the injury or act 
being of such a character as to prevent the statute immigrant from 
labouring according to the terms of his contract, shall be liable to 
imprisonment of either description for a period not exceeding one 
month.

Penalty for n 86. Any immigrant who, without the consent of his employer, sells 
Metod.*'" parters or disposes of for profit any ration, cooked or uncooked, pur- 


chased by him from his employer or provided by his employer under 
the provisions of this Enactment shall be liable to imprisonment 
of either description for a period not exceeding seven days; and 
any person who, without such consent as aforesaid, knowingly buys, 
takes in exchange or otherwise receives any such ration shall be liable 
to a fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars or to imprisonment of either 
description for a period not exceeding one month.

A contract, made the day of 190 under “‘ The 
Tndian Immigration Enactment, 1904,” between 
hereunder described and hereinafter called “the labourer,” of the 
one part, and hereinafter called ‘the employer” 
(which term shall include his executors, administrators and as- 
signs) of the other part : 


*( Whereas the following sums have been expended by the employer 
on behalf of the labourer, that is to say :—- 


The sum of rupees equivalent to dollars for passage 
money and cash advances paid to the labourer and the sum of 
rupees equivalent to dollars for the passage money of 
an adult dependent on the labourer making dollars as the 
labourer doth hereby acknowledge. ] . 


Now these presents witness as follows :— 


1. The labourer will labour for the employer at the work of 
in the State of from the date hereof until he has done six 
hundred days’ work. 


2. The employer will pay to the labourer without any deduction ex- 
cept as hereinafter mentioned wages payable monthly on or before the 
fifteenth day of the month following the month in which they were 
earned at the rate of annas for each day’s work (such sum 
of annas being payable in the currency of the State according 
to the rate of exchange fixed from time to time by the Resident-General), 
and rations according to the prescribed scale, subject to the following 
conditions :— 


(1) The Superintendent shall have power in his discretion at the 
request of the labourer to grant exemption from the supply 
of rations according to the prescribed scale and to order in 
lieu thereof the daily issue to such labourer of a ration 
ticket exchangeable for food stuffs to the value of two 
annas or the daily payment to such labourer of the 
equivalent of two annas in cash. 


(2) No ration ticket or cash in lieu of rations shall be issued tu a 
labourer except in respect of a working day and the value 
of all rations issued to the labourer in respect of a day on 
which he does not perform a day's work may be deducted 
from the wages due to him. 


(3) Children between 12 and 15 years of age living with and 
dependent on a statute immigrant shall if they labour 
receive wages at not less than three-quarters of the 
minimum rate for adult females and full rations according 
to the prescribed scale,

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(4) Children under 12 years of age living with and dependent on 
a statute immigrant shall if they labour receive wages at 
not less than one-half of the minimum rate for adult 
females and three-quarters rations according to the pre- 
scribed scale. 


(5) Children under 10 years of age living with and dependent on 
a statute inmigrant shall receive rations at the rate of one- 
third of the prescribed scale for adults. Provided that 
the employer shall be entitled to recover from the immi- 
grant by monthly deductions from his wages the cost of 
rations for any number of children in excess of three. 


3. The labourer shall not be bound to labour for more than six days 
in any week or for more than twenty days in any calendar month or 
for more than six consecutive hours or except as hereinafter mentioned 
for more than nine hours in all in any one day but if the labourer at the 
request of the employer works more than nine hours in any day the 
employer will pay the labourer for such extra work at the rate of one 
eighteenth part of the wages prescribed for a day’s work in the 
preceding clause for each half-hour of overtime work. Provided 
that the labourer when employed exclusively in factory work shall 
be bound when required by the employer in case of need to work 
for any time not exceeding three hours in any one day over and above 
the nine hours above-mentioned and shall receive for such extra work 
the extra pay for each half-hour. And provided that the employer may 
require from the labourer without pay over and above the work which 
he is bound to perform as aforesaid any reasonable and customary 
labour for the care of animals the cleaning and maintenance of 
machinery and the observance of usual sanitary regulations. 


4, The above-mentioned sum of dollars being the amount 
paid by the employer for the passage money of an adult depen- 
dent on the labourer may be recovered by the employer by monthly 
deductions from the wayes of the labourer. Provided that no 
such deduction shall be made from the wages earned during the 
first 150 days of the contract and that at no time shall the deduc- 
tion in any one month be so great as to reduce the sum actually 
received as wages by the labourer to an amount of less than * 
cents per working day together with rations in accordance with 
the prescribed scale.

An Enactment to provide for the return from the State 
of persons accused or convicted of offences in the 
Colony of the Straits Settlements. 


(24th December, 1904.] 
E. W. BIRCH, British Resident. 


TIS HEREBY enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council 
as follows :— 


1. This Enactment may be cited as “The Straits Settlements Short title 
Offenders Enactment, 1904,” and shall come into force on a day to be and coms 
fixed by the Resident by notification in the Gazette. 

2. On the commencement of this Enactment section 2 of “The Amendment 
Criminal Fugitives Surrender Enactment, 1903,” shall be amended by rect 
substituting “for the interpretation of “ fugitive criminal” therein Eu ises, 
contained the following interpretation :— Enactment, 

“«Pugitive criminal’ means any person accused or convicted of a be 
surrender crime committed within either of the Colonies of Ceylon or 
Hongkong or within any other British Dependency (excepting only 
the Golony of the Straits Settlements) to which the Resident may, 
with the approval of the Resident-General, by notification in the 
Gazette upply the provisions of this Enactment, who is or is suspected 
of being in the State; and for the purposes of so applying the provi-

HONGKONG, STRAITS SETTLEMENTS, AND 
FEDERATED MALAY STATES POLICE PROBATIONERS. 


No. 320.—The following regulations relating to Hongkong, Straits 
Settlements, and Federated Malay States Police Probationers are published 
for general information. 


Eastern No. 85 (34705 04.) 


1. With the view of supplying the Police Service of Hongkong, the 
Straits Settlements, and the Federated Malay States, Probationerships have 
been established, the holders of which will be required to serve in either of 
the above-mentioned Colonies or in the States, and to devote themselves for 
a certain time after their arrival in the East to learning one or more native 
languages. Probationers appointed to this service will in the first instance 
he allotted to the States or to one or other of the Colonies, and will, as a 
rule, look for promotion only in the States or in that Colony, but it must be 
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distinctly understood that they will be liable to be transferred at any time 
from one to another, at the discretion of the Secretary of State, without 
being given compensation for any special local privileges or allowances. 


2. The Probationers will be selected by competitive examination held 
by the Civil Service Commissioners, 


The examination for these appointments will, as a rule, be held in the 
month of June or July, in those years in which vacancies have occurred, 
simultaneously with the examination for the Indian Police Force in the same 
subjects and the same papers. Candidates may compete for both the Indian 
and Colonial Services at the same time. 


Applications for admission to the combined examination should be 
addressed to the Secretary, Judicial and Public Department, India Office, 
in the manner laid down in the Regulations for Admission to the Indian 
Police Force issued by that Department. These regulations also contain 
full information as to the subjects for examination. 


Applications for admission to the examination of candidates for the 
Police Forces of the Colonies and Federated Malay States only should be 
addressed to the Eastern Department of the Colonial Office. They must 
reach that Department not later than the 1st of May. 


3. Candidates must be above 19 and under 21 years of age * on the 
first day of June in the year in which the examination is held. They must 
be unmarried, and if they marry before reaching the East they will forfeit 
their appointment. 


Every Candidate must be a British subject of European descent, and at 
the time of his birth his father must have been a British subject, cither 
natural-born or naturalised in the United Kingdom.t He must, if called 
upon to do so, satisfy the Civil Service Commissioners that he is duly 
«jualified in respect of age and character. He must be of sound constitution, 
possessed of good sight and physically qualified for service in a tropical 
climate. Successful cadidates will be required to undergo a strict medical 
examination by the Medical Board appointed to examine the successful 
candidates for Indian Police appointments, to test these points. <A fee of 
two guineas will be charged in respect of this examination. 


+. The successful Candidates will be allotted, as and when opportunity 
-offers, to one of the Colonies or to the States upon a consideration of all the 
circumstances, including their own wishes; but the requirements of the 
Public Service will rank before every other consideration, and the Secretary 
-of State will retain full discretion to allot as he thinks fit. : 


5. The selected Candidates will be expected to leave England about a 
month after the results of the examination are announced. A free passage 
to the Colony or State will be provided for the Probationer, subject to an 
undertaking to refund the cost of his passage in the event of his relinquishing 
the appointment within three years for any other reason than mental or 
physical infirmity. 


* The limit of age is extended in the case of candidates who have performed military service in South 
Africa by the period of such service, not exceeding 18 months. Candidates who become eligible under 
this concession must furnish an official certificate of the length and nature of their service. 


+ In the case of persons who enter both for the Indian and for the Cvlonial Services the decision of 
the Secretary of State for India in Council as to whether a candidate satisfies this condition will be final. 
No candidate who has been rejected as not qualified in this respect for the Indian Service will be accepted 
as a candidate for the Colonial Forces. In the case of persons competing only for admi sion to the 

~Colonial Forces the decision of the Secretary of State for the Colonies will be final. 3 
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6. Each Probationer will receive salary at the rate of £225 per annum, 
half salary to commence from the day of leaving England, and full salary 
from the date of his arrival in the Colony or State to which he may be sent. 


7. Every Probationer on arrival in the Colony or State to which he may 
be sent will be subject to any regulations as to Probationers (not inconsistent 
with this paper) which may from time to time be made by the local 
Government, including regulations as to examinations in native languages, 
etc. A Probationer who has passed such examinations will be paid at the 
rate of £300 per annum until he cbtains a substantive appointment. Should 
a Probationer remain three years, after passing his examinations, without 
obtaining a substantive appointment, his salary will be increased to £350. 


8. Any Probationer who may fail to pass the prescribed examinations 
within four years, or be found unfit for Police duties, will be liable to removal 
from the service. Any Probationer so removed from the service will be 
granted a free passage to England, provided that he utilises such passage 
within three months from the date of his removal. 


9. Subject to the necessities of the service, leave of absence on half salary 
may be granted after a period of six years’ resident service without any special 
grounds. It may be given before the expiration of that period in cases of 
serious indisposition, or of urgent private affairs. In the absence of special 
grounds, the leave in such case must not exceed one-sixth of the officer's 
resident service; on special grounds it may exceed that period by six 
months. In addition to the above, vacation leave on full pay may be 
granted, if no inconvenience or expense is caused thereby, not exceeding 
three months in any two years. 


10. The present rule as to superannuation is that in the case of ill health 
an officer may be allowed to retire on a pension after ten full years’ resident 
service ; otherwise he must have attained the age of 55. For ten full years’ 
resident service fifteen-sixtieths of the average annual salary of the retiring 
officer’s fixed appointments for the three years prior to retirement may be 
awarded, to which one-sixtieth may be added for each additional year’s 
service ; but no addition will be made in respect of any service beyond 35 
years. For pension purposes absence on vacation leave counts as full 
service, and leave on half pay as half service. 


11. A deduction of four per cent. will be made from the salaries of 
all Probationers as a contribution to one or other of the Widows’ and 
Orphans’ Pension Funds of the two Colonies or of the Federated Malay 
States, from the date at which they qualify by passing the above-mentioned 
examinations. 


12. The currency of Hongkong, the Straits Settlements, and the 
Federated Malay States is a silver dollar currency, and for purposes of 
local payment the sterling salaries referred to in paragraphs 6, 7 and 13 of 
this print will be converted into dollars at q rate to be fixed by the Govern- 
ment, and based upon the average exchange value of the dollar during the 
month ending on the fifteenth of the month for which salary is to be paid. 


13. The Police Service of these Colonies and States has been classified 
as follows, but no guarantee is given that the numbers and conditions of 
the appointments or the salaries attached to them will remain unaltered. 
Moreover, some of the posts included in these classes will not be exclusively 
confined to officers originally appointed as Probationers.
